Peacefully nestled upon the hillsides of 
southeastern York County, she shines 
forth in the morning sun like a bright, 

sturdy, prosperous youngster and rejoicingly sends a 

greeting of welcome to a wondering, surprised and 

admiring world. 

As the traveller and visitor enter upon her threshold, 
she lays before their gazing eyes a picture of immaculate 
cleanliness and perfect order, beautiful, well-kept homes 
and wide asphalt streets, American busy life and: con- 
quering thrift, pulsing everywhere in scores of stately 
factories of flourishing industries and business places of 
modern style and fashion. Immediately she will impress 
them asa singular, unusual town, pre-eminently successful

grasped, a community and people united, and work 
well done. 

ToroGRAPHY 


The town is situated about eight and one-half miies 
southeast of York, Pa., upon an elevation approximately 
900 feet above mean tide at Philadelphia, Pa., and 538 feet 
above Continental Square, York, Pa. Ithas the distinction 
of being the highest populated point in York County, 
although Round Top in Warrington Township reaches 
1,110 feet above the sea. An idea may be had of the lofty 
location of the borough when we consider that the down- 
grade on the Maryland and Pennsylvania Railroad from 
this town toward York, averages 105 feet to the mile for 
the first four miles, while the grade toward Springvale 
and Felton, Pa., attains eighty-five feet to the mile. 

The land upon which the Borough of Red Lion is 
built belonged formerly to the Townships of Windsor 
and York. Although documentary proofs are few and 
meagre, there is sufficient and convincing evidence to 
believe and contend that the section of the country, 
where Red Lion today is located, has not only its story of 
Indian lore, but played an important role during the his- 
toric days of the early white settlers on the west side of 
the Susquehanna. 


TREATY OF SHAKAMAXON 


When William Penn was constituted proprietary by 
King Charles II on March 4, 1681, of the land in America 
which the Ruler himself had named Pennsylvania, he 
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prepared at once to set out for his “wooded” province and 
landed at New Castle on the 27th day of October, 1682. 
On the following December 4th, he called an assembly of 
freemen at Chester, Pa., and divided the territory into 
Philadelphia, Bucks and Chester Counties (present, then 
unknown York County becoming a part of Chester 
County). The famous treaty which William Penn is 
said to have made with the Lenni Lenape Indians under 
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A MomentTous CALL 


the spreading boughs of the great historic elm at Shaka- 
maxon, in 1682, establishing the Susquehanna River as 
the western boundary line, is rather of traditional, 
legendary character. The treaty of peace and trade, how- 
ever, which he entered into, on his second visit to the 
province, April 23, 1701, at Philadelphia, with the 
Indians inhabiting about and upon the river Susquehanna 
and an Ambassador of the Five Nations, opened the way 
for white settlements as far as the Susquehanna. 


TREATY OF 1701 


This treaty is in writing, under hand and seal, lodged 
among the archives of the province. Among the repre- 
sentatives of the tribes appears thename of Connodaghtoh, 
King of the Susquehanna, Minquay or Conestogoe 
Indians, tribe of Indians occupying the territory along 
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the Susquehanna for some hundred years, until they were 
conquered and driven from their site of ancient occupancy 
by the Five Nations, namely the Mohawks, Oneidas, 
Onondagoes, Cayugas, Senecas, who later, through the 
addition of the Tuscaroroes, increased to Six Nations. 
These Nations were sometimes called Mengwes or Min- 
quays. This explains the name of Susquehanna, Minquay 
Indians in the above named treaty. Conestogoes was the 
collective name of the Indians who were settled along 
the banks of the Susquehanna (especially in Lancaster and 
York Counties). From all that can be ascertained from 
the earliest times, it appears that the Indians did not 
inhabit to any large extent the territory of York and 
Adams Counties. There were no large Indian villages in 
its interior except along the Susquehanna. From the 
complaints of the Indians to Governor William Keith in 
which they object principally to outlying white settle- 
ments in Hellam Township and the Maryland occupa- 
tion at Conojohela (Five Mile Level), we learn that this 
territory was a reserved Indian hunting ground or along 
the route or in the way to privileged hunting grounds, a 
largely wooded section over which they roamed during 
the hunting seasons. Therein they contend that the 
territory was expressly set aside for their exclusive use 
by Brother Onas (Wm. Penn). 

On the other hand, the many Indian relics found near 
the mouth of the Conedaghly Creek, Cabin Creek, 
Wrightsville, Windsor Township and other localities 
indicate that the valleys of York County were per- 
manently, if not extensively, inhabited by the aborigines, 
who, being of migratory, nomadic habits, would un- 
doubtedly select different locations whenever the abun- 
dance or scarcity of game and fish would counsel such a 
change. 


Tue DoNGAN DEED 


William Penn, or Brother Onas, as he was familiarly 
known among the Indians, obtained the first deed in the 
chain of Indian titles of Colonel Thomas Dongan, January 
3, 1696. Dongan was the entrusted agent of William 
Penn to make the purchase of the land, lying upon both 
sides of the river Susquehanna “and adjoining to ye same, 
extending to the utmost confines of the lands which are, 
or formerly were the Right of the People or Nation called 
the Susquehannagh Indians or by what name soever they 
were called or named thereof.” The date of the Dongan 
deed would approximately be in July, 1684. The Dongan 
deed, although not known to exist, was confirmed on 
September 10, 1700, by another deed, signed by 
ORYTYAGH and ANDAGGY-X- JUNK QUAH and 
ratified by the treaty on April 23, 1701, between William 
Penn and Conodagtah, King of the Minquay Indians, and 
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their Chiefs and the Kings and Chiefs of the Shawanese 
and Ganawese Indians. Again the facts were brought out 
and the absolute ownership of our present territory by 
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Chief, Burgess, 
Henry Wagman. o2”

Tue First SQUATTERS ON YORK County SoIL 


William Penn died in the year 1718, some years before 
the white settlers crossed the Susquehanna for the first 
time. No authorized white settlements on the west side 
of this river are known to have been made before 1729. 

Although it was tacitly confessed and admitted that 
the Indian rights extended from the Susquehanna to the 
Potomac, the time was fast approaching when this 
privilege would become endangered and cease. John 
Grist (Greist) was the first squatter on York County soil. 
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This dates back to the years 1718-1721 when he and other 
persons settled and took up lands on the west side of the 
river without any warrant from the commissioners of 
property or any other legal right. Upon the Indian’s 
complaint, he was ejected by the government of Pennsyl- 
vania. Others from Maryland followed, but were likewise 
driven away and committed to prosecution for defrauding 
the proprietor of Pennsylvania of his just rights, disturb- 
ing the Indians and creating misunderstanding between 
the governments of Pennsylvania and Maryland. 


ORIGINAL SURVEY OF SPRINGETSBURY MANOR 


The Indians, however, in order to stop the intruders 
from the south and check any and all encroachments made 
or intended by Maryland, as well as to give the heirs of 
Penn further ground for future claims, requested the 
Governor of Pennsylvania to survey and lay out a tract of 
land for William Penn’s grandson, Springet Penn. Thus, 
it is claimed, originated the warrant for the original 
survey of the Manor of Springetsbury, containing 
approximately 70,000 to 75,000 acres which was made in 
1722. A close check-up of this survey reveals the fact 
that the territory in and about the present Red Lion 
came within the domain of Springetsbury Manor, the 
boundary line passing close by. 


CresAp AND HIGGINBOTHAM 


The border troubles with Maryland, staged during 
the following years and caused by such notorious in- 
truders as Michael Cresap and Charles Higginbotham, 
centered around the river banks and the southeastern 
part of present York County, undoubtedly extending as 
far and including the present Red Lion section. 


Tue First Wuite SETTLERS 


On May 10, 1729, Lancaster County was established. 
In the spring of the same year, the first white settlements 
under the authority of the government were made in the 
territory, now called York County, by John and James 
Hendricks. They occupied the ground about the banks 
of Kreutz Creek from which some families of squatters 
had been removed. They were soon followed by other 
families who settled at a distance of about 10 or 12 miles 
west and southwest of them. 


INDIANS RELEASE YORK County 


The Indians, aware that they could no longer stem the 
tide of the white man’s invasion of the lands west of 
the Susquehanna, but that it was fast becoming more 
extensive and aggressive, were willing to adjust all 
differences and conflicting claims and put a final 
period and conclusion to all disputes that might possibly 
arise over territorial rights and titles. On the 11th of

October, 1736, a deed was consequently executed by the 
Sachems or Chiefs of the Nations of Onondagoes, Senecas, 
Cayugas, Oneidas and Tuscaroroes to John, Thomas and 
Richard Penn, conveying to the said proprietaries “all the 
said river Susquehanna, with the lands lying on both 
sides thereof, to extend eastwardly as far as the head of 
the branches or springs which run into the said Sus- 
quehanna and all the lands lying on the west side of the 
said river to the setting of the sun.” On October 25, 
1736, a release of the lands, conveyed by the preceding 
deed, was given and signed by the several chiefs on behalf 
of the same nations and of the Mohawks. The release 
has an endorsement of ratification, dated July 9, 1754 and 
signed by nine Indians. 


Mason AND Dixon LINE 


The fierce border warfare was now at an end, but the 
dispute between Pennsylvania and Maryland over the 
boundary line was not settled until Charles Mason and 
Jeremiah Dixon, two mathematicians and surveyors,

upon an agreement between Lord Baltimore and Thomas 
and Richard Penn, had traced and marked out the 
boundary lines (Mason and Dixon line), finishing their 
work December 26, 1767, and the commissioners had 
made their report to the proprietaries of the two prov- 
inces, November 9, 1768.

HELLAM TOWNSHIP 


In 1739, an act of the Assembly provided for the 
division of Lancaster County into districts, namely, 
Hempfield, Lan- 
caster and Hellam 
Townships. The 
last named ap- 
pears to have been 
the first township 
formed in the ter- 
ritory west of the 
Susquehanna, 
now York County, 
and was the seat 
of the fierce bor- 
der contests men- 
tioned. 

The settlers 
across the Susquehanna, from 1729 to 1749, were repre- 
sented in the Assembly as citizens of Lancaster County. 
Among the delegates during that early period were John 
Wright and Samuel Blumston, Quakers, who were well 
known in the history of the province and this county 
and reputed as leading men in Indian affairs and resistance 
to the encroachments of Maryland. John Wright and 
Samuel Blumston were in the Commission of Peace and, 
by virtue of their offices, Justices of the Courts of Quarter 
Sessions.

SeTrLers OF YorK County, East AND 
SOUTHEAST 


Three distinct classes of people settled in York County, 
the English Quakers, the German or Dutch from the 
Palatinate and other southern German provinces and the 
German speaking Cantons of Switzerland, and the Scotch- 
Irish. Most of the German immigrants settled in the lime- 
stone section, in the neighborhood of the Kreutz Creek 
and Conojohela Valleys. The Indians were peaceful; the 
fertile lands west of the Susquehanna became attractive 
to the immigrants. In a very short time hundreds of in- 
dustrious farmers were clearing the lands and planting 
their crops. It is a known fact that German Settlers, as 
early as 1730, came across the Susquehanna, locating in 
the above valleys. They could secure no licenses until 
1733-34,when Samuel Blumston, as an agent for William 
Penn’s heirs, Thomas and Richard Penn, issued licenses 
to white settlers to locate west of the Susquehanna and 
take up lands within the present area of York County. 
Most of these German immigrants belonged to the Re- 
formed and Lutheran faith; some were Mennonites and 
Dunkards. 

The early settlers moved fast. Land was taken up 
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quickly. The original settlements, Kreutz Creek and Con- 
ojohela Valley developed rapidly. Onward the settlers 
pushed over the hillsides to the south and southwest and 
the valleys extending to the mountain slopes in the west 
(Pidgeon Hills and South Mountains). It was then that 
the beautiful Conedochly Valley and section and the terri 
tory, in which Red Lion is located, were settled. 

The early settlers were not without money; in posses: 
sion of the proper warrants, they would select their own 
lands to locate upon, or would purchase them from sur- 
veyors, at a very small cost per acre. As a general rule, 
most all land purchased by settlers was taken up in 100, 
200 and occasionally 300 acre tracts. Many of the stories 
of people to the effect that ancestors took up land 1,000 
and more acre tracts cannot be verified by records in the 
land office. The early surveyors and speculators, like 
Thomas Cookson, of Lancaster; Edward Shippen, Phila- 
delphia; Joseph Pidgeon, Philadelphia, owned many large 
tracts in York County. In like manner, George Stevenson 
and Michael Tanner are reported to have been very large 
land owners. 


ELETY YEARS 


BrrtH OF YoRK County 


The town of York had been laid out for the proprietor’s 
use in 1741; licenses to settle within the Manor of Spring- 
etsbury had been issued as early as 1734; grants concern- 
ing titles within it had been given by the proprietary, 
Thomas Penn, in 1736. Indeed, “Lancaster County west 
of the Susquehanna” had become developed to such a 
state of organization, that its citizens considered advisable 
and expedient the erection of a new county. Consequently 
a petition to the provincial council signed by influential 
citizens of this territory was presented in 1748, but was 
refused or unheard. As causes for a new county, among 
others, were given the rapid increase of the population, 
troubles and difficulties arising among the settlers, and 
the long distance to the court of Lancaster. 

Another strong and urgent request was made and 
favorable action resulted. On August 19, 1749, James 
Hamilton, deputy governor of the province, sanctioned 
the act, and the new county, the first west of the Sus- 
quehanna, was born. By a unanimous consent of the 
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petitioners and commissioners, who made the division, 
the low water mark on the west side of the river was 
designated as the boundary line. The new county was 
named York County after Yorkshire in England. 


PopuLATION OF YorRK County 


In the year of its formation, 1749, York County, in- 
cluding the present Adams County, contained 1,469 
square miles or about 950,000 acres, 1,466 taxable inhabi- 
tants and a population of about 6,000. In 1751 there were 
2,043 taxables and over 8,000 inhabitants, an increase of 
331 per cent, showing clearly the rapid influx of immi- 
grants into our county. The first official United States 
Census in 1790 gives York County a population of 37,747. 


Earty Setrvers IN Rep Lion District 


It may be interesting to note at this time that the 
section, in which Freysville, Red Lion, and Dallastown 
are located today, became fairly well settled with German 
immigrants at an early period, so that we find a small log 
house for church and school already in 1748, located to the 
south of the present Dallastown Borough. This church 
is known to this very day as “Blimyre’s Church” and 
was the only church for a large territory at its beginning. 
Further evidence for the early settlement of this terri- 


tory by German immigrants is found in the old historic 
church yard at Freysville where there are time-worn 
tombstones, bearing the years of 1747 and 1748 as the 
year of death of the respective persons buried there. 

It is but natural to conclude that the territory, upon 
which Red Lion is built, being located between these two 
settlements, was likewise occupied and cultivated by 
early settlers. 


CREATION OF TOWNSHIPS 


Although there were at least 2,000 settlers west of the 
Susquehanna before 1739, there is no official record to 
show that townships were laid out before that date. Dur- 
ing 1739 (October), as stated before, Hellam Township 
was created. Between 1740 and 1744, there followed 
Chanceford, Fawn, Shrewsbury, Dover, Codorus, Man- 
chester, Warrington, Monoghan, Paradise and Manheim 
Townships in what is now York County. 


YorK AND WINDsOR TOWNSHIPS 


York Township was formed in 1753 and was further 
reduced in size by the formation of Windsor Township 
in 1759 and of Spring Garden in 1822. 

According to a census ordered by the County Com- 
missioner in 1783, York Township recorded 128 houses, 
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94 barns, 456 male and 437 female inhabitants, 9 mills and 
an approximate area of 20,309 acres of land. Windsor 
Township had 1,118 inhabitants, 190 barns, 184 houses, 
10 mills, about 22,054 assessable acres of land. 

As years progressed the development of the territory 
about this part of York County speeded up and the pop- 
ulation increased. The farms became more numerous; the 
cultivated land extended over a wider acreage; eventually 
hamlets arose, communities formed, and boroughs organ- 
ized. Various industries made their appearance. Mer- 
chants traveled the Indian trails and the newly opened 
wagon roads. Slowly stores, carrying a stock of the most 
necessary and essential things, arose. Gradually condi 
tions were changing from the state of early pioneer and 
settler life to the more stabilized forms of regulated pursuit. 


Ear.ty Wacon Roaps 


Where Red Lion today is located there was, already in 
the early days, a meeting and parting of roads. On the 
ground, what is called the “square” today, the Wrights- 
ville Baltimore road and the road from McCall’s Ferry 
and Peach Bottom to York united and ran over the present 
Main Street north until they parted again near the present 
end of North Main Street, the Baltimore-Wrightsville 
road turning to the right toward Freysville and the river, 
while the McCall’s Ferry-York road continued, bearing 
to the left, over Chestnut Hill to York. The road from 
Wrightsville to Baltimore dates back to the days of the 
earliest settlers and may probably have been an Indian 
trail and an early trader’s route. 

As early as May, 1749, settlers in the lower end of the 
present York County petitioned Lancaster Court for a 
road from Nelson’s Ferry, later McCall's, to York. Action 
was taken, the road viewed, laid out, and the report of 
the commissioners confirmed at the next session of Lan- 
caster Court. Its courses and distances correspond well 
to the present Peach Bottom road. 

In 1833. at the January Sessions of Court at York, Pa., 
approval and confirmation was handed down of a public 
road beginning at a post in Peach Bottom road near 
Shenberger’s Tavern and ending at Fisher’s Road and 
lands of Daniel Grim, near a Tavern, formerly owned and 
occupied by Jonathan Minnich and Daniel Grim, one and 
a half miles and sixty-nine perches long and thirty-three 
feet wide. This road was none other than the one from 
the present square at Red Lion to a point at Dallastown 
where it connected with Fisher’s road, today Pleasant 
Avenue, 106 perches away from Jonathan Minnich’s 
Tavern. 

Op TAVERNS 


Besides the Shenberger Tavern mentioned, which was 
none other than the Caslow Inn and Wallick House of 
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later years, there stood another old Inn on North Main 
Street of today, near where the road to Freysville branches 
off. As the wagoners traveled over the public roads these 
Inns offered refreshments, rest and shelter; they became 
well known stopping and meeting places. 


OrIGIN OF NAME “Rep LIoNn”’ 


In tracing the origin of the name of Red Lion, John 
Gibson in his history of York County, published 1886, 
gives this explanation: “the Red Lion Tavern was a 
characteristic old-time public inn, with the picture of a 
lion painted red on the swinging sign in front of the house. 
Tradition says the lion was not a voracious one that scared 
away thirsty visi- 
tors, but a mild, 
peaceful sort of a 
fellow, with an in- 
viting look.” The 
selection of the «= 
name “Red Lion” ' 5 
would not have 
been an unusual 
thing for the im- 
migrant inasmuch 
as this name was 
a familiar one for 
inns in England 
and Germany. 
Succeeding historical writers accepted, without any ques- 
tioning, this version of the origin of Red Lion’s name 
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as authentic. 

Despite extended investigation, no positive proof of 
this contention could be obtained. The oldest living resi 
dents of Red Lion hesitate to subscribe to it. The inn 
which stood at the square was never known by the name 
Red Lion Inn or Tavern nor did there ever appear in front 
of this house a sign with the image of a Red Lion. This 
place was known,as far back as 1830,as Shenberger’s Tav- 
ern, later Caslow House (John Caslow), Wallick House. 

The only stand which could come into consideration 
would be the inn which stood on what is North Main 
Street today. It was known as Hake’s Hotel. Jacob Hake, 
it is said, built the hostelry at least seventy-five years ago 
and conducted it as such until he sold the place to David 
Laucks and moved to Canton, Ohio. Whether David 
Laucks ran this place as a hotel or changed it into a private 
residence could not be verified definitely as this article 
goes to press. It is, however, an established fact that 
Jacob Flinchbaugh, father of J. C. Flinchbaugh, West 
Broadway, used the property as a private residence when 
he acquired possession of the same. There is some hearsay 
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which placed the red lion sign in front of this tavern, but 
evidence is sadly lacking. 

It is true a swinging sign bearing the picture of a Red 
Lion was found in front of the building, which Mrs. 
Catherine Meyer erected on the spot where the present 
depot of the Maryland and Pennsylvania Railroad is lo- 
cated and which housed in those days, all in one, general 
store, saloon, post-ofhce, and railroad station. This sign, 
however, was only built, painted and erected by Seth 
Minnich, in 1875. It was during this same year that Mrs. 
Meyer finished 
the building and 
moved into it on 
Aprile ord DY, 
that time, how- 
ever, the depot 
and post-ofhce had 
already been 
Nad e daeatced 
Lion”; the place 
was then known 
by that name ina 
general way. Be- 
fore spring 1875, 
she conducted an 
inn at her residence corner Main and High Streets. The 
post-office was likewise there for one year. No sign with 
the picture of a red lion was said to have been seen there. 
Hence the origin of the name Red Lion in connection 
with a public inn must be considered of doubtful char- 
acter, at least until better and more authentic evidence 
can be produced to fully justify such an opinion. 


“Rep LINE?” 


There is another most interesting theory advanced to 
explain the name of Red Lion. On account of its reddish 
soil the section about present Red Lion and surrounding 
territory and especially the wagon road leading through 
this part of the country is said to have been known as 
“Red Line” to travelers and settlers. Misunderstanding 
by hearers of the word and subsequent mispronuncia- 
tion of the same or the like, may easily have brought on 
the change to Red Lion. However, we have no other 
proofs to offer for this opinion than the reports of old 
residents of the town to that effect. 
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ScENE ON NortH Malin STREET 


Joun D. AND CATHERINE Meyer 


On April 1, 1850, shortly after John D. Meyer and 
his wife Catherine had come to this part of the country 
from Oldenburg, Germany, he purchased a large tract 
of land in York and Windsor Townships, upon which is 
located today the greater portion of the town, from 







William Rinehart who, in turn, had secured it of Henry 
Shenberger. In 1853, he obtained possession of additional 
land when at a sheriff sale, held for the purpose of satis- 
fying damages awarded to Emanuel Erb, he bought the 
property holdings of Frederick Kling. This land adjoined 
the properties of Charles Rhinehart, Jacob Hake, George 
Leber and others and was the portion of town around 
present High Street, North Main Street and neighborhood. 


Tue Peacu Borrom Raitway Company 

In 1874, the Peach Bottom Railway Company con- 
structed a narrow gauge railroad through southeastern 
York County and opened this road through Dallastown 
and Red Lion to Woodbine, and in 1875 to Delta. During 
the same year, 1874, a post-office was established by 
order of the Federal Government. Both railroad station 
and postoflice were named Red Lion. 


A Momentous Catt AND MEETING 

After the middle of the past century, a number of 
towns sought and obtained incorporation, viz., Stewarts- 
town, Pa. (1851), Dallastown (1867), East Prospect, Pa., 
(1874). This idea of incorporation eventually gained hold 
among the free-holders of Red Lionand was frequently dis- 
cussed, until one day there was found posted in the Gen- 
eral Store of Mrs. Catherine Meyer a notice, reading as 
follows: “Notice—There will be a meeting in Red Lion 
Hall, Tuesday, April 8th, at 7 o’clock, P. M. The object 
of the meeting will be to consider the matter of having Red 
Lion incorporated into a borough. All interested are in- 
vited to attend. Z.S. Shaw, Esq., will be present (signed) 
J. M. Hyson, March 31st, 1879.” At this meeting, the 
sentiment of incorporation became well crystallized. It 
was decided to have a survey made of the intended bor- 
ough. This original survey was carried out by Jacob R. 
Wallace on June 7th, 1879, and is recorded in Book O; 
pages 384 and 385. According to this survey, the Borough 
of Red Lion was to contain 756 acres and 9 perches neat, 
covering a bigger territory than the town does today. 


INCORPORATION 

On January 16, 1880, the Court of Common Pleas of 
York County, confirmed the action of the Grand Jury, 
whereby the prayer of the petitioners, representing a 
majority of the free-holders residing within the limits set 
forth therein, was granted and Red Lion incorporated 
into a borough. The signers of the petition were the fol- 
lowing: H. Wagman, Charles Neff, Seth Minnich, Her- 
man Neff, J. M. Hyson, Catherine Meyer, Nathaniel 
Neiman, Jacob Miller, Samuel Poet, Moses Smith, 
Andrew Keener, William Knaub, John Poet, Henry 
Shaffer, Henry Rost, William Taylor, John Wise, Sra 
John Wise, Jr., Daniel Spots, Henry Neff. 
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First ELEcTION 


The Court further decreed that the first election shall 
be held at the public house of Catherine Meyer on the 
17th day (3rd Tuesday) of February, 1880, between the 
hours 7:00 A. M. and 7:00 P. M., and designated Henry 
Wallick to give due notice of said election and Henry 
Wagman to be the Judge and Charles Neff and John 
Wise, Sr., the Inspectors of said election. The Court, 
moreover, ruled that the Annual Election be held every 
3rd Tuesday of February at the public house of Catherine 
Meyer. 

To simplify matters at the election, to avoid any pos- 
sible friction and preserve harmony and good-will among 
the citizens of the young borough, a slate was made up 
and the following Union Borough ticket presented: Chief 
Burgess, Henry Wagman; Councilmen, Dr. J. M. Hyson, 
Daniel Spatz, James O. Smith, Nathaniel Neiman, William 
H. Algire, Jacob W. Young; Justice of the Peace, Henry 
Wallick, Seth Minnich; Judge, Jacob Miller; Inspectors, 
Wesley W. Smith, Benjamin F. Paules; Assessor, Ham- 
ilton S. Grim; Constable, John Wagman; School Directors, 
William Taylor, 3 years; Hiram Dill, 3 years; William 
Knaub, 2 years; Matthew Gable, 2 years; Moses Smith, 
1 year; Henry Neff, 1 year; Auditors, Samuel Poet, 3 
years; John Wise, 2 years; A. D. Wallick, 1 year. There 
being no opposition, the nomination of the various candi- 
dates meant their election to the respective offices. Hence, 
to these men goes the honor of constituting the first official 
family of Red Lion Borough. 


THE SURVIVING VETERANS 


Dr. J. M. Hyson and Benjamin Frank Paules are the 
only ones of this group of borough ofhcials who are still 
living in Red Lion Borough today. Samuel Poet and John 
Wagman, although they have moved away from the town, 
the former a short distance to the southwest of Red Lion 
and the latter to York, Pa., complete the number of sur- 
viving borough officials of 1880. 


THE SECESSIONISTS 


In connection with the incorporation of Red Lion into 
a borough, there remains to be mentioned another mos- 
important chapter of its history. The borough organiza- 
tion had been effected, and the administration was run- 
ning along quietly, when dissention and dissatisfaction 
set in. Indeed, the disturbing element, among whom were 
found several of the original petitioners of incorporation, 
threatened to address the Court of Quarter Sessions of 
York County to ignore the incorporation of Red Lion. 
They went so far as to declare themselves opposed to any 
further continuance in the borough and became after- 
wards the secessionists of Red Lion Borough. 





THE PROTECTIONISTS 


In this hour of need and danger, a band of public spir- 
ited citizens of the borough arose in defense of the incor-

poration on June 4, 1881, filed a solemn protest against 
these “certain puerile attempts’ and pledged themselves 
over their own signature not to support the efforts of the 
dissatisfied element aiming at the disorganization of the 
young borough. A truthful reproduction of this impor- 
tant document showing the names of those who saved 
Red Lion then is embodied within the pages of this book. 


BorouGH ORDINANCES 


On March 6, 1880, the first borough ordinances went 
into effect. They were grouped in twenty-five sections 
and signed by Henry Wagman, Chief Burgess, and J. O. 
Smith, Secretary. According to the provisions in Section 1, 
the town Council was duty bound to appoint annually a 
Street Commissioner, Clerk to Council, and to meet on 
the evening of the first Saturday of each month. Failure 
to attend these meetings, without a lawful excuse, 
brought forth a fine of fifty cents toward the Borough 
treasury. 

RatLtroapD ALLEY 


One of the very first acts of the town fathers was to 
lay out, May 1, 1880, an alley, Railroad Alley of today, 
“extending from a point in the public road leading from 
Main Street to Hiram Dill’s Tavern (later Rising Sun 
Hotel, West Broadway) in the rear and near the stable 
of Dr. Hyson through lands of Dr. Hyson, Mrs. Catherine 
Meyer and Henry Wallick to a point in Peach Bottom 
Road, the width to be fifteen feet.” 


W AGES AND SALARIES 


It may be of interest to the reader, for the sake of com- 
parison, to learn of the wages which were in order during 
those days. The Street Commissioner was voted by the 
Council to receive $1.25 and a laboring man $0.90 per day; 
$2.25 per day was the rate set for a man and a team of two 
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horses. The salary of the Chief Burgess was voted to be 
$5.00 per annum and that of the Secretary was $2.50. 


STREET PLANNING AND CHRISTENING 


The main and most important work which confronted 
the newly organized borough was to establish order and 
give the community the semblance of a town. Some street 
planning was needed first of all. The Council set promptly 
to work. 

On February 22, 1881, the public road running north 
and south was named Main Street, and the first street 
south of Peach Bottom Railroad, running from Main 
Street to Hiram Dill’s Tavern, called First Avenue. 


BROADWAY 


On February 15, 1882, the road leading from York to 
Brogueville was christened Broadway and ordered sixty 
feet wide from house to house, designating the line at 
Franklin Heisler’s dwelling house and at that of Jacob 
Miller, Jr. On the same day, Main Street was voted by 
the Council to be fifty feet wide from house to house be- 
ginning at Henry Wallick’s corner and “ending at the 
borough line lead- 
ing to Winters- 
town Borough or 
to Cross Roads.” 
On April 5, 1884, 
the Council re- 
solved that Broad- 
way be opened 
from J. A. Miller’s 
Les 0 en cesta 
Franklin Heisler’s 
proposed new 
house at a width 
of sixty feet. In 
1885, during the 
term of Benjamin Zarfoss as Chief Burgess, East Broadway 
was surveyed, laid out and adopted, commencing at the 
York and Peach Bottom Railroad and extending through 
lands of J. Miller, James Neff, Frederick Smith, Jacob 
Hines, Sylvester Eisenbach, Phillip Craley, Isaiah Dugan, 
Franklin Heisler, William H. Miller, S. F. Sechrist, Daniel 
Stine, Amos Young, Ephram Paules, George M. Hilde- 
brand, Samuel Runkle, David A. Miller and Jacob 
Flinchbaugh, 845 feet to a stone at the line of lands of 
Frederick Heisler and Henry Wallick and being for the 
whole distance sixty-eight feet wide. 





VIEW FROM FAIRMOUNT PARK 


Main STREET 


During the same year, Main Street was officially sur- 
veyed, laid out and adopted. It commenced at a stone in 
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the middle of the street at the river road (Gay Street 
today), extended through lands of Mrs. Catherine Meyer, 
Seth Minnich, German Reformed Church, E. F. Moul, 
Miller Brothers, J. G. Gohn and Adam Trout for a dis- 
tance of 682 feet at a width of fifty feet; then from the 
intersection of High Street and Meyer Avenue through 
lands of I. Grove, W. E. Fulks, J. G. Burger, Mrs. Cath- 
erine Meyer, Jacob Miller, Dr. J. M. Hyson, Adam Geb- 
hard, Reuben Emenheiser, J. W. Zarfos, Samuel Sprenkle, 
U. B. Church, William Knaub, Eli Smeltzer, Heinrich 
Wallick, David Snell, Emanuel Smith, Benjamin Zarfos, 
Nathaniel Neiman for a distance of 800 feet at a width of 
fifty-three feet to a stone in the middle of the street near 
the present Square. 


First AVENUE 


First Avenue was likewise opened and officially adopted 
in 1885. It commenced at a stone in the middle of the 
street at Main

First AVENUE 


CHARLES STREET AND Meyer AVENUE 


Charles Street, presented by Mrs. Catherine Meyer 
to the borough and accepted by the Council in 1885, ran 
from Main Street to Broadway through lands of Mrs. 
Meyer for a distance of 420 feet at the uniform width of 
60 feet. Meyer Avenue, today East High Street, is an- 
other street to be opened in 1885. From Main Street to 
the borough line this avenue was 897 feet long and 60 
feet wide, extending through lands of Mrs. Catherine 
Meyer, Adam Trout, James John, Milton F. Smith and 
Lewis Simmons. 


More Streets AND ALLEYS 


During the administration of E. E. Roser as Chief Bur- 
gess, from 1886 to 1889, many improvements were made 
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in the survey of the town. Main Street was widened 
2% feet from the York and Peach Bottom Railroad to 
East Broadway; the latter, likewise, was ordered made 
wider; North Main Street was extended as well as First 
Avenue and South Main Street. South Street was voted 
to be laid out and opened; the River Road was given the 
name of Gay Street. The Council further decided to lay 
out and adopt alleys where buildings were erected and 
alleys needed. Consequently, in 1887, the following 
alleys were named and opened: Church Alley from East 
Broadway to Meyer (High) Avenue; Newton Alley from 
East Broadway to Main Street; Charles Alley from First 
Avenue to West Broadway; Baker Alley from East Broad- 
way to Church Alley; Wallick Alley from East Broadway 
to Church Alley; Locust Alley from Meyer Avenue to 
Gay Street; High Alley from High Street to Main Street; 
Railroad Alley from First Avenue to High Street. 

More and more the town began to assume the picture 
of a well regulated and conducted community. Proper 
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street lines were struck, grades were given, street cross- 
ings laid, water courses corrected, streets cleared from 
any obstructions and otherwise kept in as clean a condi- 
tion as possible. As the population of the borough in- 
creased and more homes arose, more streets and alleys 
were surveyed and laid out. 

Thus, in 1893, Hyson Alley was extended from Charles 
Street to Park Street; Park Avenue, from First Avenue 
to Boundary Avenue was formally laid out through lands 
of Mrs. Catherine Meyer (1893); North Charles Street 
was opened through lands of Mrs. Catherine Meyer from 
First Avenue to the north side of the Baltimore & Lehigh 
Railroad (M. & P.) thence, at a width of fifty feet, to High 
Street and, eventually, to Gay Street (1895). In 1894, 
Railroad Alley was opened from Broadway across Hen- 
rietta Street to a private alley along the lands of R. A. 
Thompson and Nathaniel Neiman. Warehouse Alley, 
Burger Alley and Howard Alley were opened during the 
following year. In 1896, North Franklin Street was 
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opened from Broadway to High Street, along or through 
lands of Samuel Barnhart, Mrs. Messersmith, Titus Neff, 
D. Neff and A. Keener; First. Avenue, which, between 
Charles Street and Park Street, cut diagonally to Broad- 
way following an old public road, was straightened and 
given the course it follows today, except that it ended 
on this side of West Broadway at the borough line. This 
change was made in 1896 and a miniature draft of this 
change is given in this book. 


LINDEN TERRACE AND West BROADWAY 


Other streets followed in the progress of steady survey 
and opening of new thoroughfares. South Charles Street 
was laid out in 1900, South Alley, 1902, Weaver Alley, 
from Charles to High Alley, 1902. An extensive street 
survey of the borough was carried out during the sum- 
mer of 1906 under the administration of Jacob Streavig, 
Burgess. This program included general improvements 
and repairs as well as opening of new lanes of trafhc. 
The entire Linden Terrace tract was surveyed and opened 
up, viz., Franklin Street, 55 feet wide from West Broad- 
way to Felton Road; Boundary Avenue, 55 feet wide 
from South Charles Street to borough line; First Avenue 
extended, from West Broadway to the Felton Road, like- 
wise Terrace Alley, Etter Alley and Wallick Alley. West 
Broadway was opened to the present borough limit in 
1908. The ordinance for the opening of this street pro- 
vided a width of 65 feet from building line to building 
and ten-foot sidewalks. 

Red Lion Borough had reached a stage where she was 
progressing very rapidly and developing into an industrial 
town. As industry and business grew within the com- 
munity, the town expanded in proportion. 


WITHDRAWALS FROM BOROUGH 


The days during the eighties of the past century were 
gone when numerous attempts were made to have the 


boundary line of the borough changed so as to be outside 
the borough limits or to withdraw directly from the 
borough. Sometimes these attempts would prove success- 
ful. On several occasions, however, the Council refused 
the applications of withdrawals and even went so far as 
to contest them before Court (1887-1889). 


ANNEXATIONS 1904 To 1907 


Gradually Red Lion was coming into her own. People 
no longer wanted to withdraw, but, on the other hand, 
applied for admission. Citizenship within the Borough of 
Red Lion was becoming attractive and known to stand 
for progress and success. A number of important annexa- 
tions followed in quick order. There was the Linden 
Terrace containing 18 acres and 130 perches of land, sit- 
uated in York Township and adjacent to the southwest 
section of the borough. The freeholders were J. A. Gillan, 
T. E. Brooks, Jacob Streavig, John Streavig. An ordi- 
nance was passed on October 12, 1904, declaring the ad- 
mission of this important tract of land into the Borough 
of Red Lion. 

On April 19, 1907, a petition was received by the 
Borough of Red Lion wherein certain freeholders of land 
to the west of Red Lion applied for admission. On August 
12, 1907, their prayer was granted, and the section, known 
as Seakstown, comprising 37 acres and 129 perches of 
land, formally received into the borough. The freeholders 
were Susan Neff, M. Bowers, A. F. Neff, Laura Yagle, 
C. Seaks, B. Barshinger, B. A. Smith, D. Dellinger, S. 
Eisenbaugh, Henry Seaks, Moses Stein, Charles Lentz, 
Simon Kuntz, Agnes Shuman, Lucy Lentz, A. Z. Tome, 
Mrs. Gladfelter, Reuben Blouse, George Stermer, Jacob 
Tome, Mary Poet, Cora Poet, Cassie Taylor, Curtis 
Blouse, M. J. Olewiler, York County Traction Co., 
George Lichtenberger, S. H. Waughtel, W. H. Myers, 
Wm. Lichtenberger, Sallie Harlan, H. M. Keeny, J. H. 
Waughtel, H. Welty, Titus Neff, 8. M. Manifold, J. A. 
Keener, C. H. Keener and Samuel Sipe. 

In like manner, the wish of a number of property 
owners, living in Windsor Township and adjoining the 
northern part of the Borough of Red Lion, was granted 
on the same day in 1907. This section, known as the 
Flinchbaugh tract and covering 33 acres and 29 perches 
of land from Gay Street along North Main Street to the 
Freysville Road, proved a substantial addition. The free- 
hold owners of the lots and out-lots contained in this 
section of land were: Catherine Meyer, Catharine 
Flinchbaugh, Henry Sechrist, W. B. Smith, Jacob Flinch- 
baugh, Ellen Blochinger, C. A. Burk, Alice Gladfelter, 
John Flinchbaugh, Amanda Olewiler, J. M. Flinchbaugh, 
E. M. Smith, J. E. Detwiler, Lewis Simon and Levi 
Kaltreider. 
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RECENT ADMISSIONS 


During the past ten years and less, a number of note- 
worthy annexations to the Borough of Red Lion occurred. 
Thus, for instance, the tract of land, from John Geb- 
hard’s residence on East Broadway (Wise Lane) to the 
new Springvale Road, was incorporated into the borough 
in the year 1927. Before this date, a section of land, rep- 
resenting the former Albert Smith farm, was laid out and 
developed by D. Frank Kaltreider and thereafter admitted 
into the borough during the year 1923. Another addition 
of importance was made to the Borough of Red Lion in 
the south end, namely, from the former borough line at 
Harry S. Flinchbaugh’s property to Stump’s Service Sta- 
tion (exclusive) and the Neff tract of land on South Pine 
Street. Finally the annexation question aga‘n arose when 
freeholders of land on South Main Street extended peti- 
tioned Council to be admitted into the Borough of Red 
Lion. The result was that the southeastern corner of 
Springvale and Felton Road, comprising the corner plot 
of Jacob Stabley and the properties of A. P. Davey and 
Charles H. Horn, was joined to Red Lion proper in 1928. 


LossEs BY STORMS 


As far as losses and damages by the elements are con- 
cerned, the Borough of Red Lion has been exceptionally 
fortunate. Located as she is on a high altitude with a per- 
fect, four-way watershed, there can be no danger by flood. 
Aside from the severe windstorm, in September, 1898, 
that ripped the steeple off the Charles Street school build- 
ing and laid low the wooden bridge across the Susque- 
hanna River between Columbia and Wrightsville, 
and the part of a tornado in June, 1924, which partly 
demolished the cigar factory of the Superior Cigar Com- 
pany and aside from some other wind squalls, which 
caused minor damage in the borough now and then, [-e4 
Lion was spared the misfortune of greater calamity b/ 
storm and tornado during the time of her existence. 


Rep L:on’s Bic Fire 


In like manner, this town has been extremely favored 
and “lucky” wher. it cones to fire losses. There is but 
one big fire record>4 in che history of the borough. It 
occurred on Ascension Day, 1900, May 24th. Ascension 
Day, throughout this section of the country, has been 
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observed by the people as a day of rest, realizing the sig- 
nificance of this day in the religious life. Factories and 
business places were usually closed on this day, and the 
people sought a day’s relaxation out in the open spaces of 
the surrounding country. It was in the evening when the 
fire broke out in the rear of Charles E. Smith’s property, 
where Echo Barber Shop now is located. The fire spread 
quickly and started a general conflagration along Railroad 
Alley, cleaning out almost the entire section. The Red 
Lion Fire Company and those from adjoining towns did 
excellent work. The Dallastown Fire Department per- 
formed a great feat when they saved, with their hand 
pumper, the barn of Dr. J. M. Hyson and the building of 
John Shindler where the Federal Cigar Company’s main 
factory is now located. A picture of the fire-swept section 
is found in this book. 


PopuLATION OF Rep LIoNn 


There are many ways of measuring the growth, prog- 
ress and success of a community. The increase or decrease 
in the population of a town is a strong criterion for its 
gain and growth or loss and decay. The claims of Red 
Lion’s enthusiasts for their borough's significant rise to 
importance are borne out in a remarkable way by the re- 
sults of the recent census of the United States Govern- 
ment. According to these statistics the total population 
of Red Lion is 4,757, reaching an increase of 1,559 over 
the population of 1920. This represents the largest growth 
of any borough’ in the district, an increase of 48.75% in 
ten years. The population of the various voting precincts 
in the borough are given as follows: First District, 1,192; 
Second District, 1,600; Third District, 1,965. In order to 
picture to our readers the growth of Red Lion Borough 
in a most practical and telling manner, we append the 
following table:

LANES OF TRAFFIC 


The visitor to Red Lion will be impressed with the 
beautiful, clean and well-kept homes, the cleanliness of 
the town in general and many other things. What, how- 
ever, will strike him most forcibly and become impressed 
upon his mind are the fine and well-paved streets and 
even alleys of the 
borough. The peo- 
ple of Red Lion 
contend, and their 
claim is well sub- 
stantiated, that 
there is not an- 
other town of and 
near the size of 
Red Lion in the 
country and in the 
world which can 
compare to this 
community in the 
character, num- 
ber, length and appearance of paved highways. The 
street paving program, undertaken by Red Lion Borough 
during the years 1922, 1923 and 1924 represents, we ven- 
ture to say without fear of contradiction, the most com- 
prehensive and astounding problem of its kind ever 
attempted by a community of the size of this borough. 
Every street and avenue within the limits of the town, 
from one end to the other, is either of concrete or asphalt 
mounted. The borough administration maintains an efhi- 
cient highway department to keep the streets in the best’ 
of condition and repairs, and an up-to-date garbage col- 
lection system assists to maintain the high standard of 
cleanliness and beauty of the community. 


Roap Buitpinc Procram, 1922-1924 


This road building program in Red Lion was com- 
menced in the year 1922. The first year’s work represents 
a joint operation of the State Highway Department, the 
County of York, and the Borough of Red Lion and cov- 
ered Broadway in its entire length, from the borough 
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limits in the west to the eastern boundary line. South 
Main Street, beginning at the intersection of Broadway 
at the Square, to the borough limits was included in the 
schedule of 1922. During the years 1923 and 1924, the 
borough completed its own program. The road builders 
for the schedule of 1922 and 1923, were Warren Bros., 
of Boston, Mass., while the street paving work in 1924 
was carried on by the General Supply & Construction 
Co., of York, Pa. The street curbing for the 1922 job was 
done by W. Grant Raub Company, of Red Lion, while 
during the second and third year G. A. & F. M. Wagman, 
of Dallastown, did the street curbing work. The official 
borough family during this momentous period was com: 
posed of: Chief Burgess, H. L. Haines; Councilmen, W. F. 
Boeckel, President, 1922; R. E. Glenn, President, 1923-24; 
Jacob Streavig, C. F. Roseman, Peter McGuigan, W. C. 
Frutiger, J. C. Winter, and M. S. Heindel; Secretary, 
J. B. Herrman; Civil Engineer, R. B. McKinnon. This 
road building program included also the erection of a sub- 
stantial concrete bridge across the tracks of the Maryland 
and Pennsylvania Railroad on Charles Street, of which 
G. A. and F. M. Wagman, Dallastown, Pa., were the 
builders. During the following borough administrations 
from 1925 to 1930, the good road policy was continued, 
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and a number of streets and alleys built and improved 
upon the accepted standard and style. 


FINANCIAL GROWTH 


The saying goes that “Figures do not lie."’ The progress 
of a town is not only measured by its intellectual, relig- 
ious, industrial, commercial and social achievements, but 
its financial growth must be equally considered. A com- 
parative table for the Borough of Red Lion in this respect 
looks somewhat like the following:

Looking at the stupendous development of the Borough 
of Red Lion during the past fifty years, from a small and 
insignificant hamlet in 1880 to the commanding position 
of an ideal, model town in 1930, we will at once search 
and ask for the causes and reasons which made possible 
this growth and progress. There are a number of these 
factors, some well known, others more hidden. All, how- 
ever, are sufficiently important to be treated more at 
length, in special articles, on subsequent pages.

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HISTORY OF THE PUBLIC SCHOOL 
SYSTEM of RED LION 


By Pror. Harvey J. BECKER 


IHE HISTORY of education and the pub- 
lic school system in Red Lion dates back 
to 1880 when the town was incorpo- 
rated into a borough. The limits of the 
borough were then extended to include 
the township stone school building 
known as Young’s School, just west of 
the present borough limits. This build- 
ing is still standing on what is known 

? || as the Jones farm. The school teacher 
during this year was Abraham Stine. 

During the next year, the first borough school building 
was built on First Avenue, and the present borough lim- 
its on the west were established. This did not include 
the township building. This one story stone school 
building, erected in the year 1881, still stands on the 
north side of First Avenue and is properly called “The 
Cradle of Education” in Red Lion Borough. This building 
was later used as a church and is at present used as a 
dwelling house. 

The first school teacher in this building was Mrs. 
Jennie Gantz Raab. Other Schoolmasters who followed, 
although not in order, were: Mr. John Witmer, killed on 
railroad, Edward Fultz, Stephen S. Sechrist, P. H. Miller, 
Adam E. Kohr, and E. P. Winemiller. 

The second borough school house was a two-room 
structure on Charles Street erected in 1890. This is the 
oldest building in the town still being used for school 
purposes. This 
building, with the 
once indispensable 
belfry, narrow 
high windows, 
arched ceilings, 
weather worn 
bricks, is a source 
of pleasant mem- 
ories, when they 
were children, to 
many a citizen of 
Red Lion, and to 
the teachers who 
labored within its 
walls it is a landmark in the early history of the town. 
Some of those teachers are T. E. Brooks, John Fiddler,

Barnett, J. A. Stein, Robert Myers, Miss Alta Smith, 
and others. 

The creation of a High School dates back to 1899 when 
four school rooms and four teachers were in service. C. E. 
Smith, present cashier of the Farmers & Merchants Na- 
tional Bank was teacher of the upper grades. Three pupils 
became candidates for High School diplomas at the close 
of the school term of 1898-1899. Some months later the 
first High School diplomas were granted to N. Norman 
Zarfos, C. E. Smuck, and Harry Strobeck. In the following 
spring of 1900, diplomas were granted to Mrs. Bertha 
Sechrist Zarfos, Howard H. Minnich, and Curvin Stein. 
Commencement exercises were not a part of graduation 
until the spring of 1901 when a conventional commence- 
ment was held which officially graduated eleven persons. 
The classes of 1902 and 1903 each numbered five. The 
school term of 1903-1904 was completed by S. Parke 
Barnett, Mr. Smith having resigned to become cashier 
of the Farmers & Merchants National Bank. At this 
time eight school rooms were in service and eight 
teachers employed. The class of 1904 numbered 16. 
The following school year W. W. Stauffer was elected 
Principal of Schools and graduated a class of five in 
the spring of 1905. 

In 1906 there was no graduation since the course of 
study was changed from a three-year course to a four- 
year course. The High School was then classified as a 
second class High School instead of a third. The schools 
were growing in size and temporary buildings were used 
to accommodate additional pupils and teachers. In 1907 
there were nine graduated. A second High School teacher 
was added at this time, Miss Bertha Zerbe. 

In 1908-1909 the “Hill School” was started but not 
completed until 1910. During this time a class of four 
was graduated. The class of 1910 numbered ten; class of 
1911 eight; class of 1912 nineteen. At this timet he ratng 
of the High School was raised to a first grade High School 
and the faculty increased to three by the addition of 
Artus Kauffman. The “Hill School” had the second story 
added during this year. 

The class of 1913 numbered five. During this year Mr. 
Stauffer accepted the position of cashier of the Red Lion 
Trust Company and was succeeded by T. Bayard Beatty. 
The graduation class of 1914 numbered thirteen.

During the summers of 1906 to 1913 a summer Normal 
was taught by Mr. Stauffer. This grew to be a school of 
two hundred persons and required the assistance of sev- 
eral other teachers. 

During the 1914-1915 term Mr. Beatty resigned and 
S. S. Laucks completed the term, graduating a class of 
twelve. W. H. Ott was elected principal of schools in 
1915, and a class of thirteen was graduated in 1916. In 
1917 a class of twenty graduated. Mr. Ott then entered 
the Navy during the World War, and Mr. Bucher suc- 
ceeded Mr. Ott. He remained only a few days, and Rev. 
M. R. Fleming then was principal for five months until 
Mr. Ott returned as principal, and C. G. Grim was 
elected as assistant principal. The classes then numbered 
as follows: Class of 1918—28 members, Class of 1919— 
12 members, Class of 1920—23 members, Class of 1921— 
21 members, and Class of 1922—18 members. During this 
time a second story was added to the Broadway and 
Charles Street Building, commonly called “Fort Sumpter” 
by those who attended school there. 


In September, 1922, J. Kimber Grimm was elected 
principal of schools. A total of seven high school teachers 
were now employed. The class in 1923 numbered 27. 
During the school term of 1923-1924, a Music Supervisor 
and Physical Education Director were added to the 
faculty. The class of 1924 numbered 26. . 

In 1924 the positions of Supervising Principal and 
High School Principal were created. Mr. Grimm being 
the Supervising Principal and Paul Hilbert, High School 
Principal. A High School and Community Library was 
established, the Commercial course introduced into the 
High School and a part time Music Supervisor employed 


-for the schools. 


The classes of 1925 and 1926 numbered 24 and 26 
graduates respectively. | 

During the spring and summer of 1926 a fifteen-room 
High School Building was erected on the corner of Hen- 
rietta and Charles Streets. The building contains a beau- 
tiful gymnasium, an auditorium, domestic science, physics 
and chemistry laboratories, as well as all of the finest 
school equipment available. 
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At the beginning of the school term of 1927-28 Mr. 
Grimm was succeeded by Albert G. W. Schlegel as 
Supervising Principal and Mr. Hilbert by Harvey J. 
Becker as Principal of the High School. During this year 
the High School was organized on the Junior-Senior High 
School basis, courses in General Shop, Domestic Science 
and Physical Education for boys and girls were added. 
The High School was recognized by the State Department 
of Public Instruction as a JuniorSenior High School and 
placed on the accredited list of Secondary Schools by 
the Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools of the 
Middle States and Maryland. The grade schools were 
also grouped on the basis of ability and the Intermediate 
Grades departmentalized. The Junior-Senior High School 
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Faculty now numbered eighteen. The graduating class 
of 1928 numbered forty-two and the class of 1929 num- 
bered forty-nine. 

During the year 1929-1930 a full time Music Super- 
visor, Dental Hygienist, and a trained Librarian were 
added. The Library was increased 2,600 volumes and 
housed in one of the rooms of the new building and an 
athletic field bought by the Board of Education. 

The class of 1930 was the largest in the history of the 
schools, numbering sixty-eight with prospects of each 
succeeding class being still larger. 

This brief history of education shows progress in 
keeping with the progressive community of which it is 
a part.

RED LION BOARD OF EDUCATION 


The foregoing history of education in Red Lion is 
incomplete without giving honorable mention to the 
various Boards of Education who have served from the 
day of the incorporation of this Borough until this present 
day and who, by their foresight in planning and financing 
this continued development, made possible the wonderful 
progress and achievement. 

When the Borough was incorporated in 1881, the fol- 
lowing were elected the first School Directors: Rev. E. 
Garver Williams, D.D., Pastor of the Reformed Church; 
Seth Minnich, Matthew Gable, William Knaub, Hiram 
Dill and Moses Smith. By this Board the one story, gray 
sandstone schoolhouse, located on First Avenue, was 
erected at a cost of $1,200.00. 

When additional room was needed, the Board at that 
time decided to erect a two-room school building on 
Charles Street. This plan was carried out in the year 1890. 
Some of the members who served on that particular Board 
were Dr. J. N. Hyson, Seth Minnich, William Miller, 
and J. W. Zarfos. 


In 1899, the school on Charles Street had to be enlarged 
and became known popularly as the “Belfry” school. A 
few years later, about 1903-1904, more room had to te 
provided. The erection of a school, “Fort Sumpter” 
building, corner Broadway and Charles Street, was com- 
pleted at that time, increasing the school rooms available 
to eight in number. 

As the town became built up more rapidly and grew 
faster in population, again the demand for additional 
school facilities arose. The existing school board, aware 
of the great burden and responsibility resting upon its 
shoulders in this regard, decided to call in consultation 
the citizens of the entire community. Hence, in 1907 a 
notice was posted calling the citizens of Red Lion for a 
meeting to consider ways and means for a new school 
building. The announcement read as follows: “TAKE 
NOTICE:—Whereas some of the public school build- 
ings of Red Lion Borough are inadequate and unfit for 
the purpose used, and it is the design of the present 
School Board to remedy the situation, if possible, by the 
aid of the citizens and tax payers of said Borough.” 
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Therefore the said School Board at their regular meet- 
ing, held September 2, 1907, resolved to call a public 


meeting on Sep- 
tember 16, 1907, 
at the Firemen’s 
Paltsat 7 0 CME 
in said Borough 
for the purpose of 
consulting with 
the citizens and 
taxpayers in re- 
card to building a 
schoolhouse, and 
to determine 
when and where 
and at what cost 
and how we are to 
raise the money so 
that said School 
Board may pro- 
ceed according to 
law to hold an 
election for the 
issuing of bonds.

The School Board at that time consisted of the fol- 
lowing: Martin Neff, Pres., Seth Minnich, Sec., J. A. Mil- 
ler, T. E. Brooks, S$. S. Knisley and William Lichten- 
berger. At the meeting it was agreed to submit the ques- 
tion of floating a school loan of $30,000.00, for the 
purpose of building a twelve-room school edifice, to the 
voters. The citizens voted favorably on the proposition; 
in 1908-1909 the “Hill School’ was started and com- 
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pleted in 1910. The citizens who served on the Schoo! 
Board full or part time, while the building was being 
erected, were William Lichtenberger, Seth Minnich, S. 8. 
Sechrist, T. E. Brooks, Levi Kaltreider, Martin Neff, 
Horace Welty, Harvey Ziegler and C. E. Smuck. 

As years rolled 
on, again school 
accommodations 
proved insu fh- 
cient. For a time, 
portable school 
buildings were 
erected, one ad- 
joining the Hill 
School tothe north 
and the other op- 
posite the Hill 
School along Hen- 
rietta Street. Fr 
nally ,in1926-1927, 
a new magnificent 
High School Build- 
ing was erected 
opposite the Hill 
School along Hen- 
rietta St., at a cost 
of $110,000.00. 
The Board at that time consisted of D. Frank Kaltreider, 
Pres., W. M. Gemmill, Vice-Pres., Dr. J. C. Atkins, 
Secy., G. A. Strobeck, Treas., J. B. Sechrist. The present 
School Board is made up of the following citizens: J. B. 
Sechrist, Pres., Dr. C. N. Trout, Vice-Pres., I]. Henry 
Jacobs, Secy., G. A. Strobeck, Treas., B. G. Nebinger.

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CHURCHES AND RELIGIOUS LIFE 
IN RED LION 








HE TREMENDOUS progress of Red 
Lion Borough during the fifty years of 
her existence in the industrial, commer- 
cial, financial and civic worlds is equally 
well matched by the phenomenal devel- 
opment and splendid condition of her 
present religious life. Indeed, the relig- 
ious accomplishments of this town are 
worthy of special mention. Red Lion 
has often been styled a “church town”, 

not on account of the number of its church structures of 

which there are only four, but on account of the religious 

sentiment and spirit that animates the people. The im- 

posing church edifices well portray the lofty religious 




















ideals and devout feelings that live and reign within the 
hearts and minds of Red Lion’s sons and daughters. Four 
churches and Sunday Schools are located in town, namely, 
St. John’s Reformed, Bethany United Brethren, St. Paul’s 
Evangelical and Grace Evangelical Lutheran, while the 
Catholic inhabitants of the borough are affiliated with the 
church of their denomination in the nearby Borough of 
Dallastown. According to the latest records, the four 
Sunday Schools of the borough show an enrollment of 
4,403, which number represents 9214 % of the entire 
population. On April 27, 1930, the Sunday Schools 
recorded an attendance of 3,200 members. 

In the following pages we present a detailed record of 
the four church units in the Borough of Red Lion. 


St. JoHN’s REFORMED CHURCH 


St. John’s Reformed Church holds the unique position 
in the religious life of Red Lion of being the first to per- 
manently establish religious services as well as the first 
to erect a church building in the town. The movement of 
founding a church 
in this community 
goes back to 1874 
and 1875. The mov- 
ing spirit was a de- 
vout Christian 
woman, Alice Dietz, 
who started the 
first Sunday School 
and acted as super- 
intendent. In the 
fall of 1879, plans 
were inaugurated 
by people who 
lived in this terri- 
tory and were con- 
nected with the 
Emanuel s)he 
formed Church at 
Freysville, to open 
preaching services 
in Red Lion. Rev. 
E. G. Williams, pastor of the Kreutz Creek Charge, filled 
the first preaching appointments. Mrs. Catherine Meyer

offered Meyer’s Hall, a room sixteen by fifty feet, located 
in the present Boeckel Building, for that purpose. Steps 
were taken to fit up the room; Mrs. Meyer bought the 
lumber; Rev. Williams and Seth Minnich made the pews. 
A class of catechu- 
mens was gathered 
and instructed, and 
later on confirmed 
in the Freysville 
Reformed Church. 

In 1881 and 1882, 
religious services 
were conducted in 
the grey sandstone 
schoolhouse which 
was erected by the 
newly incorporated 
Borough of Red 
Lion ‘on “ie 
Avenue. Seth Min- 
nich was the super- 
intendent of the 
Sunday School dur- 
ing that period. Of 
course, no church 
being located in the 
borough, the question of erecting a house of worship was 


much discussed; but real, vital interest was still wanting. 
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Rev. A. Wanner, D.D., succeeded Rev. E.G. Williams 
in the spring of 1882, as pastor of the Kreutz Creek 
Church. The building problem in Red Lion again arose. 
The members of the Reformed, Lutheran and Presby- 
terian communions living in Red Lion met in the office of 
Squire Seth Minnich to discuss the practicability of 
erecting a church. No definite action was then taken. At 
a second meeting, it was decided not to commence the 
church building until $1,000.00 were secured in subscrip- 
tions and, in the event of success, to build a union church 
to be owned and occupied by 
the Reformed and Lutheran 
denominations. A commit- 
tee was appointed to raise 
$1,000.00. At a subsequent 
meeting, this committee re- 
ported unfavorably, having 
failed in its efforts to have 
the required amount sub- 
scribed. 

On April 25, 1882,a fourth 
joint meeting was held. The 
required amount was still 
missing. The Lutheran mem- 
bers decided to withdraw 
from the project. The Re- 
formed people remained firm 
and determined to go ahead 
with the building plan and 
to continue their efforts to 
raise the required sum. They 
felt more confident than ever 
and agreed to commence building operations as soon as 
the amount of $1,000.00 was raised. 

Finally, the money was raised. Mrs. Catherine Meyer 
generously donated two lots on which to erect the 
church. The committee, consisting of Adam Gebhard, 
John Wise, and Seth Minnich, began immediately with 
building operations. A frame structure, 32 by 50 feet, 
arose. Services for the laying of the corner stone were held 
in the barn of Mrs. Catherine Meyer, near the ground 
where the church was being built. The church property 
was located along a road which in later years was named 
North Main Street, where the present Reformed Church 
stands. These services were held on the fourth of June, 
1882. Preaching was had in both the German and the 
English languages. 

The dedication of the church took place on September 
8, 1882. At this service, Rev. A. Spangler preached the 
sermon in German and Rev. J. F. Sauber in English. The 
cost of the building was almost $2,000.00, of which 


$1,400.00 had been raised by the members, leaving the 
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congregation with a debt of $600.00. The first communion 
was held on November 4, 1883. The frame church re- 
mained the official place of worship for the people of St. 
John’s Reformed Church until 1905. 

The first desire of the people for a house of worship 
and occasional services was fulfilled; yet a congregation 
had not been officially organized. The work was carried 
on under and supervised by the Kreutz Creek Charge. 
On June 2, 1890, an application for a charter of incor- 
poration of St. John’s Reformed Church was filed in the 
office of the Prothonotary of 
the Court of Common Pleas 
of York County. This char- 
ter was granted on July 14, 
1890, the Court order being 
signed by James A. Latimer, 
President Judge of York 
County. Zion’s Classis is- 
sued an order for the organ- 
ization of St. John’s Congre- 
gation in Red Lion on June 
19, 1890. 

At first there were but 
thirty members, all formerly 
belonging to the Reformed 
Church at Freysville. The 
congregation, however, ex- 
panded slowly but steadily, 
until, in 1905, it became nec- 
essary to enlarge the place of 
worship. At a congrega- 
tional meeting on Feb. 15, a 
unanimous agreement was reached to build a new church 
and to appoint a building committee, consisting of John 
Gebhard, D. A. Miller, T. E. Brooks, and Seth Minnich. 
Work was begun on the 20th of April; the old church 
building was moved to the rear of the lot. The corner 
stone of the new church was laid by the pastor, Rev. J. 
Kern McKee, on July 2. The new church edifice was 
completed at an approximate cost of $12,000.00. Its 
dedication took place May 6, 1906. This building is still in 
use at the present day, although it is rather inadequate 
to fill the present needs, the congregation having made 
substantial progress and registered marked growth. 

The membership of the Sunday School had reached 
such proportions that a larger church school building 
became necessary. In January, 1925, at a congregational 
meeting a building project was launched with much 
enthusiasm. The building committee to supervise the 
construction of the unit consisted of the pastor, Rev. 
Howard H. Long, Honorable T. E. Brooks, C. O. Meads, 
Simon A. Barshinger, Howard W. Sheeler, John Gebhard, 
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T. C. Miller, Honorable J. M. Flinchbaugh, Dr. C. N. 
Trout, and N. Neiman Craley. The corner stone of the 
new building was laid with special services Sunday after- 
noon, May 24, 1925. Dedication services were held on 
Sunday, March 28, 1926. The new structure cost approxi- 
mately $42,000.00 and has a seating capacity of 950.

From this congregation there has gone out one, John 
L. Alexander, who has done phenomenal religious work 
among young people, and who is the author of many 
religious works dealing with youth. This congregation 
has also given another of her sons to the Christian min- 
istry in the person of Rev. Henry E. Gebhard, who is a 
successful pastor in the Reformed Church, and is now 
stationed at Wommelsdorf, Pennsylvania. 


At the present time, St. John’s Reformed Church is 
a flourishing institution in which there are many active 
auxiliary organizations. The present church membership 
is 330, and the Sunday School enrollment approximately 
500. Rev. Oliver K. Maurer, A.B., B.D., is the present 
pastor since September 1, 1928. Thus readeth the story 
of St. John’s, a “Friendly Church in a Friendly Town.”

Rev. Maurer was reared on a large farm in Horsham 
Township, Montgomery Co., Pa. He attended the 
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country schools in that vicinity, but, due to the press of 
work on the farm, he discontinued school at an early age. 
About three years 
later he became in- 
terested in Chris- 
tian Endeavor in 
the Pleasantville 
Reformed Church 
and was finally 
elected president 
of the North Penn 
Christian] © En- 
deavor Union, 
holding this office 
for seven years. 
It was during this 
period that Mr. 
Maurer felt the 
calling to the 
Christian minis- 
try. Many difh- 
culties stood in 
the way. Finally 
perseverance, de-

termination and courage won the struggle. 

In 1915 Mr. Maurer entered Perkiomen Preparatory 
School, Pennsburg, Pa. He worked his way through the 
school as second assistant secretary of the school. He 
graduated with honors in 1918 and entered during that 
summer Ursinus College. He completed his college course 
in 1921, receiving the degree of A. B. During his college 
days Mr. Maurer gained prominenceasa debater, receiving 
a gold medal from each school for his forensic activities. 
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His theological studies he pursued at the Central 
Theological Seminary of the Reformed Church of Dayton, 
Ohio, where he entered in the fall of 1921. He received 
his degree of B. D. in 1924.

He came to Red Lion on September 1, 1928. Mr. Maurer’s 
work at each of the 
above churches 
has been marked 
by singular suc- 
cess.

BETHANY Unitrep BRETHREN CHURCH 


Bethany United Brethren in Christ Church, Red Lion, 
Pennsylvania, is a child of the Old Zion Church, known 
for many years as ‘“Stabley’s Church”’. In or about 1831, 
United Brethren missionaries began preaching in the 
community where Zion Church now stands. Services 
were held in those days in homes, at Adam Stabley’s, at 
John Smeich’s, at Philip Grimm’s and other private dwell- 
ings in the neighborhood. In 1842 or °43, Christian Crider 
came into this vicinity. He soon came to the conclusion 
that a church home was needed. Consequently, a plot 
of ground was purchased of Adam Stabley for the sum 
of two hundred dollars, and trustees elected to build a 
place of worship. 


Following this movement at Zion, United Brethren 
churches were built at Dallastown, Windsor, Longstown, 
Winterstown, Mount Olivet, and Spry. 

After the incorporation of Red Lion into a Borough 
in the year 1880, the influx of people into the town became 
more pronounced, among them being members of the 
United Brethren churches of neighboring communities. 
Soon there arose the talk of a United Brethren Church 
in this place. The quarterly conference of York Circuit 
at Spry, Feb. 18, 1882, appointed Matthew Gable and 
Daniel Weaver as a committee to “look up a preaching 
place in Red Lion Borough, and also to secure a lot for a 
church.” 
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On Saturday evening, April 13, 1882, Rev. L. Kohr, 
pastor of York Circuit, preached his first sermon in Red 
Lion in William Spangler’s carpenter shop, on First 
Avenue. A plot of ground on Main Street was purchased 
from Henry Wallick for $150.00. A subscription was 
started, and, as soon 
as $450.00 had been 
realized in this man- 
ner, the erection of 
a church was begun. 
This action was 
ratified at a quat- 
terly conference at 
Dallastown, April 
15, 1882. At the 
same conference, 
trustees for the new 
church were elected 
as follows: J. R. 
Green, Matthew 
Gable, and Samuel 
Sprenkle. These 
men constituted, 
at the same time, 
the building com- 
mittee. The corner 
stone was laid June 
22, 1882, by the 
Reva Jo Ga omith: 
A frame church was 
built, 32 by 55 feet, 
18 feet high, sur- 
mounted by a tall 
tower and a bell. 
The cost of this 
church was about 
$2000.00, including 
the ground. This 
church stood where 
now the old First 
National Bank 
Building is located. 
The frame church 
building was moved 
to the rear of the 
plot and fronts now on Church Alley. 

The following pastors served the church on Main 
Street: The Revs. L. Kohr, J. Charles Gardner, William 
Hesse, William Quigley, and J. Lower Grimm. 

The membership of the congregation grew steadily. 
The need of larger quarters for church purposes became 
manifest. During the pastorate of Rev. J. R. Jones, in 
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the spring of 1897, a lot for a new church on West 
Broadway was purchased from Clinton Hess. The church 
on Main Street was sold to the newly organized First 
National Bank of Red Lion. The new church was dedi- 
cated by Bishop W. E. Kephart, D. D., assisted by the 
Rev. J. Grimm, Pre- 
siding Elder, and 
thie Revs [vies 
Koontz, anda 
Lower Grimm. 

Thereafter, like- 
wise during the 
pastorate of Rev. 
Jones, a plot of 
ground was pur- 
chased at the corner 
of West Broadway 
and Charles St., and 
a substantial brick 
parsonage erected. 
The following pas- 
tors have served 
the congregation 
since the building 
of the church in 
1897: The Rev. J. 
R.Jones,1897-1902; 
The Rev. Ware 
Weaver, March, 
1902 to October, 
1903; The Rev. 8. 
N. Moyer, 1903- 
1907; The Rev. J. 
E. Kleffman, D. D., 
1907-1911; The 
Rev. A. N. Horn, 
D.. D., 1911etoias 
The Rev. Means 
Fleming, Dam 
Ph. D., 1916 to the 
present time. 

The Sunday 
School Superinten- 
dents since 1897 
have been: William 
Lichtenberger, Charles E. Smith, H. L. Haines, Charles 
E. Smuck, Prof. T. Bayard Beatty, and C. E. Smith. 

The work on the present Sunday School home was 
begun during the administration of Rev. Dr. Horn. The 
building was completed and dedicated, free of debt, 
April 29, 1917, a few months after the appointment of 
the present pastor. Bishop W. M. Weekly assisted the 
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pastor in the dedicatory service. The Building Committee 
consisted of: J. W. Strayer, C. E. Smith, H. L. Haines, 
W. J. Neff, A. S. Ziegler, William Lichtenberger, Purd 
Neff, C. H. Desenberg, D. A. Horn, William Thompson, 
Jesse Quigley, M.S. Heindel, Dr. A. N. Horn, and Dr. 
M. R. Fleming. 

Dr. M. R. Fleming was appointed pastor in October, 
1916. During his pastorate, the church membership was 
increased from 468 to about 800, while the average atten- 
dance of 427 in the Sunday School was raised to about 680 
during this year. The Sunday School enrollment at present 
is 1,376. In like manner, the Women’s Missionary Society 
increased its membership from 52 to almost 200. 

During the year 1922, a building fund was started by 
the Sunday School; several thousand dollars were added 
each year. The fall Rally Day in 1926 netted contributions 
of $38,635.00 in cash and notes, which, with approxi- 
mately $33,000.00 already on hand, formed a substantial 
fund for the erection of an auditorium. 

Consequently, the following Building Committee was 


appointed: J. W. Strayer, Chairman; H. A. Waughtel, 


Secretary; Arthur S. Ziegler, Treasurer; W. J. Neff, 
D. A. Horn, C. E. Smith, J. C. Winter, C. N. Dellinger, 
H. L. Haines, Howard Innerst, Elmer Stabley, C. H. 
Desenberg, J. Frank Strayer, Dr. G. N. Yagle, Dr. 
Horace Kohler, William Thompson, William Lichten- 
berger, W. H. Seitz, C. P. Stabley, R. E. Glenn, W. B. 
Warner, William 
H. Toomey, Earl 
Flactman nG.sk 
DInUck wa Meo; 
Heindel, and M. 
R. Fleming. 
Gemmill and 
Billmeyer, regis- 
tered architects of 
York, Pa., drew 
up plans and sup- 
ervised the erec- 
tion of the church. 
There were two 
opinions as to the 
proper location of 
the new church 
auditorium, one 
advocating the 
corner of West 
Broadway and 
sic : North Charles, 
First U. B. CHuRCH ON and the other fav- 
N. Main Sr. oring the present 


site. Finally, all agreed to erect the new church audi- 
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torium in front of the Sunday School building. Two prop- 
erties were purchased, one on each side of the old church, 
for the sum of $15,000.00 each. The one on the east side 
was torn away, while the brick building on the west side 
of the church was moved back and remodeled at the cost 
of almost $8,000.00 into the present beautiful and com- 
modious parsonage. 

William A. Thompson & Son, contractors and builders 
of Red Lion, and members of the congregation, were 
awarded the contract for the edifice on the evening of 
April 4, 1927. We may mention that Wm. A. Thompson 
& Son are also the builders of the present Bethany United 
Brethren Sunday School Home. 

Work was immediately begun. The corner stone was 
laid September 25, 1927, by Conference Supt., the Rev. 
Dr. C. E. Fultz, assisted by the pastor, Rev. Dr. M. R. 
Fleming. The church was completed in spring, 1930, and 
dedicated on Sunday, May 5th of the same year. The 
cost of the new church auditorium was approximately 
$225,000.00. It is recognized as one of the most beautiful, 
if not the best building, in the United Brethren Denomi- 
nation, and one of the finest in this part of the state. 

The architecture is of a distinctive Gothic design, 
following the graceful Elizabethan period. It has a 
frontage on West Broadway of 108 feet and a depth of 
120 feet. It is one story in height, rising 69 feet from the 
sidewalk. A square tower of 105 feet in height lends 
great impressiveness to the building. 

The stately church edifice offers 13,000 square feet of 
floor space for the church auditorium, whose inside 
measurements are 80 feet in length, 78 feet in width, 
and 55 feet in height. 

The church room is shaped like a Maltese Cross. The 
trimmings, woodwork, decorations, and furnishings are 
of the most select and finest type. Indeed, the new church 
auditorium of Bethany United Brethren Church is a 
House of God of rare beauty, inspiring, elevating, 
uplifting. As you walk down the aisles, and admire the 
massiveness of construction and the grandeur and beauty 
of design and execution, you are reminded of the towering 
cathedrals of the Old Continent of Europe. 

REVlMeReELEMING,. D:D. PH:D. 

The Rev. M.R. Fleming was born in New Chester, 
Adams County, Pa., attended the public schools in 
Adams and York Counties. At the age of fourteen, he 
went to work in a brick yard and later learned the trade 
of chain making at York, Pa. At the age of seventeen, he 
became an active member of York Fourth United Brethren 
Church. Shortly thereafter, he became a teacher of a class 
of boys and otherwise took active part in church work. 

His first sermon was preached in Wykoff, Minn., 
where he had gone on a visit. Thereafter, he was given 
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a six months’ license to preach, conducting evangelistic 
services in Bell’s School House near Spring Valley, York 
County, and other places. Subsequently, he accepted a 
call to the pastorate of United Brethren churches at Grey 
Eagle and West Port, Minn. 

Realizing the necessity of further school work for wider 
and greater activities, the youth returned to York and 
enrolled as a student in the York Collegiate Institute for 
the following four years. His classical education he 
received at Leb- 
anon Valley Col- 
lege where he was 
given the B.D. de- 
greenin 1910%He 
worked his way 
through school 
and college by 
serving pastorates 
simultaneously. 
Among the places 
administered are 
Princess St. Mis- 
si0Onesy Ork base 
Spring Grove, 
Bendersville, Car- 
lisle Circuit and 
Enola. His theo- 
logical training he 
received at the 
United Brethren 
Seminary, Dayton, Ohio, during the succeeding three 
years. Again he earned his way by preaching. 

Between graduation and the meeting of the Annual 
Conference, he served as pastor of York Fifth United 
Brethren Church. At the Fall Conference he accepted a

call of Salem United Brethren Church, Baltimore, Md. 
At that time he took post graduate courses at Johns Hop- 
kins University, Lebanon Valley College, and did special 
correspondence work, for which he later received the 
degree of Doctor of Philosophy. In the fall of 1916 he 
resigned the Baltimore pastorate and came to the Bethany 
United Brethren Church at Red Lion, Pa. Lebanon Valley 
College bestowed upon him the degree of Doctor of 
Divinity. 

Besides the pastorate of the last named church, Dr. 
Fleming holds the following offices at this time: Member 
of the General Board of Christian Education; President, 
Pennsylvania Conference Board of Education; Trustee of 
Lebanon Valley College; Trustee and Executive Member, 
United Brethren Orphanage and Home at Quincy, Pa.; 
Alumni Advisor to the Trustee Board of the United 
Theological Seminary, Dayton, Ohio; Secretary and 
Treasurer, Pennsylvania Conference Branch Christian 
Endeavor; various offices in the Pennsylvania Conference 
and other organizations. 

Among the books he has written are “Confession of 
Faith for the Average Christian”, “Heavenly Reunion”, 
‘Forty Years of History’, and “Ten Years in Red Lion.” 

In 1909, Dr. Fleming was married to Miss Estella Rex- 
roth, of Red Lion. Mrs. Fleming spent the next four years 
with Dr. Fleming in his school work. She took the Dea- 
coness Course in the United Brethren Theological 
Seminary. 

During the early months of 1927, Dr. and Mrs. Fleming 
went on a cruise to the Mediterranean, visiting Palestine, 
Egypt, Greece, Italy, Northern Africa, and other points 
of interest along the Mediterranean Sea, France, England, 
and other countries. Upon their return to Red Lion, they 
have given numerous lectures on the Holy Land and other 
parts of the world. 


Sr. Paut’s EVANGELICAL CHURCH 


The beginning of the Evangelical Church in Red Lion 
dates back to 1885, when the Old York Circuit consisted 
of Red Lion, Freysville, Union Chapel, Salem, Bethlehem, 
and Adamsville. Rev. S. Yearick was the first pastor and 
served for two years. An organization was effected, but 
no regular preaching was maintained for lack of a place 
in which to worship. Rev. J. Hornberger was the next 
pastor and remained but one year. He was succeeded by 
the Rev. J. H. Hertz in 1888, who held the pastoral office 
for three years. In 1890 the old stone schoolhouse on 
First Avenue was bought and equipped for worship. This 


stone building has justly been termed the “Cradle” of 
the Evangelical Church in Red Lion. There was then a 
membership of seven. 

Rev. J. M. Price was appointed pastor of the charge 
in 1891 and continued in that capacity for three years, 
during which time considerable progress was made. Rev. 
George Joseph followed as next pastor and served but 
one year. During this time (1894), however, a brick church 
was erected at a cost of $3,000.00. This building still 
stands and is known as the “Old Brick Church.” The 
membership at this time was 125. 
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Rev. E. D. Keen became pastor in 1895. During the 
three years of his pastorate the debt on the building pre- 
viously erected was paid, and the membership consider- 
ably increased. At the close of his pastorate, the Old 
York Circuit was divided, and Red Lion and Freysville 
constituted Red Lion Charge. 

Because of failing 
health, the Rev. W. 
M. Sanner, ap- 
pointed in 1898, 
stayed in office but 
one year. Rev. I. E. 
Spangler served the 
charge for four 
years, beginning in 
the spring of the 
year 1899. During 
the second year of 
his administration, 
an addition was 
built to the church, 
and the church 
otherwise improved 
at a cost of $3,000.00. At this time, Red Lion was like- 
wise detached from Freysville and constituted a Mission. 
The Mission consisted of 160 members. 

Rev. C. W. Finkbinder began his pastorate of four 
years in March of 1903. At the end of his first year, Red 
Lion became self-supporting and could report a mem- 
bership of two hundred and fifty-one. During the second 
year of his pastorate, another addition was built to the 
church, a large Moller pipe organ installed, and the church 
otherwise beautified at a cost of $4,000.00. When the 
Rev. D. L. Kepner came upon the field in 1907 he found 
a membership of 308 and bright prospects for abundant 
success. 

The Rev. S. P. Remer, who served from 1911 to 1915, 
characterizes the years of his Red Lion pastorate as “the 
most successful in my ministry.” And truly, they were 
four years of progress in every department of the church. 

The Rev. J. Theo. Pettit followed in office from 1915 
to 1920. The new pastor, as well as the congregation, 
recognized the congested conditions in the old church 
edifice and realized the necessity of a new building. On 
October 30, 1916, the trustees of the church met with a 
number of men of the congregation to discuss the matter 
and devise a plan of procedure. At a congregational 
meeting, February 27, 1917, the trustees presented tenta- 
tive plans and probable cost of the proposed new build- 
ing. Their plan of action was ratified. The five trustees, 
B. Frank Zarfos, S. S. Sechrist, H. K. Miller, J. E. Det- 
wiler, and A. C. Frey, formed a building committee, 
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together with twenty-two additional members of the con- 
gregation, namely, C. W. Detwiler, T. C. Smith, T. L. 
Adair, G. W. McGuigan, H. W. McGuigan, C. F. Rose- 
man, S. A. Roseman, Dr. J. C. Atkins, W. B. Smith, 
D. Frank Kaltreider, J. B. Sechrist, D. E. Wolf, L. K. 
Knaub, C. F. Zarfos, C. C. Herrman, E. B. Burg, W. C. 
Frutiger, J. W. Zar- 
fos, Peter Mc- 
Guigan, John Kelly, 
Curvin Kaltreider, 
and Charles Laucks. 

The building 
committee, at its or- 
ganization meeting, 
March 19, 1917, 
formed the follow- 
ing organization. 
President, B. Frank 
Zarfos; Vice-Presi- 
dent, J. E. Detwiler; 
: Secretary, Rev. J. 

Theo. Pettit; Treas- 
urer, J. W. Zarfos. 

The architect for the building was John B. Hamme, of 
York, Pa. The stone structural work of Port Deposit 
granite and Indiana lime stone reflects the refined taste 
and artistic skill of Frank J. Colgan, of Philadelphia, Pa. 
All the woodwork, ex- 
terior and interior, was 
done by contractor N. 
E. Stein, of Red Lion, 
and his corps of me- 
chanics. The interior 
finish is of carefully se- 
lected quartered oak. 
The beautiful stone 
structure is not only a 
testimonial to the skill 
and genius of the archi- 
tect, but also furnishes 
living evidence of the 
zeal and devotion of 
the building committee 
and the efforts of the 
pastor. 

The new edifice was 
dedicated during the 
fourth year of the ad- 
ministration of Rev. Pettit, at a cost of $68,000.00. What 
must be regarded as a most remarkable achievement— 
it was dedicated free of debt. The church membership 
was now 650, with a Sunday School enrollment of 995. 
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The Rev. H. A. Benfer was appointed to this field in 
the spring of 1920 and served with abundant success until 
his death, June 7, 1925.He was succeeded by his son, Rev. 
Kenneth L. Benfer, who filled out the unexpired year. 
The youth and enthusiasm of Rev. Kenneth L. Benfer was 
a challenge to the already well-organized church which 
continued to move forward at a rapid pace. It was during 
this time that the Daily Vacation Bible School was insti- 
tuted which has continued as a part of the church organ- 
ization to this day. Proper credit is also due to the leaders 
of the church, who saw the wisdom and possibilities in 
the sponsoring of the medical education of Rev. Kenneth 
L. Benfer to become the first medical missionary of the 
Evangelical Church to Africa. 

The church at present has a membership of 1,100, the 
Church School enrollment is 1,942, and the average 
attendance during last year registered 931. The school 
consists of seven departments, twenty-two organized 
adult classes, and forty-six teachers. There is also a 
School Library of two hundred volumes. One Ladies’ Aid 
Society, one Boy Scout Organization, an Albright Brother- 
hood, and four Missionary Organizations, are connected 
with the congregation. The church has maintained a 
Daily Vacation Bible School with an enrollment, last 
year, of 217. The School of Religious Education holds 


semi-annual sessions. 


Rev. EpwArp CHARLES BASOM 


He was reared in Juniata County, Pennsylvania, spend- 
ing his boyhood days on a farm. His elementary education 
consisted of such as was offered in an ungraded country 
school and, for two years, in a partially graded town- 
school. Following this, he attended Central Pennsylvania 
College, New Berlin, Penna. He taught school for three 
years and, thereafter, entered the ministry of the Evan-

gelical Church in the Central Pennsylvania Conference. 
In 1902, he was sent to the Oregon Mission Fields where 
he served for several years. He is now thirty-one years in 
the service of his church and five years in Red Lion. 

Marked increase in membership of church and church 
school, improvement of church property, installation of 
pipe organs, liquidation of church debts, introduction of 
standard financial systems have marked his many years of 
service. During the early part of his pastorate at Red Lion, 
he instituted the School of Religious Education, having 
now six accredited teachers and an average enrollment 
of forty-three. 

Prior to his ap- 
pointment to the 
Red Lion Charge, 
he ministered nine 
years in the city of 
Williamsport, Pa., 
to a congregation 
with much suc- 
cess, being espe- 
cially identified 
with the Board of 
Religious Educa- 
tion as its secre- 
tal ys ate athe 
Ministerial Assoc. 
as its president, 
during the Billy 
Sunday campaign 
in the fall of 1925. 

During past years, he has held the following offices: 
Secretary of the Historical Society of the Evangelical 
Church, member of the Board of Examiners for junior 
preachers, treasurer of the Missionary Society of the 
Conference. At present he is a trustee of the Albright 
Memorial Fund and a member of the Anti-Saloon League 
of the State of Pennsylvania.

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Grace EvANGELICAL LUTHERAN CHURCH 


Red Lion, Pa. 


At a meeting of the Lutheran Ministers’ Association 
of York and vicinity, the problem of establishing new 
points in different parts of York County was discussed 
and decided upon. Rev. A. M. Heilman, of Dallastown, 
Pa., was instructed to investigate the situation at Red 
Lion, Pa., and made a favorable report. The Missionary 
Committee of the York County Conference concurred 
with the report and recommended that preaching should 
be had in said town. Rev. Heilman preached occasionally 
during the winter of 1893-1894, as did some of the stu- 
dents of the Lutheran Theological Seminary at Gettys- 
burg, Pa. In those days the services were held in the 
pavilion of “Fairview ’, better knownas* Fairmount” Park. 

Subsequently, a committee selected a building lot 
which was generously donated by Mrs. Catherine Meyer. 
The building of the Lutheran Church was begun during 
the summer of 1894. The corner-stone of the new church 
was laid June 10th, by Rev. A. M. Heilman. W. H. 
Ehrhart, a student of the Lutheran Seminary at Gettys- 
burg, had charge of the new station at that time. It was 
through his efforts that an organization was effected, 
consisting of sixteen charter members. 

On July 10, 1894, a meeting was held at the home of 
Mrs. Catherine Meyer to perfect a permanent organi 
zation and hold election of officers, with the following 
results: Elders, Charles E. Hess and Samuel Free; Dea- 
cons, Harry E. Snyder and F. A. Schoaff. Rev. Heilman 
was present and installed the officers. 

A charter for the new organization was granted on 
February 18, 1895, which was to be known as Grace 
Evangelical Lutheran Church of Red Lion, Pa. 

Rev. H. E. Berkey, a student of the Lutheran Semi- 
nary at Gettysburg, had been supplying the charge at 
intervals since December, 1894. On March 17, 1895, the 
first sermon to be preached in the new edifice, was deliv- 
ered by Rev. Berkey. He was elected its first regular 
pastor and took full charge of the work after his gradua- 
tion from the Seminary, June 1, 1895. His jurisdiction, 
known as “the Red Lion Charge” included Freysville, 
Mount Pleasant, Sadler’s, and the new Grace Church of 
Red Lion. At this juncture, we may mention that the 
new church was not as yet completed. The delay was 
caused by the manufacturers of the church pews, which 
had to be forced, through legal proceedings, to live up to 
their contract. Although the work on the church was 
completed during that winter of 1895-96, the dedication 
was not held until May 24, 1896, to make sure of favorable 
weather for the occasion. The total cost for the edifice 
was $4,819.12. 


During the year 1895, efforts toward the conctruction 
of a parsonage adjoining the church were made with the 
result that a neat and commodious parish house was com- 
pleted and occupied March 27, 1896. The cost of these 
buildings, including the lot, was about $1,750.00. Horace 
Welty, the builder of the church, was the contractor for 
the parsonage. 





GRACE EVANGELICAL LUTHERAN CHURCH 
Erected, 1895 


On October 14, 1895, a Constitution was adopted at 
a regularly called congregational meeting. Admission of 
the congregation into the West Pennsylvania Synod fol- 
lowed a few days later. 

The first Sunday School, numbering seventy, was or- 
ganized April 1st with J. A. Miller as superintendent. 
Professor E. C. Ruby, then principal of the Red Lion 
Schools, organized the first choir in 1895. Professor Ruby 
became later pastor of St. Peter’s Lutheran Church, 
York, Pa. 

A Young People’s Society of Christian Endeavor was 
formed in 1895. Several years later, the creation of a 
Junior Society followed. In January, 1898, a Home De- 
partment of thirty-one members was launched; the Cradle 
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Wattick House Berore Openinc—1886 


Roll was organized during the winter 1899-1900 and the 
Helper’s Association in May, 1900. 

The administration of Rev. Berkey marked a period of 
up-building and organization, of strenuous work and hard 
struggles. The small number of members, the scarcity of 
funds made progress slow and often discouraging. Rev. 
Berkey accepted another charge at Sharpsburg, Pa., Jan- 
uary 1, 1901. He was followed by Rev. Ulysses E. Apple. 

Rev. Apple began his labors in this field April 1, 1901, 
and was installed pastor December 8th of the same year. 
It was at this time that Mount Pleasant and Sadler’s 
congregations withdrew from the Red Lion Charge, 
leaving only the Grace Church of Red Lion and the 
Emanuel Church of Freysville under the jurisdiction of 
the Red Lion pastorate. Grace Church, Red Lion, was 
then financially embarrassed, the members disheartened 
and widely scattered. The people rallied about their new 
pastor with exceptional zeal and devotion. Under his 
leadership all debts were liquidated in less than two years 
and the mortgages burned amid great rejoicing, September 
13, 1903. During 1913 and 1914, many improvements to 
the buildings of Grace Lutheran Church and parsonage 
were made, and a new pipe organ was installed. Allcosts, 
amounting over $6,000.00, were promptly paid. The dedi 
cation services of the remodeled building and organ were 
held November 22, 1914. After a long and successful 
pastorate, Rev. Apple resigned September 1, 1918, and 
accepted a charge at Mechanicsburg, Pa. 

On October 1, 1918, Rev. C. F. V. Hesse assumed the 
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pastoral duties of Grace Lutheran Church. His adminis- 
tration marks another period of substantial advance and 
growth in the history of this congregation. In 1923 a 
fine new parsonage was completed on North Charles 
Street, opposite the church, the ground having been 
donated by Mr. and Mrs. George Fertner. The lower 
floor of the old parsonage was used for Sunday School 
purposes, housing the younger grades, while the upper 
floor was converted into an apartment for the sexton. On 
December 1, 1922, Rev. Hesse resigned this field to accept 
the charge of Salem’s and Wolf’s congregations. 

On May 1, 1923, Rev. Jerome M. Guss, D.D., took 
possession of the congregation as its fourth regular pastor 
and was installed on May 6th. The pastorate of Rev. Dr. 
Guss has shown substantial progress along many lines. 
The finances of the church were placed upon a firm basis. 
A remaining indebtedness of $3,200.00 on the new par- 
sonage was promptly liquidated. Many improvements 
about the church were made, be it for Sunday School or 
church purposes. Christian education of the young has 
been strongly emphasized and instruction of Bible truths 
kept continually in the foreground (Daily Vacation Bible 
School). The pastor, a large Senior choir and Junior choir 
have been vested and made their first appearance in 
their beautiful robes on Palm Sunday and Easter. 

The necessity of a new church building is becoming 
more and more apparent, and sentiment toward such a 
step is growing stronger. The treasury of the building 
fund is fast approaching $30,000.00. During the past 
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seven yeats, approximately $71,000.00 have been paid 
out for all purposes, including $16,500.00 for benevolence. 
Indeed, the past seven years have been the most pros- 
perous in the history of Grace Lutheran Church. Rev. 
Dr. Guss resigned this field, his resignation to become 
effective May 1, 1930, when he will enter upon his duties 
as pastor of Central Evangelical Lutheran Church, 
Phoenixville, Pa. 

Grace Lutheran Church has given the following sons 
to the Lutheran ministry: Rev. E. Martin Grove, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. William Martin Grove, is at present pastor 
of Bethlehem Lutheran Church, Harrisburg, Pa., where 
he is serving with much distinction. 

Rev. George J. Curran, son of Mr. and Mrs. Joseph 
A. Curran, at present presides as pastor over a charge 
at Wheaton, Illinois. 

Rev. Walter D. Guss is pastor of the St. Paul’s Lutheran 
Church at McSherrystown, Pa. He is the son of Rev. 
and Mrs. J. M. Guss. 

Grace Lutheran Church, Red Lion, Pa., has a confirmed 
membership of 360. The Sunday School, under the capable 
leadership of Willis W. Stauffer, numbers over 600, in- 
cluding teachers and pupils. 


REV. JEROME MICHAEL Guss, D.D. 


Jerome Michael Guss was born on a farm in Milford 
Township, Juniata County, Pa., February 3, 1868. His 
early schooling was received in a country public school 
and at Mifflintown Academy. Thereafter he became 
teacher of his own public school for two years. From the 
Missionary Institute, now Susquehanna University at 
Selinsgrove, Pa., he graduated in 1891 and from Gettys- 
burg College in 1893. His theological studies were 
pursued at the Gettysburg Theological Seminary, Gettys- 
burg, Pa., from which institution he graduated in June, 
1896. His Alma Mater, Gettysburg College, conferred 


upon him the honorary degree of Doctor of Divinity 
in 1921. 

He was licensed to 
perform the duties of 
a Lutheran minister 
in September, 1895, 
and ordained to the 
ministry by the 
Synod of Central 
Pennsylvania at Lock 
Haven in September, 
1896. 

During his minis- 
try, he entered upon 
the following charges: 
Duncanon, Pa., June 
1,1896: «Etna, Pa.. 
Mareh 15%21900: 
Middleburg, Pa., 
November 1, 1910; 
Muhlenburg Memorial, Philadelphia, September 1, 1919; 
Lutheran Memorial, Chicago, July 1, 1921; Red Lion, Pa., 
May 1, 1923 to May 1, 1930. 

He was twice elected delegate to the General Synod 
and in 1906 a member of the Board of Directors of the 
Theological Seminary at Gettysburg. In 1910, he served 
as president of the Pittsburgh Synod and likewise presi 
dent of the Pittsburgh Inner Mission Board. For four 
years he acted as president for the Pittsburgh District 
Luther League and, otherwise, has served on many com- 
mittees of Synod, Conference and general church work. 

On October 28, 1896, he married Miss Evangeline Hill 
Dimm, daughter of Dr. Dimm, past president of Susque- 
hanna University. A son, Walter Dimm Guss, graduated 
to the ministry June, 1925, and is at present pastor of the 
McSherrystown Lutheran Charge.

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HE FIRST Board of Health for the Bor- 
ough of Red Lion was organized at a 
meeting in the office of Dr. J. M. Hyson, 
December 17, 1896. The following con- 
stituted the working unit of this organ- 
ization: Dr. JM: -Aysony Press Ur. 
A. B. Shatto, Sec.) William Taylor, 
Treas., S. J. Herrman, Health Officer, 
Rev. J. Lower Grim and William 
Lichtenberger. 

Through the promulgation and enforcement of appro- 
priate health measures and ordinances, these men have 
done a great constructive work for the protection and 
maintenance of health within the borough. Soundness of 
judgment, strength of initiative, wise use of diplomacy 
have aided materially the Board of Health in its arduous 
task. 

Since its organization in Red Lion, the following have 
occupied the office of president: Dr. J. M. Hyson, G. W. 
Riale, S. Eisenbaugh, Dr. H. W. Howden and Dr. J. C. 
Atkins, while the office of secretary was looked after by 
Dr A.B. Shatto, Av H=BakeeeW. ba LockecC N= Del 
linger and L. N. Zarfos. The health officers since 1896 
were, in succession: S. J. Herrman, M. J. Spangler, 
J. Ambrose Stabley, John Grove, and Charles L. Fishel. 
The additional members to serve on the Board were: Dr. 
Geo. N. Yagle, H. W. Etter, Elias Gable, Adam F. Neff, 
5. G. Runkle, C. E. Mayes, S. A) Roseman. Chas) F- 
Zarfos, Cordelia Grove, and Levi Knaub. 

Among the many activities of the Health Board, these 
few may be mentioned in a general way. A system for the 
collection of garbage was strongly recommended to the 
town council for adoption; the inspection of drinking 




















water and milk supply was advocated and enforced; 
methods of quarantine were devised and promulgated; 
regulations concerning the disposal of sewage were 
enacted, and other important measures pertaining to 
public health were instituted from time to time as pru- 
dence and necessity would counsel. 

The present members of the Board of Health are Dr. 
J.C. Atkins, president since 1914; Dr. J. M. Hyson, who 
has been a member since 1896, with but a few years inter- 
vening; Dr. G. N. Yagle, serving a number of terms since 
1899; Ivan Knaub, since 1927; Charles L. Fishel, health 
officer since 1922; L. Norman Zarfos, secretary since 1924. 

As required by law, the Board of Health is making 
weekly reports on communicable diseases to the State 
Department of Health at Harrisburg, Pa., and to the 
County Health Officer at York, Pa., while monthly re- 
ports are furnished to the Department of Restaurant 
Hygiene. Economical management on the part of the 
Health Board is a marked feature, the annual expenses 
amounting to approximately $100.00, which are paid by 
the borough from its general treasury. 

The health conditions of Red Lion are known to be 
exceptionally favorable. Through the mutual cooperation 
of the practicing physicians and each and every citizen 
in reporting communicable diseases, through strict ad- 
herence to quarantine requirements, through the con- 
scientious practice of the general principles of cleanliness 
and sanitation at home and in public places, the health 
of the community is preserved and promoted as the most 
priceless gift of modern progress. This explains, in some 
measure, why Red Lion is. one of the cleanest and best 
looking towns in the world. 
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VISITING NURSE ASSOCIATION 


HEN, in July, 1926, H. L. Haines was 
installed president of the Lion’s Club of 
Red Lion, he presented in his address of 
acceptance a tentative plan of club activ- 
ities for the ensuing year and, in par- 
ticular, suggested that the Lion’s Club 
plan some major activity for the welfare 
of the community. 

At a later date, the directors of the 
club met to discuss the idea of estab- 
lishing a visiting 
nurse association in 
Red Lion. Plans 
were completed at 
once to present the 
proposition to the 
membership for ap- 
proval. This was 
promptly done. The 
project was care- 
fully considered and 
discussed, with the 
result that the mem- 
bership unani- 
mously and enthu- 
siastically concurred 
in the opinion of the 
committee. Presi- 
dent Haines im- 
mediately appoint- 
ed the following Lions to act as temporary officers of 
the new Association: T. E. Brooks, president; N. 
Neiman Craley, secretary; C. S. LaMotte, treasurer. 
It was further suggested that the officers appoint doctors 
and several ladies of the community to act as a board of 
directors. 

On January 29, 1926, a meeting was officially called 
for the purpose of definitely establishing a Visiting Nurse 
Association in the Borough of Red Lion. Miss Netta 
Ford, directress of the York Visiting Nurse Associa- 
tion, addressed the meeting, outlining the work in detail 
and with much interest to the members. An election of 
officers was held for the ensuing year, with this result: 
T. E. Brooks, president; N. Neiman Craley, secretary; 
C. S. LaMotte, treasurer. Thereafter, the president 
appointed these committees: Medical Advisory Com- 
mittee: Dr. H. W. Kohler, Dr. Otto Strock, Dr. G. M.

At the recommendation of Miss Ford, R. Estelle Smith 
was elected to the ofhce of visiting nurse at a salary of 
$1,200. Miss Smith and the before mentioned officers and 
committees have been serving, in respective capacities, 
to this day since the organization was established.

It goes without 
saying that the Vis- 
iting Nurse Asso- 
ciation has been a 
source of blessing 
ever since it began 
its activities in this 
borough. Quietly, 
unostentatiously, 
the work is being 
carried on. Unwritten, unsung, and unheralded remain 
its wonderful deeds of public health. Much credit must 
be given to Miss R.-Estelle Smith for her efficient service. 

On the other hand, the Lion’s Club has established in 
the Visiting Nurse Association, an institution in Red 
Lion which will write the name of Lionism in letters of 
gold upon the pages of history. It is surely gratifying to 
learn that the community as a whole has extended hearty 
cooperation to the Association in its mission of nursing. 
A great program has been mapped out for years to come, 
all for a better and healthier town. 

We append a financial statement of the Visiting Nurse 
Association, from March 1, 1929, to March 1, 1930. A 
careful perusal of this document will furnish the casual 
reader with a full knowledge of the extensive work which 
is being carried on by this public health agency.

LTHOUGH the Borough of Red Lion 
was incorporated already for 14 years, 
there was no organized fire protection 
in the community. The citizens, busi- 
ness and public spirited men, were 
aware of this situation and could vision 
in their minds the terrible calamity 
which could befall the town in the 
event of fire. Good luck had been with 
them thus far. To prepare for any 

eventuality is wisdom. 








PRELIMINARY WORK 


Thus, one day Dr. J. M. Hyson, C. E. Mayes, George 
McGuigan, C. E. Mate, Levi Kaltreider and some other 
citizens talked the matter over and decided to meet and 
discuss the problem further. Consequently, some days 
later, these men met in George McGuigan’s cigar factory 
which was previously known as Page's factory. Seated on 
tobacco cases, they talked over the necessity of having 
fire protection, ways and means to secure such, and the 
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preliminary plans for immediate action. C. E. Mayes and 
C. E. Mate were appointed a committee to solicit $1.00 
subscriptions from the citizens of the community for 
the purpose of buying a hose and hose carriage. They 
succeeded in collecting $136.00, namely, C. E. Mayes, 
$124.00 and C. E. Mate $12.00. This amount was turned 
over to the borough Council with the provision that it 
be used for the purchase of the mentioned equipment. 
Consequently, the borough Council secured 150 feet of 
hose and a second-handed “‘spider”’ or hose carriage. 


ORGANIZATION 


On September 20, 1894, a fire company was organized 
under the name of the Independent Fire Company of 
Red Lion. The following officers were elected for one 
year: E. E. Roser, President, J. B. Herrman, Vice Presi- 
dent, T. E. Brooks, Secretary, Dr. J. M. Hyson, Treasurer, 
C. E. Mayes, Foreman, C. E. Mate, First Assistant, 
G. W. Dietz, second Assistant, Seth Minnich, W. H. 
Zarfos, Jonathan Smeich, Trustee. At this organization 
meeting, the following persons handed in their names to 
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Rep Lion’s Prine 
Parade July 4th, 1903 


become charter members of the fire company: C. E. Mate, 
W. H. Smith, F. J. Stiles, J. B. Herrman, W. H. Zarfos, 
C. E. Mayes, Jonathan Smeich, George W. Dietz, Wilbur 
Brenneman, Fred Smith, R. Neiman, J. W. Shindler, 
T. E. Brooks, W. A. Spangler, Pius Grimm, Morris 
Bicking, Henry Grimm, Harry Snyder, D. C. Mundis, 
J. A. Stein, Nelson Gladfelter, Seth Minnich, Ruben 
Emenheiser, W. B. Smith, William Lichtenberger, S. J. 
Herrman, D. D. Miller, C. S. Stambaugh, Abe Gonsman, 
J. A. Miller, George W. McGuigan, E. E. Roser, M .P. 
Smith, Isaac Raab, W. H. Gohn, Milton F. Smith, and 
J. W. Zarfos. 

At this meeting J. A. Miller, R. Neiman, and Seth 
Minnich were appointed a committee to obtain a charter 
for the company and to solicit additional charter members. 
C. E. Mayes, J. B. Herrman and F. J. Stiles were elected 
as a committee on Constitution and By-Laws. Upon a 
unanimous vote, this latter committee was instructed to 
fix the admission fee at $1.00 and dues at 10c per month. 


THE FIRST APPARATUS 


At first, the fire company had as its only apparatus hose 
and hose carriage as mentioned above. However, imme- 
diate efforts were made to secure additional equipment. 
The first intention was to purchase a hand pumper. 
But, when the representative of the LaFrance Fire 
Engine Co. of Elmira, N. Y., appeared before the Council, 
he persuaded the town fathers to buy a second-handed 
steam engine, at the approximate cost of $1,100.00. Of 
course, the sale was subjected to a trial test and ultimate 
acceptance. The engine was delivered toward the end of 
1894. 

At the meeting September 27, 1894, C. E. Mayes, 
George W. Dietz, and C. E. Mate, were appointed a 
committee “to see about getting ladders, truck and all 


necessary supplies for the company.” The lower story 
of Maurice Bicking’s shop was rented at the rate of $10.00 
per year for keeping hose carriage, hose and other appa- 
ratus of the fire company. 


APPLICATION AND GRANTING OF CHARTER 


On October 24, 1894, the name of the company was 
changed to read “Leo Independent Fire Company, No. 
1." On October 26th of the same year, a charter was 
applied for in the York County courts, the applicants 
being John M. Hyson, M. D., B. Frank Zarfos, Charles 
E. Mate, Seth Minnich, George W. Dietz, and Ephram 
E. Roser. As charter officers, are given President E. E. 
Roser, Vice-President C. E. Herrman, Secretary T. E. 
Brooks, Treasurer Dr. J. M. Hyson. The charter was 
granted and signed by presiding judge James W. Latimer 
on December 3, 1894. 





STEAMER OF LFo Fire Co. 


At the meeting October 24, 1894, these additional] 
elections were held: J. B. Herrman, Engineer, C. E. Mate, 
Assistant Engineer, A. H. Hildebrand, Fireman, W. 
Brenneman, Assistant Fireman, Henry Grim, Assistant 
Foreman in place of C. E. Mate, resigned. A certain Mr. 
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Henry Getz of York presented the fire company with a 
mascot in the form of a greyhound dog. The dog was 
properly fitted out with chain and collar and furnished 
with a house. However, he developed into a regular 
roamer, having no proper home. To stop the nuisance, a 
committee, appointed at a regular meeting, placed the 
greyhound in the care of Dan Spangler. 


THE FIRST PICNIC OF THE FIRE COMPANY 


The annual picnic of the fire company is an old insti- 
tution. It dates back to 1895. The first picnic committee 
consisted of George W. Dietz, C. E. Mate, Maurice 
Bicking, W. A. Spangler, and J. W. Smith. 

Today the picnic, on the 4th of July, of Leo Fire 
Company has become a well-known institution of the 
community, is attended by vast throngs, and nets the 
treasury of the sponsor a neat sum of money every year. 

The idea of owning a property of their own had taken 
hold of the members of the Leo Fire Company at an 
early date. As far back as on July 3rd, 1895, the first 
committee on building ground was appointed and in 
structed to look around for a suitable site within the 
borough limits. This committee was made up of C. E. 
Mate, Seth Minnich, G. W. Dietz, Henry Grim, and 
ie, prooks. 


LEO FIRE COMPANY PLAYS HOST AND CELEBRATES 


Like most fire companies in those days, Leo Fire Com- 
pany arranged many affairs for the entertainment of its 
members, such as entertaining companies from neighboring 
boroughs and cities (York), visiting companies in other 
towns and going on excursions. One of the first trips of 
the Leo Fire Company, which is remembered by many, 
was made to Tolchester Beach on June 17, 1899. It may 
be of interest to learn that the carfare was $1.55 a round 
trip, and that all members in good standing going to the 
excursion were to receive a rebate on the fare of not less 
than $1.00. 

During the same year, 1899, the Sesqui-Centennial 
celebration of York County was observed. Among other 
arrangements, a big firemen’s parade was scheduled. The 
Laurel Steam Engine Co., No. 1, of York, Pa. invited Leo 
Independent Fire Co. as the special guest on that occasion. 
The Red Lion firemen accepted the invitation. They 
paraded in full uniform, with new badges and a new 
banner, headed by the Gatchelville Band, on September 
6th. 


“THE NEW STEAMER” 


In the summer of 1900, a new steam engine was pur- 
chased by the Town Councilat a cost of $3,000.00. It was 
a beautiful specimen of LaFrance products and is still 
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doing reserve duty in case of necessity. The Purchasing 
Committee consisted of John D. Spangler, President, 
J. B. Herrman, Secretary, William Taylor, A. Gonsman, 
James Adair, A. H. Offelman, J. A. Gillen, John Ander- 
son, P. O. Olp, John Gebhard, R. A. Lutz, C. E. Mate, 
John Brooks, H. E. Craley, Henry Grim, John Spangler, 
A. Gonsman, and W. Taylor were instructed by the 
Town Council to sell the old steamer.

HOOK AND LADDER TRUCK 


Toward the end of 1901, A. C. Frey and H. Grim 
were appointed a committee to look into the purchase of 
a hook and ladder truck. The Council of the borough 
entered into a contract with J. Halloway & Co., of Phila- 
delphia, on Feb. 28, 1902, to deliver, within 90 days, a 
hook and ladder truck at the price of $600.00. Delivery of 
the truck was made in June of the same year; it was first 
kept in Peter McGuigan’s place, but was later removed to 
Dr. Hyson’s barn. 
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THE PURCHASE OF A BUILDING LOT 


At the meeting March 18th, 1904, a resolution was 
adopted that Leo Independent Fire Company purchase 
the lot of Eliza J. Miller, corner First Avenue and 
Railroad Alley, fronting 45 feet on First Avenue, at the 
price of $1,500.00, paying $200.00 down in cash and that 
the balance of $1,300.00 be secured by a collateral mort- 
gage at 5% interest for one year to J. M. Hyson, 5S. 5. 
Sechrist, Rudolph Neiman, J. S. Streavig and John K. 
Miller, in the corporate name of the company. 


LEO FIRE COMPANY BUILDS 


A Building Committee to supervise the construction 
of an engine house was appointed April 6, 1904. This 
committee comprised John K. Miller, J. B. Herman, C. E. 
Mate, Abe Gonsman and A. H. Uffelman. In order to 
meet the expenses involved in the proposition, a loan of 
$5,300.00 was made by the fire company with the First

THE BOROUGH PAYS 


In the course of time, the sentiment gained ground that 
the borough should own the fire house. Consequently, 
action was taken by Leo Fire Company and on January 9, 
1908, J. F. Strayer, president of the company, went before 
the Town Council and asked this body “to buy over to 
the town the lot of ground and the fire engine house 
erected thereon at the price of the original cost. The 
Fire Company, having paid on the engine house $600.00, 
asked that this amount be refunded to the company 
and that $400.00 of said amount be paid over on or about 
the first day of May, 1908, for the purchase of uniforms”. 
Since the town had been paying the interest on the loan 
held by the First National Bank, the Council agreed to 
buy the fire engine house upon the above conditions. The 
money of the purchase price was raised by the borough 
through the medium of a bond issue of $9000.00, of which, 
$5,700.00 were set aside as the purchase price of the fire 
engine house and lot.

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THE CONVENTION OF 1916

LEO FIRE COMPANY MOTORIZES 


In 1919, the borough presented the fire company with 
a motorized apparatus which was bought of the LaFrance 
Fire Engine Co. of Elmira, N. Y., at a cash consideration 
of $11,000.00. The committee in charge of the purchase 
was Howard W. Sheeler, President of the Company, and 
Chairman Jacob Streavig, A. H. Uffelman, and C. E. 
Mate. 


NEW ALARM SYSTEM 


During the year 1925, a new fire alarm system was 
introduced into the borough. A fire siren was installed on 
top of the engine house, the borough laid out in fire zones, 
and fire alarm boxes were placed at advantageous stations. 


FINANCES 


The financial condition of the Leo Independent Fire 
Engine Company No. 1 is sound and in keeping with the 
standing of the community. The last report of the 
treasurer, Dr. J. M. Hyson, shows $1,427.19 in hand of 
the treasurer and $6,060.08 invested by the trustees in 
securities and loans.

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RED LION POST-OFFICE 


HEN Benjamin Franklin was appointed 
postmaster of Philadelphia in 1737, this 
city became the center of the entire 
postal system of the American Colonies. 
Being made Postmaster-General in 1753, 
he established a postal route through 
Reading and Lancaster to York. During 
the Revolutionary period, a postal sys- 
tem was established under the authority 

of Continental Congress. During the 
sessions of this Congress in the City of York, this town 
became one of the chief post towns of the country, and 
post-tiders brought the mail here from many parts of 
the country. During the succeeding years, post-ofices 
were established at York in 1790, Hanover, 1795, Marsh 

Creek, Gettysburg, about 1800, Lewisbury, 1815, Peach 

Bottom, 1815. 

On October 2, 1819, proposals were received to carry 
mails by a relay of stages from York to McCall's Bridge 
once a week. Among the post-offices listed in York County 
in the year 1832, we find Windsor as the nearest to the 
present location of Red Lion. 

In 1874, Red Lion was made a post-office and Mrs. 
Catherine Meyer appointed to that office. Since that time 
to the present day the following citizens have served as 
postmasters of Red Lion: Mrs. Catherine Meyer, 1874- 
1888: Nathaniel Neiman, 1888-1892; Milton Smith,

The first mail carrier in Red Lion was J. A. Miller. 
This was in the days when mail service in Red Lion was 
still considered and operated under the Rural Free Deliv- 
ery. On September 1, 1918, Red Lion received its first 
village carriers, who were John Zarfos and William Bair. 
This village delivery service continued until April 1, 
1927, when the service became classified as City Delivery. 
The present City Mail Carriers are: Bert P. Stein, in 
service since 1921, and Joseph Hildebrand, appointed 
January 24, 1926. Three rural delivery routes branch out 
from Red Lion, Route No. 1 is carried by Aquilla D. 
Meads, No. 2, by Jacob E. Kinard, No. 3, by C. E. 
Flinchbaugh. Previously employed in this service were 
H. Klinefelter, Ulysses G. Moore, William Paules, Wil 
liam Sentz and R. Bruce Pcet. At present postmaster 
Eli F. Poet is assisted by the following: Charles E. 
Smuck, assistant postmaster and in service for sixteen 
years, George A. Kelly, in service three years, and Dean 
F. Poet, auxiliary clerk for the past three years. 

The Red Lion Borough enjoys parcel post delivery 
since April 1, 1927.

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RED LION AND THE WORLD WAR 





Tue First ENTRAINMENT OF Drarrep Men Leavinc Rep Lion, PA., SEPTEMBER, 1917 


HE World War, with its upheavals and 
horrors, fears and thrills, sorrows and 
joys, has become an event of history. 
Upon the ashes of a dying world rose 
new generations and a new civilization. 
The changing force of this catastrophe 
has brought on a rejuvenation of peoples 
and the remaking of the face of the world. 

Red Lion has played her part in this 
drama of life, true to her best traditions. 

There is not known a single incident in which Red Lion 

Borough has failed to do or accomplish what she had set 

out to do. When war broke out, Red Lion willingly sub- 

mitted to the inevitable. “There was no time to reason 
why, but to act, to do and die.” 

Red Lion was the permanent headquarters for the 
Locat Boarp ror Division No. 2, County of York, State 
of Pennsylvania. Offices were opened at the Leo Fire 
Engine House, July 30, 1917. The Board members con-

After several months of intensive training, he 
went overseas with the American Expeditionary Forces 
and was killed in action while fighting in France on 
November 4, 1918, a week before the Armistice was 
signed. 

Of the men from Red Lion who served in the war, the 
following won commissions: Dr. Jesse Derrick, from 
First Lieutenant to Major; William Mervin Grove and 
Lawrence E. Rost, Assistant Pay Masters in the United 
States Navy; Curvin Grove, Henry L. Haines, Orville 
Baublitz, Second Lieutenants. Besides these, a good num- 
ber of our local boys were promoted to non-commissioned 
officers. 

The first entrainment of drafted men, on September 
20th, 1917, represents an event and a spectacle which 
will live in the minds of every one who was present on 
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this occasion. There was a record breaking crowd, an 
extensive street parade; there were speakers and bands; 
there were scenes indescribable, pathetic and inspiring. 

Not only did the Borough of Red Lion and her people 
give the utmost of their capacity in man power, but their 
contributions in money and work to enable that mighty 
dynamo of American war activities to run smoothly and 
efficiently, to strengthen and stiffen the backbone and 
fighting reserve of our armies, were always most liberal 
and quickly forthcoming. When the army of workers and 
givers at home showed, from day to day, in an unmistak- 
able way to what heights of greatness American manhood 
and womanhood, and even childhood, will and can rise 
in days of need and danger, the people of Red Lion were 
not missing in this noble multitude. In all the war activ- 
ities and campaigns, comprising the Council of National 
Defense, Red Cross, Liberty Loans, War Saving Stamps, 
Food Administration, War Chest, Red Lion not only 
gave her quota, but “went over the top” by a good mar- 
gin. Prominent leaders in this work were C. S. LaMotte, 
Chairman of District 4 of Council of National Defense. 
This district comprised Red Lion, Windsor, Felton and 
the townships of Windsor and Chanceford; H. L. Haines, 
President of Red Lion Branch, American Red Cross and 
War Chest Drive in District No. 4; Robert E. Glenn, 
Chairman of War Savings Stamp Campaign, District No.

HERE are various factors which may 
and must be mentioned in connection 
with the marvelous progress and the 
making of Red Lion Borough.

York County, find employment in the cigar industry of 

Red Lion, while many more thousands depend upon this 

industrial arm for a living and existence. Verily the wel- 

fare of the community has been so closely associated and 
identified with the business conditions of the cigar in- 
dustry that “good times” or “bad times” meant a corre- 
sponding effect upon the well-being of the people and their 





towns.

CIGAR MANUFACTURING ORIGINALLY A FAMILY 
INDUSTRY 


Long before any cigar factory was located on the 
ground, where Red Lion stands today, cigar manufac- 
turing was carried on in York, Hanover and other parts 
of York County. In fact, the country surrounding the 
territory of Red Lion Borough was dotted with small 
cigar factories, which, in many instances, consisted of 
nothing more than a room in a family home or a small out- 
building on the rear of the lot. Cigar manufacturing in 
York County decidedly originated as a family industry 
and developed along this line for many years. It was 
found, in this form, more in the country districts than the 
urban communities. Already during the past century, 
cigar manufacturing had become so prevalent in York 
County, that there were more people in its employ than 
in any other industry. In fact, entire communities, then 
already, looked to this industry as their mainstay and 
support. 


ORIGIN OF CIGAR INDUSTRY IN YORK COUNTY 


It is, therefore, quite natural that the question should 
arise in the average reader's mind “Why should this part 
of the country, York County, go so strongly over to the 
manufacture of cigars’ or “What are the causes of this 
industrial phenomenon” and “How did it all come 
about”? We shall try to answer this problem briefly and 
as well as we are capable of doing under existing condi 
tions and the information and evidence available. 

The cigar manufacturing industry in York County is 
the outgrowth of tobacco culture in this district. The 
early settlers in York County may have brought along 
the knowledge of tobacco and its uses and grown tobacco 
for home consumption. It is an established fact that the 
tobacco, raised in York County during the early days and 
even during the beginning of the past century, was of 
inferior quality, the “shoe-string” type, of high nicotine 
content, less desirable for smoking purposes. The cigars 
of that period were very crudely made, sold at ridicu- 
lously low prices, retailing at four for one cent or $1.25 
per thousand.

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The subsequent efforts of the farmers and tobacconists, 
to improve the “weed”, led to experiments which finally 
resulted in the discovery of the Pennsylvania seed-leaf, 
developed from Havana Seed, by Benjamin Thomas of 
Windsor Township in 1837 and the introduction of 


Connecticut seed-leaf into Pennsylvania through P. A. & | 


S. Small, around 1850. Indeed, during that period, 
1840-1850, York County was the leading tobacco grow- 
ing section of Pennsylvania. It was only during the second 
half of the past century that Lancaster County came to 
the front and gained the lead. Tobacco culture in York 
County continued to make great strides and became 
continuous since 1&65; the number of growers of tobacco 
was steadily increasing. 

The nearness of the source of supply readily suggested 
the various uses and means of consumption of tobacco, 
one form being the manufacturing of cigars. This thought 
was much encouraged through the fact that tobacco did 
not always find a ready buyer nor bring the deserved 
price. This undoubtedly explains why there were found 
among the cigar manufacturers of those days so many 
farmer-growers of tobaccos. On the other hand, it appears 
that a number of the cigar manufacturers brought with 
them the knowledge of cigar making and tobacco culture 
from their native homes in southern Germany where these 
occupations were much in vogue. 


FIRST CIGAR FACTORIES IN RED LION 


Although, as stated previously, cigar manufacturing 
was much in style in the surrounding country, Red Lion, 
at the time of her incorporation, had but about two cigar 
factories. To Mr. and Mrs. Nathaniel Neiman goes the 
honor of establishing during 1873-1874 the first cigar 
factory in the section which was to become the Borough 

of Red Lion a few 


years later. Adam 
Gebhard was amv 
other manufac- 
turer to move here 
from Windsor 
Township and 
open his cigar fac- 
tory on North 
Main Street in 
1879, before the 
incorporation.

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EARLY CUSTOMS 


There was a time when a cigar shop was found in 
nearly every home where man and wife and perhaps the 
children would make cigars and their living, besides 
what they earned on the farm, if such was their good 
fortune. The women especially, who were confined to 
their home through family duties, were usually the first 
ones among the personnel of these family shops. Many of 
these so-called cigar factories made cigars on a bonus 
basis. Some bigger manufacturer would perhaps furnish 
them with the tobacco and even the molds, while they 
would strip the tobacco and make the cigars, receiving 
about sixteen cents per hundred. Many of the men were 
accustomed to work at their trade during the summer and 
make cigars during the winter, which is still practiced in 
our day occasionally. 





A PrRoMINENT PLAcE IN Days oF YORE 


After its incorporation in 1880, the town of Red Lion, 
with its railroad facilities, became an attraction for cigar 
manufacturers and people seeking work. Although the 
growth of the borough was somewhat tardy during the 
first years, yet John Gibson ascribes in his “History of 
York County’, 1886, to Red Lion about 30 cigar factories 
which, he states, “give employment to a large number of 
citizens’. Some of these factories belonged to that type 
which made cigars on a bonus-basis or sold the product 
to the merchant manufacturer who entered the markets 
of the country, first in nearby cities, Philadelphia, Bal- 
timore, etc., and eventually began shipping wherever he 
could make a sale. Occasionally manufacturers would 
bring their cigars to the stores and markets and exchange 
them for victuals and diverse merchandise. From the 
beginning, however, most of the Red Lion cigar manu- 
facturers, energetic, enterprising, courageous as they 
were, endeavored to establish relations with the trade 
merchants for the marketing of their product. This 
somewhat accounts for the rapid development of the 
cigar industry of Red Lion.

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GROWTH OF INDUSTRY 


The rise of York County to a great and important 
Cigar manufacturing center dates back into the second 
half of the past century. During the fiscal year, ending 
June 30, 1886, York County cigar manufacturers paid 
$580,257.77 revenue for cigar stamps, which amount 
was more than half of the entire total of the district. 

From this time on, the influx of people into Red Lion 
assumed a steadier, stronger tempo. Everybody appeared 
to enter the cigar business or some allied trade, tobacco 
and cigar box manufacturing. As the business became 
more profitable and promising, regular fair-sized factory 
buildings were being erected and the manufacturing 
departments placed upon a more systematic basis. Busi- 
ness became better ordered and regulated, thus assuring 
healthy growth and prosperity upon a sound foundation. 


INDUSTRY IN 1907 


Statistics gathered in 1907 by the Internal Revenue 
Deputy Collector of York, Pa., place the approximate 
number of cigar factories, big and small, in York County 
at twelve hundred (1,200), with an average production of 
300,000,000 cigars and an outlay of nearly $1,000,000.00

During the same year, Red Lion already had a good 
number of cigar factories. Among those who employed

Of course, many other manufacturers with a 
smaller working force were located in Red Lion and 
helped along the general progress of the town. Miller 
Brothers, J. E. Detwiler and Lewis Jackson each operated 
a cigar box manufacturing establishment in those days, 
the first having a working force of about fifty people, the 
second about twenty-five and the third around fifteen. 


RED LION’s SUCCESS AROUSES JEALOUSY 


The cigars manufactured in Red Lion during those 
days were, for the far greater part, of the two for five 
cents variety. Their wholesale price averaged from 
$10.50 to $15.00 
per thousand, 
permitting a rea- 
sonable profit to 
the manufacturer.

With irresistible force, the Red Lion cigar manufac- 
turers kept moving ahead and gradually became the recog- 
nized leaders of the independent cigar industry of York 
County. Serious efforts were made by the manufacturers 
themselves to raise cigar manufacturing in York County 
upon a higher plane and standard, to make a better grade 
of cigars, when the World War came sweeping across the 
country and, in its change of everything, also vastly 
changed essential conditions and policies in the York 
County Cigar Industry. The two for five cents smokes 
were superseded by the nickel or five-cent cigars. Many 
were the difficulties and obstacles experienced by the 
manufacturers in this attempt. Again their ingenuity, 
farsightedness, determination and honest efforts won the 
struggle and opened the road to the greatest success and 
development which the industry in this territory and the 
town of Red Lion ever experienced. 


MopeErN CiGAR FACTORIES 


The old familiar shops disappeared, and in their stead, 
large, stately, up-to-date, modernly equipped factory 


establishments, with plenty of sunlight and fresh air, well 
inspected and strictly complying with the laws of factory 
sanitation and hygiene, arose one after the other during 
the past ten years, so that today Red Lion can point with 
pride and satisfaction to her array of model cigar factories 
as comparing most favorably with the best of the country.

The labor in the cigar factories of Red Lion is strictly 
native American and all white. The greater percentage are 
women workers, although many men still select cigar mak- 
ing as their life’s vocation. Nobody can realize or under- 
stand the high quality, type and class of labor employed 
in these factories, unless he or she have the opportunity . 
or good fortune to come in personal contact with these 
people or visit the factories themselves. The cigar makers 
of Red Lion represent a thrifty, economically and finan- 
cially well situated class of people. Most of them own 
their own homes, well furnished and equipped with all 
the conveniences and innovations of modern life; they 
have their own automobiles and, generally speaking, do 
not deny themselves the pleasures and amusements of

Tue FAcTORIES KEEP ON WORKING 


What has proven a valuable factor in the onward move- 
ment of Red Lion is the sacrificing community spirit of 
her cigar manufacturers. During the past ten years, these 
men have kept their employees well at work, although on 
many occasions they had plenty of reasons to shut down 
their factories for a length of time. Rather then lay off 
their help, these men would continue manufacturing and 
store up cigars for future markets, which humanitarian 
policy often meant financial sacrifice, inconveniences and 
bitter disappointments. However, they had the one com- 
forting thought and conviction that they did a good turn 
for their fellowmen and the community at large. 


STATISTICS 


There are about thirty-eight manufacturing firms in 
Red Lion Borough today. This number is merely one- 
half of the factories which used to exist here. The larger 
size of the establishments more than makes up for the 
smaller number. In fact, the production capacity of Red 


Lion cigar factories has been more than doubled in recent 
years. The actual average sales of cigars per year by the 
factories of Red Lion Borough amount to, at least, three 
hundred millions (300,000,000). The number of people 
employed by these business firms runs into several thou- 
sand. Several million dollars are paid out in wages by the 
local industry. The investment in real estate, manufac- 
turing material and equipment must be measured again 
in millions of dollars. The activities, holdings and invest- 
ments of the cigar manufacturers of Red Lion are not con- 
fined to this borough alone, but several firms operate and 
control large factory establishments in other communities 
of York County and even Lancaster County. Besides, 
hundreds of wage earners of neighboring towns and 
country districts, as far as ten miles distant, find steady 
employment all year around in the cigar factories of 
Red Lion. 

The cigar products of Red Lion are shipped all over the 
country under many brands and in many styles. A number 
of these brands enjoy a national reputation and rank 
among the popular sellers of the country. Red Lion fac- 
tories specialize in five-cent cigars; higher priced goods 
are shipped in moderate quantities.

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INTERNAL REVENUE OFFICE AT RED LION 


The importance and commanding position of Red Lion 
Borough as a cigar manufacturing center and a leading 
taxpayer of Uncle Sam was fully recognized several years 
ago by the Federal Government of the U. 8. A., when an 
Internal Revenue Office for the sale of cigar stamps was 
established at Red Lion on December 19, 1924, and for- 
mally opened on March 10, 1925. During the Civil War, 
Thaddeus Stevens introduced the revenue tax of $2.00 
per thousand cigars. A deputy collector of Internal Rev- 
enue was then appointed at York, Pa., York County be- 
longing to the Fifteenth U. S. Internal Revenue District. 
In 1867, the tax was raised to $5.00 per thousand. Then 
York County became a part of the Ninth District with 
headquarters at Lancaster, Pa., in 1876, but a deputy 
collector was retained at York, Pa. On August 1, 1919, 
the Ninth District was abolished and York County, and 
consequently Red Lion, were transferred to the First 
District of Pennsylvania of the U. S$. Internal Revenue 
Department. With the inauguration of a Revenue Office 
at Red Lion, Pa., York County was given the distinction 
and honor of being the only County in the United States 
to have two Internal Revenue Offices. 

This is surely a signal recognition and acknowledg- 
ment of York County’s leadership and importance in the 
cigar industry. The Philadelphia North American, in an 
editorial of its issue, Tuesday, December 23rd, 1924, 
among other good things, had this to say of the event: 
“More than one-eighth of all the cigars manufactured in 
the U. S. are rolled in a very small district tucked away 
among the slate hills of York County. So important has 
the industry grown that the Government will open a 
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Revenue Office in the aggressive town, to the end that 
the factory owners of Freysville, Yoe, Bittersville, Wind- 
sor, Felton, Springvale, Dallastown and other busy bor- 
oughs can transact their business with more speed. Out- 
side of the tobacco trade these towns are little known, 
but each supports from fifty to some hundred factories 
whose products go to every part of the United States.”

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EXT to the cigar industry, no other force 
has contributed more to the growth and 
the making of Red Lion than the furni- 
ture industry. Due to the prominence of 
the former in this community, the serv- 
ice, which the latter has rendered to the 
town and surrounding territory, was not 
realized until in recent years. 

Red Lion was a one-industry town; 
the cigar business formed the source of 
supply for the necessities of life; all depended upon the 

“going” of this industry. A slump or depression in this 

particular enterprise was bound to react unfavorably upon 

a community and its people who were so dependent in 

their very existence upon this one-business arm, con- 

trolling the employment and earning capacity of the 
inhabitants. 








As the popula- 
tion of the town 
increased, it be- 
came apparent 
that the best in- 
terests of Red 
Lion and their se- 
curity required 
some other manu- 
facturing business 
within its limits 
besides the cigar 
business. Citizens 
of good business 
sense and judg- 
ment, foresight and enterprise realized the situation. Since 
the cigar making was the favorite and predominant occu- 
pation of the women in those days, these men came to 
the conclusion that an industry, which would primarily 
give employment to men, would be the proper one to 
secure for this locality. Thus, the members of a family 
would be able to engage in various occupations and be- 
come less dependent upon one industry in their earnings 
and sustenance. 

There was, however, another factor entering the ques 
tion. York County has an historical background which, 
in importance and significance, can hardly be equalled by 
any other section of this country. During the Revolu- 
tionary War, when the cause of the young nation had 
reached the zero hour and looked darkest, when the 
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British occupied Philadelphia, Continental Congress, 
in its search for a home, crossed the Susquehanna and 
selected York as the seat of government. It is here where 
Continental Congress was in session for nine months, 
from September 30, 1777, to June 27, 1778; received, in 
the little court house, the news of Burgoyne’s surrender; 
passed the Articles of Confederation, issued the First 
National Thanksgiving Proclamation; received Baron von 
Steuben and Lafayette and commissioned them Major- 
Generals; received the news from Franklin at Paris of 
France’s support; witnessed the Conway Cabal. Such 
and other outstanding historical events, intimately asso- 
ciated with York County and immediate vicinity, largely 
influenced Harry E. Craley, who happened to be one of 
the circle of interested men, to adhere to his original in- 
tention of organizing and establishing a furniture factory 
in Red Lion. Mr. Craley was a contractor and wood- 
worker by trade. For years, he manifested an interest in 
furniture building. His study of the furniture industry 
had brought to him the great significance of history in 
furniture manufacturing. Convinced of the soundness of 
his ideas, he approached those men who had expressed 
their interest in another industry for Red Lion besides 
cigars and laid before them his ideas and suggestions. The 
result of these efforts is found in the organization of the 
Red Lion Furniture Company in 1907 which marks 
the birth of furniture manufacturing in this community. 
The organizers of this firm were S. S. Sechrist, Harry E 
Craley, J. B. Sechrist, T. E. Brooks, and D. A. Horn. 
Several years later, the Red Lion Table Company was 
established and was followed, in 1916, by the transfer of 
the Ebert Furniture Company from Philadelphia to this 
place, in 1917 by the foundation of the Red Lion Cabinet 
Company, and in 1924 by the formation of the York 
County Chair Company. Individual biographies of these 
firms are found on later pages of this souvenir. 
Organizing talent, business ability, enthusiasm, per- 
sistence and determination on the part of the men back 
of these furniture companies guaranteed the success of 
these undertakings. As years progressed, the industry 
developed into a powerful factor in the affairs and pros- 
perity of Red Lion and exercised a refreshing influence 
upon the furniture markets of the country. Gradually, 
but steadily, Red Lion furniture forced upon itself the 
attention of furniture buyers. The Red Lion mastery of 
construction and building, the perfection of craftsman- 
ship, the purity and beauty of design, became distin-

guishing features and characteristics of Red Lion furniture 
products throughout the country. The fundamental policy 
of the manufacturers in this community, to give for money 
the greatest equivalent in furniture values, brought amaz- 
ing results. Red Lion furniture became a popular creation 
with dealers and the public, resulting in an ever-growing 
demand for the same. 

The business began to grow; additions to the original 
plants had to be made; the equipment augmented and the 
working force increased. Indeed, the furniture industry of 
Red Lion has experienced a marvelous development and 
growth since its inception. Hundreds of men from this 
community and surrounding territory have found steady 
employment in its stately plants which, in size, equipment 
and plan, compare very favorably with the foremost fur- 
niture manufacturing establishments of the country. They 
are modern throughout. In fact, the new plant of the Red 
Lion Cabinet Company, which was but recently com- 
pleted and opened for operation, is said to be the only 
plant of its kind in the world. It embodies the latest in- 
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ventions of radio cabinet manufacturing. With a floor 
space of over one hundred and thirty thousand square 
feet, it has a production capacity of 3,000 cabinets per 
day and offers employment to 900 men when in full 
operation. With this addition, a conservative estimate 
places the normal employment capacity of the Red Lion 
furniture industry at 1,500 people. This fact alone gives 
an excellent idea of what the furniture business means 
to the Borough of Red Lion and vicinity in dollars and 
cents every week. The value of the furniture manufac- 
tured each year runs into millions of dollars. 

The captains of this industry in Red Lion feel that its 
history has only started and is now in the making; that 
the youthful giant is only approaching the period of its 
greatest success and development, that its importance to 
the community will increase with every succeeding year, 
and that the time will arrive when it will prove of equal, 
if not greater importance to the progress, growth and 
well-being of Red Lion Borough and citizens than cigars.

FTER the incorporation of Red Lion into 
a borough, the growth of the town, al- 
though healthy and steady, was slow. 
There may be some reasons for this con- 
dition. For, after all, it is business, in- 
dustry, commerce which build towns, 
develop and prosper them. These great 
factors, however, must have the proper 
financing to carry on successfully their 
manufacturing and marketing problems. 

It is here where one of the most important elements in 

the phenomenal growth and development of Red Lion 

enters—Banking. 

There was a serious handicap to the thrifty, industrious 
spirit of the people of Red Lion; they had no bank. On 
account of this want, business moved but slowly into 
Red Lion and with it labor and people. The business, 
which was transacted, was done with considerable incon- 
venience. During the early days of the borough, the little 
banking business that was done was attended to at York. 

In those days business was carried on during the year 
and settlement made for all transactions on April Ist. 
Thus, for instance, customers would settle with store- 











keepers for the provisions purchased during the year on 
the following April 1st; in like manner, cigar manufac- 
turers would pay their help during the year enough spend- 
ing money against their earnings and pay the balance on 
the following first day of April. When the first day of 
April arrived, we are told, great crowds would go to York 
to settle up the business of the preceding year. The Peach 
Bottom Railway Company would run special coaches to 
Red Lion to accommodate the crowds which would 
remind a present day observer of the vast crowd of people 
who were flocking to York from this and other sections 
when the circus came to the city. Lack of modern commu- 
nication service, the inconvenience of traveling to and 
from the city, and various other factors made banking 
onerous and lessened its efficiency. Thus, a great deal of 
difficulty was often experienced in the cashing of checks. 
Delays of days were not uncommon. 

The merchants of the town did all in their power to 
accommodate the inhabitants,offering and providing relief 
in the situation, cashing checks or taking them to York, 
several times during the week,and bringing back the cash. 
These arrangements and efforts, although improving con- 
ditions, did not do away with the inconvenience.

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Neighboring boroughs, Stewartstown and Delta, due 
to the larger distance from York, the closest banking 
center, found themselves at an even greater disadvantage 
and, consequently, introduced banking within their re- 
spective communities before Red Lion. However, during 
the nineties of the last century, sentiment toward the 
establishing of banking facilities in Red Lion became more 
pronounced. Actual agitation set in, until finally the prob- 
lem was carefully studied, approached and solved. 


FIRST NATIONAL BANK OF RED LION 


During the early part of 1897, several business men, 
who visioned and realized the importance and significance 
of a banking institution to the growth and future of Red 
Lion, came together in the store of C. S. LaMotte, which 
was located in the same building where Mrs. Catherine 
Meyer had conducted a store and hotel some years ago, 
and where the present M. &. P. depot is located, for a 
definite discussion and solution of the banking problem 
in Red Lion. They decided to found a bank with a capi- 
talization of $50,000.00 and, for that purpose, to make a 
drive for subscribers. ) 

Despite the most vigorous efforts, the solicitors made 
slow progress. The investing public was timid, fearful and 
lacked confidence in the success of the enterprise. In 
January, 1899, the canvassers again met and compared 
lists. They found that a sufficient amount of stock had 
been subscribed to warrant the launching of the bank. 

It just so happened that at that time the United Breth- 
ren Congregation, having built a new church on Broad- 
way, offered for sale the old church property on North 
Main Street. A committee, interested in the bank project 
and consisting of W. H. Taylor, J. W. Zarfos, George W. 
McGuigan, pur- 
chased the prop- 
erty for $1,500.00. 
A meeting of the 
subscribers to the 
stock of the pro- 
posed bank was 
held on February 
28, 1899. Cyrus 
W. Coe, cashier 
of the Stewarts- 
town National 
Bank, presided at 
the meeting, and 
James St. Clair 
McCall acted as secretary. It was agreed that no person 
should be elected to directorship in the bank at that par- 
ticular organization meeting, unless he was a holder of 
ten or more shares of stock. The number of directors to 
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be elected was placed at fifteen. Six of these men were to 
be from the Borough of Red Lion and the remaining nine 
from other sections of York County. Election was held 
immediately with the following result: Board of Directors: 
J. W. Zarfos, W. H. Taylor, Dr. J. M. Hyson, C. S. 
LaMotte, D. F. Brenneman, and B. S. Taylor. The Board 
thereafter organized by electing these officers: W. H. 
Taylor, Pres.; C. S. LaMotte, Vice-Pres.; J. A. Gillan, 
Sec. and Cashier; W. H. Meyers, Teller. 





First NATIONAL Bank 1905-1925 


The aforementioned church property was transferred 
to the stockholders of the bank at the original purchase 
price and made ready for the requirements of the bank. 
A second-hand counter was acquired of the First National 
Bank of Delta, Pa., for the sum of $20.00; a safe was rented 
of the York Safe & Lock Co., for $25.00 per year. The 
other needs of the bank were supplied along the same 
conservative line which policy has rigidly beenadhered to 
until this present day and is, undoubtedly, responsible, in 
no small way, for the wonderful success of the 
institution. 

When the growth of the bank necessitated larger and 
more convenient accommodations, the frame building was 
moved to the rear of the lot and a stately brick structure 
erected in its place. This new bank building served its 
purpose for twenty years, viz., 1905-1925, when the 
beautiful and spacious granite bank and office building 
rose at the “Square”, corner Main and Broadway, as the 
new and modern Home of the First National. This new 
edifice ranks among the finest of its kind and meets the 
most up-to-date requirements of progressive, present-day 
banking. The attention given to every detail, the sim- 
plicity of design, the massiveness of construction, the 
elegance of the furnishings and decorations, the correct- 
ness of all appointments, the practicability of all arrange-

mark this bank one of the outstanding specimens of 
modern banking architecture. 

The Building Committee in charge of the erection of 
the new granite bank structure was composed of the fol- 
lowing: C.S. LaMotte, Pres.; T. E. Brooks, D. F. Brenne- 
man, B.S. Sentz, W. H. Andrews. Mr. J. A. Dempwolf, 
of York, was the architect and proved a valuable advisor 
through his wide experience in bank designing. 

In 1919, the capital of the bank was increased to 
$125,000.00, thereby enabling the institution to enter 
into the functions of a trust company. The growth and 
importance of the First National Bank may best be real- 
ized and understood by a comparative study of the amount 
of business transacted at the end of certain periods. Thus, 
for instance,

THE FARMERS AND MERCHANTS NATIONAL BANK 


Early in the year 1903, a few residents of Red Lion 
Borough and community conceived the idea that the ex- 
pansion of business in this section warranted the estab- 
lishing of a second bank. Among the men taking a most 
active part in the movement were J. A. Miller, Cornelius 
Strayer, David A. Miller, A. C. Frey, C. W. Moody, 
and Jno. R. Anderson. Mr. J. A. Miller solicited the 
greater part of the stock. An organization was effected 
in March of the same year, with the following Directors: 
A.C. Frey, Hiram Young, William E. Wise, S. H. Curran, 
Cornelius Strayer, Henry F. Shenberger, C. W. Moody, 
William H. Wise, David A. Miller, D. Sterling Mitzel, 
and Jno. R. Anderson. The Board of Directors organized 
thus: Cornelius Strayer, Pres.; A. C. Frey, Vice-Pres.; 
C. E. Smith, then principal of the borough public schools, 
was chosen Cashier of the Bank and Secretary to the 
Board; William H. Anstine, a teacher in the public 
schools, was elected bookkeeper. Mr. Anstine, now de- 
ceased, later became a Pennsylvania State Bank examiner. 

On April 3, 1903, the bank opened its doors for busi- 
ness in the Meyer Building on North Main Street. With 
less than thirty shareholders and an authorized capital of 
$25,000.00, of which only 50% had actually been paid 
in, the beginning of this bank was very inauspicious and 
looked not very promising. The equipment of the bank 
consisted of chairs, tables and other second-hand furni- 
ture, valued at $90.00 and a safe which was purchased 
at $379.00. Six days after the opening, the report made 
to the Controller of the Currency showed Resources of 
$31,000.00. Near the end of the first year’s business, the 
assets of the bank had grown to nearly $100,000.00. The 
officers and directors of the bank, eager to help and serve 
the industrial and commercial interests of the community 
and anxious to attract to their insitution more banking 
business from this community and surrounding towns, 
realized that a larger capital was needed for that purpose. 
Hence, at the first annual meeting in January, 1904, the 
stockholders voted an increase of $25,000.00 in the 
capital stock. On May 10, 1904, the bank showed this 
statement: Capital,.$50,000.00, Surplus, $4,500.00 and 
Resources $150,000.00. 

Director Young died during the first year, and three 
new directors were added to the Board, viz., Horace 
Welty, a well-known lumber dealer and contractor; 
David A. Horn, a realtor and intensely interested in leaf 
tobacco and cigar manufacturing, and J. W. Stein, a cigar 
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manufacturer of Holtz, Pa. H. H. Minnich, now presi- 
dent of the M. & H. Stores, succeeded M. H. Anstine 
as bookkeeper. 

When, due to business growth, office space and safe facil- 
ities became inadequate, a lot of ground was purchased at 
the “Square”, of W. F. Boeckel for $4,500.00,a new build- 
ing, now used by the bank, erected and occupied 
during the latter part of March, 1912. At this time, 
the resources of the bank had grown to approximately 
$600,000.00. I. Henry Jacobs, the present Assistant 
Cashier, succeeded H. H. Minnich, and Curvin A. Grove, 
the present Teller, had entered the employ of the bank. 

A further increase of $10,000.00 capital was voted in 
January, 1914. Four new directors were added to the 
Board, at the same meeting, John Streavig, a local cattle 
dealer; D. Frank Kaltreider, a leaf tobacco merchant, now 
proprietor of the Kaltreider Cigar Box Co.; Samuel A. 
Arnold, of Windsor, Pa., now owner of the Arnold 

-Lumber Co., and Theodore A. Winter, cigar manufac- 
turer, of Craley, Pa. On the date of the transfer of the 
new stock, March 20, 1914, the resources had reached 
$840,000.00 with a Capital of $60,000.00, Surplus of 
$50,000.00, and Undivided Profits of $22,000.00. 

The growth during the World War was most rapid and 
exceeded that of any period in the history of the bank. 
Teller Curvin A. Grove enlisted; Vernon D. Frey and 
Sherwood Ritz did clerical work in the bank during his 
absence. Claude P. Young was added to the working force. 
At the close of the war, Mr. Grove returned to his office 
at the bank. 

A third capital increase was voted in January, 1920. 
It amounted to $15,000.00; the stock sold at $280.00 per 
share. The bank was now doing extensive business in 
neighboring towns and surrounding countryside. On 
April 3, 1930, the books of the bank showed the following 
record: Capital Stock, $75,000.00; Surplus, $150,000.00; 
Profits, $34,000.00; Total Resources, $2,252,303.97. 

The expected recession in banking resources during the 
after-war reconstruction period did not come. Red Lion’s 
second bank had grown much beyond the highest expec- 
tations of anyone. 

Nevertheless, the bank suffered some heavy losses in 
another way. Death claimed the following members and 
officers of the Board: Henry F. Shenberger, of Felton, Pa.; 
Horace Welty (April 21, 1919), Cornelius Strayer, Presi- 
dent (March 11, 1926), Jno. R. Anderson, Charles W. 
Moody, and Theodore A. Winter. The following well- 
known cigar manufacturers were elected at various meet- 
ings to the directorate: J. C. Winter, W. C. Frutiger, 
Samuel C. Winter, and W. J. Neff. 

At the annual stockholder’s meeting in January, 1930, 
the largest capital increase was voted. This was a 50% 






stock dividend, the first of its kind and the sale of $12,- 
500.00 additional stock to be sold at $400.00 per share, or 
an increase of $50,000.00. The main reason for this in- 
crease was to endow the bank with trust powers now 
granted national banks with no less:than $125,000.00 
capital. This privilege empowers the bank to exercise and 
perform very important functions of trust, heretofore 
exercised by trust companies. The stock was sold more 
quickly and wider distributed than ever before. Before 
the stock dividend of 50% was declared, it was sold for 
$600.00 a share, the highest price of any national bank 
stock in York County. Altogether, to date, the bank paid 
out in dividends $175,500.00. 

At this writing, the Capital Stock of the bank is $125,- 
000.00; Surplus, $375,000.00; Deposits, $2,500,000.00; 
Total Resources, $3,100,000.00. 

The present officers of the bank are: A. C. Frey, Presi- 
dent; D. Frank Kaltreider, Vice-President; C. E. Smith, 
Cashier and Secretary; I. H. Jacobs, Assistant Cashier; 
C.A.Grove, Teller; Herbert W. Grove, Russell E. Miller, 
and Lester D. Craley, Bookkeepers. 

From its very beginning, the policy of this bank has 
been to aid, as much as possible, local and community 
enterprise and development. The maintenance of this 
business policy has been endorsed by the splendid co- 
operation of the citizens of this and other communities. 
Mutual appreciation of services rendered and confidence 
in one another have proven a powerful factor in the un- 
dreamed success of bank, people, and town and promise 
to produce even more effective work, greater growth and 
unlimited success. 


Rep Lion Trust ComPpANny 


Quiet discussions of topics and problems of the day 
have often led to great undertakings. In May, 1907, sev- 
eral progressive citizens of Red Lion were considering 
back and forth some of the important questions which 
confronted the borough at that time. As the conference 
progressed, the idea gained ground that the interests of 
the community and its people could be served much 
better by the addition of another banking institution in 
the borough. 

Shortly after, a meeting was called and other citizens 
invited. Those present were:C. F. Roseman, W.M.Gem- 
mill, Jacob Streavig, Martin Neff, C. A. Rost, and D. D. 
Miller. These men unanimously agreed to organize a 
state bank. 

Professor C. W. Stine, superintendent of public schools 
in York County, was selected to head the new institution. 
He declined on account of his advanced age. Professor 
S. A. Conway, principal of schools, North York, was the

next man considered and served as temporary chairman 
for a time. 

Finally, W. W. Stauffer, principal of schools of Red 
Lion, Pa., accepted the office of Cashier of the People’s 
State Bank, Dec. 3, 1913, which was the name of the new 
institution. Levi Kaltreider was elected President and 
John Sheffer, Vice-President. The following directors 
were appointed: Levi Kaltreider, Red Lion; John W. 
Sheffer, Red Lion, R. D. 2; J. B. Ness, Craley; W. M. 
Gemmill, Red Lion; Frank Hovis, York, R. D. 2: Jacob 
Streavig, Red Lion; Fred Wagman, Dallastown; C. A. 
eetmived Lion; E. J. Stiles, R. D. 2; C. F.

The bank was capitalized at $50,000.00. All stock was 
subscribed before January 1, 1914. The first business 
transacted by the bank was that between Jacob Streavig 
and Emanuel Flinchbaugh, about the middle of Feb- 
ruary, 1914, when Mr. Streavig discounted Mr. Flinch- 
baugh’s sale notes. 

The bank was officially opened on February 26, al- 

___ though not fully completed for occupancy at that time. 
e bank vault was not finished. For several weeks the 
siness was transacted in the directors’ room, while 
chanics and laborers were rushing along the finishing 
uches of the vault. 

“fs The Farmers & Merchants Bank displayed true sports- 
‘manship and business courtesy by offering the youngster 
institution, free of charge, a safe deposit box in its vault 
to store the money, checks, and other documents, until 
its own vault was ready for occupancy. The People’s 
State Bank, under prudent leadership and careful direc- 
tion, made sound and good progress. The capital stock 
was increased to $75,000.00 on January 1, 1920. A dis- 
bursement of 4% was made to stockholders, January 1, 
feel.) ,, January 1, 1922; 6%, January 1, 1923; 7%, 
January 1, 1924, and 7%, January 1, 1925. 

Saturday, March 7, 1925, marked the end of the Peo- 
ple’s State Bank. On that day, the Red Lion Trust Co. 
made its bow to the public. Eleven years ago at the organ- 
ization of the People’s State Bank, the question of making 
it a trust company was seriously considered. The idea 
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was abandoned at that time, the organizers fearing that 
the capital needed might not be forthcoming. The situa- 
tion, however, had changed. The community had reached a 
state of prosperity and development where this type of an 
institution was de- 
manded. Hence, 
the conversion of 
the State Bank 
into the Red Lion 
Trust Company 
was effected. The 
new Red _ Lion 
Trust Company 
started upon busi- 
ness with an in- 
creased capital of 
$125,000.00 and 
a SU rp We or 
$115,000.00. 

After the death of Levi Kaltreider, president, on March 
13, 1929, John W. Sheffer filled the office of president of 
the company until his own death, December 5, 1929. 
W. M. Gemmill then completed the term until January 
8, 1930, when the following officers were chosen: Jacob 
Streavig, Pres.; Wm. M. Gemmill, First Vice-Pres.; 
D. L. Workinger, Second’ Vice-Pres.; W. W. Stauffer, 
Sec.-Treas., Trust Officer; E. E. Hartman, Assistant 
Treas.; P. L. Hess, Bookkeeper. The present Board of 
Directors consists of the following business men: W. M. 
Gemmill, Frank Hovis, Jacob Streavig, Fred Wagman, 
Emanuel J. Stiles, C. F. Roseman, U. 8. Snyder, Peter 
McGuigan, A. H. Uffelman, George Fertner, Martin 
Neff, Lewis Russell, D. D. Miller, D. A. Warner, P. B. 
Tyson, D. L. Workinger, Emory P. Welty, and S. L. 
Pomraning.

HE Northern Central Railway and the 
Western Maryland Railroad were ser- 
vicing the middle and western sections 
of York County long before a line was 
considered and finally extended through 
the southeastern territory of the County. 
Constant improvement of the townships 
bordering on the Susquehanna attracted 
the attention of engineers and railroad 

: ’_|| builders. 

On March 24, 1868, the Peach Bottom Railway Com- 

pany was incorporated under a special act of the General 

Assembly of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania upon 

application of Stephen G. Boyd, of York, Pa. The plan 

of this company was to construct a line of narrow gauge 
railroad from York, Pa., to Peach Bottom, Pa., via Delta, 

a distance of approximately 41 miles. A bond issue of 

$500,000.00 was declared and Samuel M. Felton and 

David E. Small were chosen trustees for the’bond holders. 

An organization was effected by the election of the fol 





lowing officers: Stephen G. Boyd, President; Samuel 
Dickey, Vice-President; William Wallace, Secretary; 
A. C. Manifold, Treasurer. Directors were Stephen 
McKinley, of York Co., Pa.; Benjamin Tyson, of York 
Co., Pa., Henry Neff, of York Co., Pa.; Rufus Wiley, of 
York Co., Pa.; John Alexander, Lancaster Co., Pa.; Slater 
B. Russell, Lancaster, Co., Pa.; Nathaniel Mayan, Lan- 
caster Co., Pa.; Robert Patterson, Chester Co., Pa.; John 
T. Wadell, Chester Co., Pa. 

The construction work was begun in 1873 by James 
Freeland, Samuel Smith, D. W. Grove,and John D. Wal- 
lace, contractors. The average cost per mile was $12, 
000.00. The first seven miles of the road as far as 
Dallastown were formally opened on July 4, 1874. 
Shortly thereafter, it was completed to Red Lion and by 
December, 1874, reached the Forks of Muddy Creek. 
During the following year it was built as far as Wood- 
bine and Delta. The road was completed to Peach Bottom 
between 1878 and 1883.

The original rolling stock and motive power of this 
railroad consisted of two engines, viz., engine No. 1, 
“Rufus Wiley” and engine No. 2, ““S. G. Boyd,” ten 
box cars, ten flat cars, one combined car and one coach. 

John M. Hood, 
who afterwards 
became president 
of the Western 
Maryland, was 
the civil engineer 
for the road con- 
struction. He was 
succeeded by J. E. 
Matthews and S. 
M. Manifold, who 
was elected later 
on General Man- 
ager and General 
Freight and Pas 
senger Agent of the road. L. J. Dodson was the first pas- 
senger conductor of the Peach Bottom Railroad Company. 
He formerly drove a stage coach from Delta to York. Mr. 
Dodson is still living in York, having been retired by the 
company. 

Suit for foreclosure of mortgage was brought in April, 
1881, in the U.S. Circuit Court, Eastern District of Penn- 
sylvania; sale ordered by Court August 22, 1881; prop- 
erty sold in accordance with Court’s order on December 
20, 1881, to John H. Small, Wm. G. Ross, and Charles R. 
McConkey; sale ratified January 18, 1882, and property 
deeded on March 17, 1882, to York and Peach Bottom 
Railway Company. Incorporated on March 15, 1882. On 
May 6, 1891, this company consolidated with Maryland 





ConsTRUCTION GANG 
Narrow Gauge Railroad—1874 


Central Railway Company which owned a narrow gauge 
railroad extending from Delta, Pa., to Baltimore, Md. 

The new corporation was known as Baltimore and 
Lehigh Railroad Company, incorporated in Pennsylvania 
on May 6, 1891 (also in Maryland on same date). This 
represented the first consolidation under one corporation 
of the line of railroad extending from York, Pa., to Balti- 
more, Md., now known as the Maryland and Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Company. On April 17, 1893, a receiver 
was appointed for that part of the line located in Mary- 
land and on April 18, 1893, another receiver was ap- 
pointed for the line located in Pennsylvania. As a result 
of these receiverships, through-operation from York to 
Baltimore was discontinued, and that part of the road 
located in each state was operated independently of the 
other. On September 29, 1894, the property located in 
Pennsylvania was sold under foreclosure of mortgage to 
W. F. Walworth, who, on October 22, 1894, organized 
the York Southern Railroad Company. 

This company was incorporated in Pennsylvania on 
October 23, 1894, and took over the property from Mr. 
Walworth. During the year 1895, the road was changed 
from narrow to standard gauge. The York Southern Rail- 
road Company continued to operate the road in Pennsyl- 
vania until February 15, 1901, at which time it entered 
into an agreement of consolidation with the Baltimore 
and Lehigh Railway Company which owned the line of 
railroad extending from Delta to Baltimore. 

Under this agreement of consolidation, the property 
passed into possession of Maryland and Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company. This company was incorporated in 
Pennsylvania on February 14, 1901, and has continuously

tion during the same period (October, 1929) totalled 


12,617,315 pounds. 

The original station building at Red Lion, Pa., was 
erected by Mrs. Catherine Meyer and occupied in 1875. 
It combined a general store, bar, post-ofhce and railroad 
station in one. When a part of the station burned down 
in 1895, Mrs. Meyer had it rebuilt very much on the 





original plan. The constantly mounting business and the 
general progress and improvement of the community de- 
manded a more representative depot. Through some 
peculiar grant of land by Mrs. Catherine Meyer to the 
Peach Bottom Railway Company, the property and part 
of the railroad station fronting on North Main Street was 
owned by the 
Meyer estate and 
heirs. About four- 
fifths of the build- 
ing were located 
on this plot of 
ground and the 
other fifth on land 
owned by the rail- 
road company. 
About 1923, the 
M. & P. Railroad 
acquired this prop- 
erty and immedi- 
ately began to 
make extensive improvements, resulting in the present 
modern passenger station and freight depot. The former 
was completed and occupied in December, 1925, while 
the other was opened for service in September, 1926. 

‘Lhespresent 
agent of the Mary- 
land & Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad is 
C. E. Mayes who 
entered upon his 
duties in this com- 
munity on April 1, 
1891. Mr. Mayes 
is in the service of 
the company since 
March 1, 1888. He 
served as agent at 
Lock Raven for 
one month, at 
Pylesville, Md., approximately a year and a half and occu- 
pied the office of cashier at the freight office, Baltimore, 
Mad., for over two years. Ever since his coming to this 
community, Mr. Mayes has shown deep interest 1n civic 
affairs and movements which aimed at the improvement 
and development of the town. 

In justice and fairness to the Maryland and Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad, it must be said that its service to Red Lion 
has been a tremendous factor in the growth and progress 
of this enterprising community.

S IT behooves the progressiveness and 


importance of Red Lion Borough, ex- 
cellent telephone and telegraph con- 
nections are had in the community. The 
first telephone, it is said, came to town 
during the year 1895, or thereabouts. 
It was installed in the Spangler Building 
and subscribed to, upon a cooperative 
basis, by about ten firms. Of course, 
prior to that event, a telephone service 
had been installed in the office of the Maryland & Penn- 
sylvania Railroad depot for the private use of this com- 
pany. Citizens who still remember the installation of the 
telephone in the Spangler Building contend that it was of 
the “Bell” System. On February 8, 1901, the American 
Telephone & Telegraph Co. of Penna. was given the 
right and permission to construct its lines of poles and 
wires upon and 
along the public 
highway of the 
Borough of Red 
Lion. For a num- 
ber of years, the 
exchange offices of 
the bells Vele- 
phone Co. and 
thesY ork TJ ele- 
phone & Tele- 
graph Co. were 
located at Dallas- 
town, Pa. About 
nine to ten years 
ago, the York Telephone & Telegraph Co. transferred 
the exchange office to Red Lion and located on West 
Broadway, where, in recent years, an up-to-date central 
station was erected. The Red Lion Exchange is most efh- 
ciently conducted and served by ten operators under the 
supervision of Chief Operator, Florence Redding. The 
Boroughs of Red Lion, Dallastown, Windsor, Yoe, and 
the surrounding country are serviced by this exchange,

For many years, the Borough of Red Lion and its citi- 
zens were given telegraph service by the Postal and 
Western Union systems from the city of York, Pa. Tele- 
graph messages were relayed by telephone from these 
points. Finally, through the efforts of influential business 
men of Red Lion, the Western Union Telegraph Co. 
established a local office in the newly erected building of 
the First National Bank on December 20, 1924. The tele- 
graph office has remained in this location up to the present 
time. On June 1, 1930, more convenient quarters will be 
occupied by the Western Union telegraph office. It will 
be in the building of the Lion Theatre facing North Main 
Street, the room formerly occupied by Arthur N. Egolf’s 
shoe store. Among the improvements, which will go into 
the new office, will be a modern Simplex printing machine, 
which will undoubtedly assist to simplify and even more 
improve the service.

N May 16, 1893, a group of representa- 
tive citizens met in the humble home of 
William Spangler; North Main Street, 
to discuss the organization of a com- 
pany to supply the growing borough 
with water. A committee was appointed 
to investigate the feasibility of a pro- 
posed stock issue. This committee was 
made up of William Lichtenberger, 
Nathaniel Neiman and Jonathan Smeich 

and reported a tentative sale of $4,000.00 worth of stock 

at $25.00 per share. 

The problem of securing a suitable plot of ground for 
the erection of a reservoir was in the hands of Dr. J. M. 
Hyson, Seth Minnich, and J. W. Zarfos, who obtained 
one acre of ground each of Mrs. Catherine Meyer and 
Mr. Nathaniel Neiman for the nominal sum of $1.00 per 
acre. This land was located on what is now known as 
Fairmount Park. 

On May 16, 1893, a definite organization was effected. 
The following Board of Directors was chosen: Nathaniel 
Neiman, Jonathan Smeich, Rudolph Neiman, William 
Lichtenberger, B. F. Zarfos, Dr. J. M. Hyson, S. 5S. 
Sechrist, D. A. Miller, Levi Kaltreider, J. W. Zarfos, B. F. 
Leiberknight, Martin Neff, and W. H. Miller. The elec- 
tion of officers of the new born company resulted in Presi- 
dent, Nathaniel Neiman; Secretary, D. A. Miller, and 
Treasurer, Sylvester Eisenbaugh. A charter of incorpora- 
tion was granted on the 26th day of June, 1893, to the 
Red Lion Water Co. This charter bears the signature of 
Robert E. Patterson, then Governor of Pennsylvania. 

Ground was broken for the first reservoir on June 19, 
1893. A small reservoir, 12 feet by 36 feet and 12 feet 
deep, was erected. It still stands on the water company’s 
property on Fairmount Park. Price for labor paid at that 
time was 10 cents per hour, the prevailing wage. For the 
laying of the pipe lines, pipe fitters had to be brought 
here from York, no one living then in Red Lion was 
capable of doing this work. 

William Lichtenberger was chosen the first superin- 
tendent of the company June 8, 1894, at a salary of $15.00 
per year for his first term in office. Although this work 
did not require his full time on the job, the salary paid 
is significant of the struggling condition of the company 
in the days of its beginning. 

The first water supplied to Red Lion was pumped from 
a well 200 ft. deep, located on the present site of Fair- 








mount Park. The pumping device consisted of a hot air 
engine which was operated by Edward C. Mate. Before 
long, however, this well’s water supply proved inade- 
quate to cope with the growing demands of the town. 
In order to remedy this situation, spring water was 
resorted to as a source of supply. 

The first spring used was purchased from Maria Lentz, 
and was located at what is now known as the Martin 
Wagman farm. Eventually two other springs were added, 
one being on the Kaltreider farm and the other on the 
Downs farm. It was at this time that steam engines were 
installed as a source of power. 

We may mention that Aaron Meyer was the water 
engineer of the company and served his firm with admir- 
able devotion for nearly thirty years in the same capacity. 
His foresight and timely suggestions helped the company 
officials out of many difficult situations. 

The officials of the Red Lion Water Company, aware, 
as early as 1896, of the great opportunities and possibil- 
ities of Red Lion’s future growth and importance, en- 
gaged a certain Mr. McManigle to issue a small booklet 
called “Age”, extolling therein the virtues of Red Lion 
and asking home seekers and business enterprises to come 
to their little village.

In 1900, the large shingle reservoir was built on the 
company’s ground on Fairmount Park. This structure, 
50 by 100 by 12, was considered at that time a huge 
basin and of ample size to meet the needs of the town for 
years to come. However, today it is supplanted by the 
modern filtering plant and pumping station at Cabin Creek. 

From the time of incorporation in 1893 until 1899, the 
authorized capital stock had increased from $4,000.00 to 
$10,000.00. During the year 1899, this amount was raised 
to $40,000.00 and later on to $75,000.00.In 1922, the capi-

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talization of the Red Lion Water Company was increased 
to $150,000.00 and in 1925 it reached the commanding 
sum of $300,000.00. 

The last named increase, together with a large bond 
issue, enabled the Red Lion Water Co. to purchase the 
Dallastown-Yoe Water Co. and to erect their modern 
filtering plant and 
pumping station 
at Cabin Creek. 
At that time, the 
growth of Red 
Lion had been so 
enormous and the 
demand upon the 
water company 
had become cor- 
respondingly so 
immense that the 
old spring water 
system could no 
longer be consid- 
ered for drinking purposes, much less for the industrial 
demands. It was surely a master stroke on the part of the 
Red Lion Water Co. to approach this problem in the 
manner they did, assuming the entire financial burden. 
It is but another example of the farsightedness of our busi- 
ness men and their determined and progressive efforts. 

Today the company is rightly proud of its present 
equipment and the facilities it offers to the consuming 
public. The impounding lake contains 50,000,000 gallons 
of water, sufficient to supply Red Lion, Dallastown, and 
Yoe for four months. The station is equipped with rapid 
sand filters, and two separate and distinct electric pump- 
ing units, each capable of delivering 1,000,000 gallons of 
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water daily to the distribution system, which capacity 
surely compares favorably with the present consumption 
rate which is estimated at between 375,000 and 400,000 
gallons per day. 

The water, after being filtered and purified, is pumped 
through nearly four miles of 12-inch pipe, against a 525- 
foot head, to a 1,000,000-gallon concrete reservoir upon 
Fairmount Park, whence it is distributed by gravity to 
the above mentioned towns. 

Proud of its steady growth, many accomplishments 
and success as the Red Lion Water Co. may be, there re- 
mains uppermost in the minds of the officials and members 
of this concern the recollection of the pleasant associa- 
tions with the citizens of this community, which have

HE Town Council, composed of John W. 
Burger, Chief Burgess, Titus E. Neff, 
George M. Hildebrand, B. F. Zarfos, 
Adam Gebhard, Frederick Smith and 
Lewis Simon, had decided at its reg- 
ular meeting, September 7, 1889,to place 
ten more lights, between this date and 
November 1st following, about the 
streets of Red Lion, when the idea of 
the electric illumination came to them. 

Consequently, they rescinded the order that no action 

be taken in this matter until D. J. Weist, of York, Pa., 

had been seen in regard to using electric lights for the 
borough lighting system. From records available we learn 
that Dr. Weist was a promoter of electric light companies, 
endeavoring to organize in various communities companies 
and obtain charter and franchise for these companies. 

Thus he had made efforts to organize a company in Red 

Lion and supply, after obtaining the proper franchise, 

the light to the borough. The Council was ready to place 

electric lights provided a favorable contract could be made 

with the proposed light company. For that purpose a 

committee, consisting of J. W. Burger, B. F. Zarfos and 

Lewis Simon, was appointed to communicate and con- 

fer with Dr. Weist. After a comparison between oil and 








electric lamps, the Council decided to adopt the electric 
lighting system, “provided it will give satisfaction” 
(December 7, 1889) and notified Dr. Weist to have the 
lights placed within ten days. Apparently the borough 
had secured some electric light poles from John R. Saylor 
at fifty cents a piece and erected them. A bill for the 
poles was presented to Dr. Weist. It seems that at this 
juncture he dropped out of the picture. 
On March 1, 

1890, a committee 
composed of Rev. | 
P. W. Snyder, S. / 
S.-oechrist,-and 
Ruben Sprenkle, 
representing the 
Red Lion Electric 
Light Company, 
appeared before 
the Council with 
a petition signed 
by 62 citizens and 
property holders, 
asking for the 
right to put up poles and string wires through the streets 
and alleys of Red Lion and requesting the Council to

Electric Light Company is willing to furnish at 117 3¢ 
per sixteen candle power light per week and 134%oc 
per thirty-two candle power light per week. The prayer 
of the petitioners was granted as to the first part, but the 
Council agreed to adopt the thirty-two candle power 
light upon a 12% 9c rate per week and to install twenty 
such lights in the borough. An agreement to that effect 
was made between the Council and the Red Lion Electric 
Light Company on April 5, 1890. 

The Red Lion Electric Light Company was organized 
under the act of April 29, 1874. Letters Patent was issued 
to the company on May 19, 1890, for the purpose of 
supplying light, heat and power by means of electricity 
to the public at the Borough of Red Lion and to such per- 
sons, partnerships and corporations residing therein 
and adjacent thereto as may desire the same. 

On November 8, 1900, the power plant of the Red 
Lion Electric Light Company, which was located on 
Church Alley, about where the lumber yard of the 
Arnold Lumber Company is situated today, was com- 
pletely destroyed by fire. The old contract was declared 
ended and a new one entered into with the provision that 
the street lights be placed in the center of the streets 
and alleys.

At the very beginning of 1905, George R. Heisey, of 
Lancaster, Pa., proposed to the directors of the Red Lion 
Electric Light Company to purchase the entire plant as 
well as all the rights, privileges and franchises of their 
company. On January 11, 1905, a meeting of the stock- 
holders of the Red Lion Electric Light Co. was held at 
the residence of Nathaniel Neiman, where the office of 
the company was located, and, by a unanimous vote, 
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authorized the Board of Directors to enter into a contract 
of sale. Such an agreement was executed, consummating 
the sale on January 23, 1905. The directors in office at 
the time of the sale were: B. F. Zarfos, W. A. Taylor, 
J. M. Hyson, J. Smeich, J. W. Zarfos, Fred Smith, and 
Nathaniel Neiman. 


York &? Winpsor Exectric LIGHT 
ComMPANY 


The stockholders of the electric light company, at a 
meeting held March 15, 1905, adopted and ratified an 
agreement of merger and consolidation with three other 
lighting companies, which had been organized just a few 
months previously, namely, Yoe Electric Light Com- 
pany, Dallastown Electric Light Company, and Windsor 
Electric Light Company. Thus a new company was 
formed, thereafter known as York and Windsor Electric 
Light Company. The merger agreement was filed in the 
office of the Secretary of the Commonwealth, Pa., on 
March 8, 1905, and letters patent was issued April Ist, 
thus officially creating the York & Windsor Electric 
Light Company. B. F. Zarfos was then President of the 
Electric Light Company and H. E. Craley, Secretary. 

From July, 1907, until the early part of 1908, the direc- 
tors of the York & Windsor Electric Light Company 
were planning to dispose of the old power house equip- 
ment and to purchase current from the Edison Light & 
Power Company, of York. This idea and plan was soon 
thereafter realized. The action marked the first stepping 
stone toward another more significant and far reaching 
merger. 

Epison Licut & Power COMPANY 


The York & Windsor Electric Light Company con- 
tinued to operate as such until 1913, when on May 8, 
1913, this company, together with fifteen other duly 
organized lighting companies, entered into a merger, form- 
ing a new company, the Edison Light and Power Com- 
pany. Comparatively small was the number of customers 
which the York & Windsor Electric Light Company 
served in its days. Today there are over sixteen hundred 
consumers of electricity in the Borough of Red Lion and 
immediate vicinity. There is no better evidence for the 
growth and advance of the Electric Light Company and 
the service it renders than this wonderful increase in the 
number of subscribers and consumers. 

As Red Lion Borough grew in prominence and ex- 
panded in business and industry, the Edison Light & 
Power Company, like a good manufacturer, kept close 
watch over the needs of this section and adopted a policv 
of operation which was designed to provide adequate 
service. The realization of this policy meant an expendi 
ture of several hundred thousand dollars within the past

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ten years to make possible the following improvements: 

In July, 1920, a sub-station was established at Red 
Lion and a new equipment installed at the expense of 
$19,000.00, consisting of large transformers and convert- 
ing apparatus. The old equipment at the power house 
was found inadequate and subsequently abandoned. 

Red Lion was hitting a rapid stride in her growth. The 
consumption of electric current increased proportionately. 
To take care of the requirements of the borough and her 
people, six large transformers were installed at the Red 
Lion substation at an expenditure of $13,000.00. This 
occurred during July, 1924. One year later again, during 
the month of July, the entire sub-station was rearranged 
to provide for additional distribution circuits and feeder 
regulators. This work necessitated an outlay of $4,000.00. 
The vast improvements of the Red Lion Water Company 
in 1925 necessitated further installation of new equip- 
ment. Consequently, a bank of transformers was set up 
especially to serve the needs of the Red Lion Water 
Company, representing an investment of $2,500.00. 

Red Lion was becoming a very important sub-station 
for the Edison Light & Power Company. Indeed, condi- 
tions became more crowded from day to day at this sta- 
tion. To relieve and improve this situation, and assure 
customers of continued service, the Edison Light & Power 
Company decided on the erection of a new out-door sub- 
station at a new location near the borough limits of the

western end of the town. Operations on the construction 
of this new sub-station with a capacity of 2,500 KVA 
was started in January, 1929. A few months later, work 
was begun on the erection of a new 13,000 volt line, ex- 
tending from York to Red Lion over a new route, largely 





over a private right of way. These improvements in- 
volved an expense of $105,000.00 for line and sub-station. 
Service was first rendered from the new sub-station on 


September 3, 1929. 

When the new 
Red Lion Cabinet 
Company asked 
for a special elec- 
tric service of 
1,500 horse power, 
the Edison Light 
& Power Com- 
pany decided to 
build an entirely 
new circuit from 
the new out-door 
sub-station to the 
most modern 
plant of the Red 
Lion Cabinet Company to supply this firm’s requirements. 
The installation of this service meant an outlay of $12, 
000.00. In February, 1930, this new line was put into 
service and the old temporary line removed. 

In order to correct the old voltage conditions and to

improve regulation, primary and secondary circuits were 
revamped throughout the entire Red Lion district at an 
expenditure of $26,000.00. This work was carried out 
during the winter of 1929 and 1930.

HE question of street railway service to 
Red Lion was one which took quite 
some time for the Council to decide 
and was the cause of many long, heated 
and serious regular and extra sessions. 
The question dates back to the closing 
year of the preceding century. Or- 
dinances were passed, changed, abro- 
gated, remade, re-offered and ballotted 
on. From records available, we gain the 

information that the Council was hopelessly split on the 

question over what streets the street railway tracks are 
to be laid and what streets are to be excluded. Some of the 
borough fathers were inclined to grant the railway 
company the right of franchise for almost every street 
and avenue in the borough, while others were willing to 
grant the right for the streets absolutely required. 

Broadway from the west boundary line to Main Street, 

Main Street from the Square to the north boundary line, 

the entire length of First Avenue, High Street and Gay 

Street from Main Street east to borough line, was one of 

the plans advocated by members of the Council. An 

ordinance was passed on July 17, 1901, three voting 
against and four voting for the proposition, whereby the 

York & Dallastown Electric Railway Company, its 

successors and assigns are granted the right to construct 

a trolley line over and along the following streets and 

highways of the Borough of Red Line, namely, upon 

Broadway from its western terminal to Main Street, 

over Main Street to the northern boundary line, upon 

High Street from its intersection with Main Street to the 

eastern boundary line of the borough. 

On October 21, 1901, a Mr. Thompson of the York & 
York Furnace Traction Co., appeared before the Council 
and offered plans for a trolley line to be built from York 
to York Furnace, from Red Lion to Stewartstown and 
from Red Lion to Long Level and asked permission to be 
given the right of way over the following streets: High 
Street from western borough line to eastern borough 
limits; Main Street from High Street to southern bound- 
ary line; East Broadway from Main Street to eastern 
boundary line. The Council agreed to the request 
providing that the York & York Furnace Traction Co. 
comply with certain conditions which the Borough 
Council may demand in the near future.

On November 1, 1901, a request was presented by 
Messrs. Lanius and Geesey to the Council in regular session 
asking for permission to be granted to the Red Lion & 
Windsor Electric Railway Co. for the construction of 
its street car line 
on certain streets 


Finally on Jan- 
uary 23, 1902, an 
ordinance was en- 
acted whereby the 
Chief Burgess and 
Council of the 
Borough of Red 
Lion grant per- 
mission to the Red 
Lion & Windsor 
Street Railway 
Co., its successors 
and assigns, to construct, operate and maintain a single 
line of track of street railway upon West Broadway to 
intersection by Main Street; upon Main Street to the 
northern boundary line of the borough; upon Charles St. 
from Broadway to High Street; over, upon and across the 
overhead bridge under erection over the Maryland & 
Pennsylvania Railroad on Charles Street; upon High 
Street from Charles Street to the eastern boundary line 
of the borough; upon Gay Street from Main to the 
eastern borough limits; upon First Avenue from the 
northwestern boundary line of the borough to the inter- 
section of First Avenue by Main Street. Among the 
many provisions of this ordinance were that construction 
of the street railway line in the borough shall commence 
within one year after the passage and approval of the 
ordinance and shall be completed within two years from 
the date of passage and approval, that the ordinance 
approved on the 26th day of November, 1901, and all 
ordinances and parts of ordinances inconsistent with the 
present one are repealed. 

The consent of Windsor Township for the construc- 
tion of a street railway line from Red Lion to Windsor, 
Pa., and points east had already been obtained during 
October, 1901. An agreement was reached in June, 1902, 
between the Red Lion & Windsor Street Railway Co. 
and the Maryland & Pennsylvania Railroad whereby

The 
construction of the street railway line was begun at once 
and rushed with all possible dispatch. The work was 
completed to such an extent that, toward the end of 1902 
or the beginning of 1903, service could be installed and 
the first street car operated into Red Lion.

During the extensive street paving program of Red 
Lion Borough beginning in 1922, the York Railways Co., 
which had succeeded the Red Lion & Windsor Street 
Railway Co., reconstructed and rebuilt its entire line 
through Red Lion Borough and paved the entire roadbed 









to conform with the modern street improvements of the 
borough. Thus Broadway was paved, during 1922, and 
Charles Street and High Street to the eastern borough 
limits, during 1923. An additional improvement at the 
western entrance into Red Lion was made by the York 
Railways Co. when the highway between Red Lion 
and Dallastown was rebuilt, during 1928. These improve- 
ments, during the past eight years, have been carried 
through at a great outlay of money by the York Railways 
Co. Moreover, the equipment of the company is kept up 
to the highest standard, thus enabling the company to 
maintain a most efficient passenger and freight service 
between Red Lion Borough, Windsor and York. 


THE Rep LION AND AIRVILLE 
STREET Raitway Co. 


On March 1, 1907, an ordinance passed the third 
reading of the Borough Council and was accordingly 
adopted, whereby the Red Lion & Ajirville Street Rail- 
way Co., its successors and assigns, were granted theright 
to construct, maintain and operate a street railway line 
along and over East Broadway to the terminal of the 
Red Lion & Windsor Street Railway Co. at the inter- 
section of Broadway and Main Street (Square). Later on, 
June 7, 1907, thissame company, upon request, was given 
the permission to enter the Borough of Red Lion upon 
South Main Street, providing, however, that in such an 
event the Red Lion & Ajirville Street Railway Co. 
would forfeit its right to East Broadway. This was the 
last transaction which the Borough of Red Lion had with 
this concern. The proposed plan never materialized.

“Where Economy Rules” 
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INTERBOROUGH GAS & FUEL 
COMPANY 


HE use of illuminating gas in Red Lion 
goes back to about the years 1910 and 
1911. In those days, a company in the 
neighboring Borough of Dallastown, 
the Interurban Gas & Fuel Supply Co., 
with gas works located between that 
town and Red Lion along the M. & P. 
Railroad, supplied the illuminant. It 
seems, however, that this company met 
with little success financially. Various 

parties became successively interested in the enterprise, 

but, for some reason or other, could not make a go of it. 

No business records of the York County Gas Co. are

had before February 15th, 1921. When this concern 
finally failed in business, the Franklin Trust Co., of Phila- 
delphia, Pa., became trustee of the company and holder 
of the mortgage. On February 15, 1921, a body of citizens 
of Red Lion held a meeting in the ofhce of the York 
County Gas Co. at Dallastown, Pa. The following persons 
were present: D. A. Horn, J. F. Streavig, W. H. Toomey, 
G.N. Yagle, G. A. Althouse, 5. S. Laucks. D. A. Horn 


was chosen temporary chairman, Althouse temporary 


secretary. It was decided to perfect a permanent organi 


zation and elect officers. The following Board of Directors 
was elected: Pres., D. A. Horn; Vice-Pres., W. H. 
Toomey; Secretary and General Manager, G. A. Alt- 
house; Treas., G. N. Yagle. These men purchased the 
holdings of the old York County Gas Co. and, by a unan- 
imous vote, decided to call the new organization the Inter- 
borough Gas & Fuel Co. A charter was applied for and 
granted on the 22nd day of June, 1921, signed by Gov. 


Wm. C. Sproul and Secretary of the Commonwealth, 
Cyrus E. Woods. 

On May 31, 1921, the by-laws were changed, increas- 
ing the Board of Directors from six to seven members. 
C. E. Smith, cashier of the Farmers & Merchants Na- 
tional Bank, was elected as the seventh member of the 
Board and treasurer of the company to succeed G. N. 
Yagle, the latter being made vice-president. On March 
13, 1925, S. S. Laucks tendered his resignation as director 
of the Interborough Gas & Fuel Co. and sold his holdings 
to H. W. McGuigan, who, in turn, became director of 
the company. On December 1, 1925, the owners of the 
Interborough Gas & Fuel Co. sold out their entire hold- 
ings to the Southern Utilities Corporation. This com- 
pany operated gas properties only in southern territories. 
The Interborough Gas & Fuel Co. was an outlying pos- 
session and, for that reason, did not prove a profitable 
investment. Consequently, after an operation of seven 
months, the Southern Utilities Corporation sold the com- 
pany to the Pennsylvania Gas & Electric Company of 
York, Pa. G. C. Althouse was retained as General Man- 
ager up to the time when his health failed. 

October. 1, 1926; H: 
W. Lauer, office man- 
ager of the P.G. & E.C. 
of York, was transferred 
toaked Lion to: take 
charge of the Interbor- 
ough Gas & Fuel Co. as 
its general manager. 
During the latter part of 
1926, when the new 
owners took over the 
property, it was realized 
that the old company’s 
machinery was inefh- 
cient and worn out, and, 
if they wanted to give 
adequate service to the 
customers, it would 
either be necessary to build entirely new gas works or 
run a line from York and be supplied with gas from 
York. The latter course was chosen because it was 
thought that better service could be rendered from a 
larger unit than from a small one. The new line was com-

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pleted in January, 1927; the machinery of the old gas 
plant was dismantled. In February, 1927, the old gas 
company's works were discontinued; gas was supplied 
through the new line from York. 

At that time, the Interborough Gas & Fuel Co. had 
less than 1,200 customers. Today there are 1,700 cus- 
tomers on the list of the new owners. The users of gas 
have increased, due to better rates and better service. 
The consumption of gas has more than doubled. Supply 
was made possible by adequate and high pressure Worth- 
ington pumps. A double pumping system is maintained. 
Reliable service has filled the people with confidence to 





such an extent that a majority of the citizens in this 
section have gone to an all-year-round use of gas for 
cooking and water heating; and, occasionally, for heating 
houses. At the present time, due to the fact that a large 
percentage of the people in this territory are employed in 
factories, there exists the unusual condition that most of 
the gas is sold during peak loads (dinner and supper 
time). For this reason, it has become necessary for the 
company to install a large relief holder between Dallas- 
town and Red Lion which will supply better service dur- 
ing these peak loads. This relief holder is to be finished 
by June 1, 1930.

ARLY in the spring of 1892, a certain 
Mr. Woodburn, ex-colonel of the south- 
ern army, a printer and newspaper man 
by trade, came to Red Lion. He ex- 
pressed a desire to start a weekly news 
paper in this community. Several of the 
influential men of town became inter- 
ested in his proposition and endorsed 
his papers for the purchase of the nec- 
essary equipment. 

During the summer of the same year the first local print 
shop was opened with a 13 by 19 job press, a cutting 
machine, five series of job type and several hundred 
pounds of body type as equipment. The place of business 
was a room in the cigar factory of George McGuigan. 
Colonel Woodburn and Warren Lock had entered into a 
partnership, but the old colonel, being without funds, 
had to relinquish this partnership and J. B. Herrman 











secured half of the interest in the business in September, 
1892. During the same month, the first issue of a weekly 
newspaper was offered for sale. 

It was an eight-page, five-column paper, known as a 
“patent” sheet. The paper was called “The Red Lion 
Press” and contained, among others, the following arti 
cles: “Give a Kind Word When You Can”, “How the 
Sale Was Lost”’,“* The Danger of Frame Towns’, “Pennsyl- 
vania Dutch”, “Shall We Lose Our Lights”, “Value of 
Common Sense”, “Rules Governing Election”, an orig’ 
inal poem, “The Kicker’’, Editorial, brief locals, and items 
from nearby towns. The life of the paper was short. 
Advertising was hard to obtain, and subscribers were 
not enough. J. B. Herrman withdrew from the business, 
and the paper died. In 1893, the printing equipment was 
sold to J. B. Herrman and Robert E. Glenn, the highest 
bidders, who continued the business jointly for a short 
while. Thereafter, Mr. Herrman carried on the business,

In 1893, John E. Detwiler opened a job printing shop 
on East Broadway which later he moved to East High 
Street, where he continued this business until about 1900. 


WALTER QO. SMITH 


In 1899, Walter O. Smith established a print shop on 
East High Street, which has continuously been in opera- 
tion to this present day. From 1916 until 1921, he pub- 
lished the “Red Lion News’, a weekly. Printing jobs of 
many kinds and forms are turned out by this shop for 
churches, institutions and business places. Some of the 
larger books printed are “New Facts of Astronomy”, 
‘Forty Years of History”, and others. The present equip- 
ment of this shop consists of four automatic and hand-fed 
jobbers. 

In 1895 to 1896, two monthly journals were published 
and mailed from Red Lion, viz., “The Young Collector”, 
published by Walter O. Smith, and “The York County 
Lutheran”, edited by Rev. H. Burkey. 

In January, 1910, A. P. G. Smith published a little 
weekly called “Booster and Advertiser’ which was the 
beginning of the “Red Lion News.” Some time after, sev- 
eral local merchants, T. C. Miller, W. F. Boeckel, Zarfos

&? Burg, H. W. Sheeler, and H. E. Innerst, continued this 
paper for several years. It was issued every two weeks 
from the print shop of W. O. Smith and distributed in 
Red Lion, Windsor, and Yoe, having a circulation of 
about 2,000. 


In 1915, N. Neiman Craley, Dale Dietz, and Herbert 
Smith issued the paper in regular weekly size and sold 
subscriptions. It was printed at the American Printery, 
at York, Pa. At the same time, Paul Runkle issued several 
numbers of a weekly paper. 

In the fall of 1916, Walter O. Smith purchased the 
cylinder press and bought the interests of the “Red Lion 
News” from Dale Dietz and Herbert Smith, the owners, 
and published the paper until 1921, when the press was 
sold to V. O. Reichard, who continued the paper for 
almost a year.

On February 7, 1924, the first issue of the “Red 
Lion Sun” appeared. This was published by the 
Red Lion Publishing Company, F. C. Griel, Editor. 
This paper was taken over by D. H. Webster on 
May 1, 1926. Finally, the publication was purchased 
on November 1, 1927, by Raymond W. Roth. The 
present personnel consists of Raymond W. Roth, 
Editor and Publisher; O. H. Smith, Advertising Man- 
ager; P. Quinn Roth, Circulation Manager. 


C. C. HerRMAN 


In 1902, Claude C. Herrman bought out his father’s 
interest in the printing business. When C. E. Mayes, in 
1911, erected the present post-office building, C. C. Herr- 
man moved his printing shop from across the street to 
the second floor of the post-office building. In 1925, the 
post-office building was extended to the west, and the 
printing plant was moved into this new addition. 

Claude C. Herrman was born in Windsor Township, 
January 4, 1880. He moved to Red Lion with his parents 
in 1883. Since 1894 the name Herrman has been closely 
linked, in this community, with commercial printing for 
business enterprises.

LL work and no play makes Johnny a dull 
boy”, is but too true. There must be 
something in every community to supply 
this craving of the human soul and pro- 
vide relaxation and wholesome pastime 
after the day’s work is done. The moral 
as well as the business interests of the 
community demand such a policy for 
self-protection. As the town developed, 
grew and kept step with the progress of 

civilization, the demands of the people progressed like- 

wise. The time of medicine shows and other presentations 
of road companies of early days was doomed with the 
advent of moving pictures. 

Red Lion saw her first movie in 1912. Ellsworth Carver 
was at that time running moving picture shows in the 
Sheeler Building. They were the days of the 5c show. 
Many residents perhaps still remember when Mr. Carver 
would stand in front of his show room and invite the 
crowd with his customary invitation: “There is a good 
one on tonight. 5c. Please step in.” There was one draw 
back to this enterprise. Mr. Carver had no asbestos booth 
as required by law. He was notified by the respective 
State Department to discontinue the show business or 
install such a booth. Mr. Carver did not have the money; 
he discontinued or rather sold out to Howard W. Sheeler, 
who ran the movies for about two more months and then 
quit. 

Finally, William Spangler obtained an asbestos booth 
in 1913 and opened a moving picture place in the Spangler 
Building with Robert Quigley as manager and operator. 
Toward the end of 1913, J. H. Quigley opened a moving 
picture house at the Square in the building which was 
but recently torn down to make room for the new Sheeler 
Building. Robert Quigley became the operator. This 
enterprise did not turn out as was expected, in as much 
as the Red Lion Opera House was being erected and 
opened on February 22, 1914, thus offering strong com- 
petition. Again H. W. Sheeler came to the rescue, buying 
out Mr. Quigley and turning the property into a place 
of business, leasing it successively to the Red Lion 
Machine Co. (Eli Flinchbaugh), Titus Neff, Henry Holt- 
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zinger, Keystone Tractor & Implement Co., D. E. Horn 
&? Co. 

The continued demand for a place of amusement which 
would be adequate to the town growth and needs was 
recognized when J. A. Miller and other public spirited 
citizens launched a movement to build an opera house. 
A company was formed and chartered in 1913. A brick 
building of modern design and construction was erected 
at a cost of $22,000.00. This building, 70 x 114 feet and 
50 feet high, having a seating capacity of 1,100, with a 
stage 35 by 68 feet, a sufhcient number of dressing rooms 
and a spacious basement under the entire building, was 
fitted up and equipped with what was considered in those 
days the last word of theatrical comfort and accommoda- 
tion. The Red Lion Opera House Association, as this 
organization was known, was made up of the following 
officers and directors: H. W. Sheeler, President; Dr. J. M. 
Hyson, Treasurer; J. A. Miller, Secretary; Horace Welty, 
C. E. Smith, D. A. Miller, and Dr. C. N. Trout. The 
theatre was formally opened on or about February 22, 
1914, when a stock company appeared in dramatic 
productions. 

The attractive building served the people of Red Lion 
as an excellent show house for a number of years until in 
1921 W. J. Rothensis acquired the management of the 
place. Photoplays were coming into popularity and driv- 
ing away dramatic plays, vaudeville, and other produc- 
tions. Under his management, the moving picture service 
in Red Lion was greatly improved. He continued the 
operation of this place until 1927. 

On the first of January of this year, he formally opened 
the Lion Theatre which he had erected on North Main 
Street, near the Square of the town, at a great cost. The 
new Lion Theatre has a seating capacity of eleven hun- 
dred people. Its furnishings, equipment and appoint- 
ments are most select, refined and artistic, designed to 
offer comfort, pleasure and satisfaction in an unlimited 
way to the patrons. It goes without saying that the 
Lion Theatre is the most beautiful playhouse in southern 
Pennsylvania. The credit for this outstanding feature of 
present Red Lion deservedly belongs to W. J. Rothensis.

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FAIRMOUNT PARK 


AIRMOUNT Park represents the high- 
est location in Red Lion Borough; its 
elevation is at least 900 feet above mean 
tide at Philadelphia and 538 feet above 
Continental Square, York, Pa. While the 
access from the west is easy and almost 
unnoticeable, the slopes to the south, 
east and north are rather prominent. 
The land originally belonged to the 
estate of Mrs. Catherine Meyer and 

comprises now eleven acres and forty-nine perches. 

The Park owes its origin to a controversy between the 
York Railways Company on the one side and some min- 
isters and churches on the other side, over the running 
of street cars on Sundays to Highland Park. This occurred 
about 1891. J. A. Miller, a son-in-law of Mrs. Catherine 
Meyer, realizing a good opportunity, received permission 
to clear a part of the grounds, now known as Fairmount 
Park, for picnic purposes. At first, there was nothing but 
a partly cleared wooded plot. But the calls for these woods 
for picnic purposes were many so that during the fol- 
lowing year a large pavilion with refreshment stand 
was erected. 

Many excursions and picnics from York, Delta and 
surrounding points came to Fairmount Park. The excur- 
sionists would usually leave the train at the railroad cut, 
where Charles Street bridge is located today. Roughly 
made steps enabled the people to come to the top of the 
cut. The Park was rented for picnic or social purposes 
to whomsoever applied. 

In the spring of 1909, Louis W. Jackson (now deceased) 
leased the Park of Mrs. Catherine Meyer and continued 
to do so until 1917. During his management of the Park 
a large circular dance pavilion and other small buildings 
for various amusements were built. This dance hall 
burned to the ground during the winter of 1916-1917 
and was never rebuilt. During the years 1915-1917 inclu- 
sive, the Red Lion Grange conducted an annual event at 
the Park, which was known in those days as the Red Lion 
Fair. After the third year, this affair was discontinued. 





M. J. Spangler and S$. H. Emswiler became the lessees 
of the Park for the years 1917, 1918, 1919 and conducted 
a fair known as the Red Lion Gala Week. Thousands of 
people were attracted to Red Lion and the Park, while 
these weekly fairs were in progress. 

In 1920, the estate of Mrs. Catherine Meyer was set- 
tled and disposed of. To the credit of J. A. Miller it must 


‘be said that Red Lion today owes to him the ownership 


of Fairmount Park. Indeed, it was he who was instru- 
mental in and made possible the transfer of this plot of 
ground to the Borough of Red Lion (August, 1920). 
Without his efforts and good-will, Red Lion would not 
have been able to acquire ownership of this valuable and 
beautifully located piece of land. 

In 1921, R. M. Spangler leased the Park from the 
Borough of Red Lion and has continued to do so until 
this present day. He continued the annual show of the 
Red Lion Gala Week, which has gained from year to 
year in popularity, in attendance, and in results from a 
business standpoint. During the past several years, from 
35,000 to 60,000 people have attended this fair.

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FAIRMOUNT CEMETERY 


HE Fairmount Cemetery was surveyed 
and laid out in 1886 by Squire Seth Min- 
nich and Jacob Wallace, surveyor of 
East Prospect, Pa., upon land owned by 
Mrs. Catherine Meyer in the north- 
eastern part of the borough. It was an 
important step in the right direction and 
was heartily endorsed as such by Dr. 
J. M. Hyson who was a member of the 
surveying party. 

In 1916, Mrs. Catherine Meyer sold her interest in 
the Fairmount Cemetery to her daughter and son-in-law, 
Mr. and Mrs. J. A. Miller who, during the succeeding 
years, made many improvements. In 1920, when the 
Meyer estate was sold, J. A. Miller purchased two acres 
of ground and added them to the existing acreage of Fair- 
mount Cemetery. It was on this occasion that the entire 
plot of ground of the cemetery was re-surveyed and 
rearranged. 

Charles D. Meyer, a son of Mrs. Catherine Meyer, 
was the first person to be buried in Fairmount Cemetery. 
This occurred in the year 1887 when the work of laying 
out the ground was hardly completed. During the same 
year, Mr. and Mrs. J. A. Miller lost a boy. The laying 
out of the cemetery had not as yet been finished. There- 
fore, his parents buried him temporarily along the bound- 
ary line and later re-interred him in the family lot. 





Rep LIon CEMETERY ASSOCIATION 


A number of citizens, interested in the welfare of Red 
Lion and vicinity, met in the Directors’ room of the 


Farmers & Merchants National Bank on April 13, 1923, 
to organize the Red Lion Cemetery Association. The Asso- 
ciation was incorporated during the same year for the 
purpose of establishing and developing a cemetery which 
would be a credit to Red Lion and vicinity and be oper- 
ated on a perpetual basis. A provision holds that the 
Board of Governors is not to be compensated for its 
services. 

Extensive plans have already been made since this 
organization came into being. Additional adjoining prop- 
erty has been purchased, extending, at the present time, 
the development from the upper to the lower road lead- 
ing to Windsor. When the work is completed, Red Lion 
Cemetery will be one of the most beautiful cemeteries 
in southern Pennsylvania. 

At the present time a Mausoleum is being erected 
joining the new and old cemeteries. At a meeting of the 
Board of Governors on February 28, 1930, the remaining 
vacant lots of the old cemetery were acquired of J. A. 
Miller by the Red Lion Cemetery Association with the 
intent of likewise beautifying this section and creating 
an endowment fund, subscribed by those interested in 
the old section to enable the administration to take care 
of these graves on the same perpetual basis as the new 
section is being looked after today.

Lions CLus 


On January 2, 1924, there came into being in the town 
of Red Lion an organization which was destined to play 
a most important role in the development of this commu- 
nity, in its progress and civic affairs. It was the Lions 
Club, the first civic service organization of this community. 

The meeting of organization was held in the Red Lion 
Opera House on the date mentioned and was attended 
by 47 prospective members from Red Lion and her sister 
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borough, Dallastown. The Lions Club, OUnY Otks ba. 
assisted in and, so to say, fathered the organization. The 
subsequent election of officers resulted as follows: Presi- 
dent, T. E. Brooks; First Vice-President, H. L. Haines; 
Second Vice-President, C. S. LaMotte; Third Vice- 
President, Rev. R. J. McKeehan; Secretary, V. D. Frey; 
Treasurer, A. S. Benedick. The following members con- 
stituted the Board of Directors: M. R. Fleming, H. W. 
Sheeler, D. Frank Kaltreider, C. S. LaMotte, and Purd 
O. Reidel. 

Before the following meeting on January 15, the mem- 
bers from the Borough of Dallastown resigned their indt- 
vidual memberships in the Club, leaving it a purely local 
organization. At first the bi-weekly luncheons were held 
in the lodge hall of the Spangler Building. 

As its first civic undertaking, the Club assisted Chief 
Burgess Haines in the organization of a curb market and 
its necessary arrangements. This innovation is still in 
existence and has found unusual favor with the general 
public. The Homecoming Week, Nov. 27th to 30th in- 
clusive, 1924, was sponsored in its entirety by the Lions 
Club. At that time, the Lions banqueted 175 friends and 
former residents of Red Lion. The celebration itself 
proved a huge success and made a deep impression upon 
the minds of many. 

The first community Christmas decorations were an- 
other creation of the Lions Club and provided by the 
same in 1924. This Yuletide arrangement has become an 
annual affair of the organization. 

The drive of the York Hospital in Red Lion for funds 
was supervised by the Lions during April, 1925. The sum 
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West Broapway—1930 


of $450.00 was netted for the Hospital Association. 

The officers for the year 1925-1926 were H. L. Haines, 
President; N. Neiman Craley, Secretary and Treasurer. 
During this year, the Club was very active. Here are but 
a few of its undertakings: The Lions advocated the in- 
stallation of light signals at Charles Street and Broadway, 
Charles Street and First Avenue, Main Street and High 
Street, for the protection of the school children; the 
organization of the Visiting Nurse Association must be 
attributed to the initiative and enterprising spirit of the 
Lions Club and its members. A record of this activity 
is given in other columns of this book. It was the Lions 
Club who initiated the movement to secure a better high- 
way between Red Lion and Dallastown, which efforts 
finally resulted in the building of the present concrete 
roadway. The athletic field for the High School was 
secured largely through the endeavors of the Lions Club. 
The first spectacular display of community fireworks on 
the Fourth of July was due to the initiative and civic 
spirit of Lionism. 

During the year 1926-1927 these members occupied the 
following chairs: President, H. W. Sheeler; Secretary and 
Treasurer, V. D. Frey. During this year, the Lions Club 
placed road signs between Red Lion and Dallastown, 
conducted the drive for the York Hospital, made a sub- 
stantial contribution toward the relief to the needy and 
suffering in the storm-stricken territories, furnished again 
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the Christmas decorations for the Square, and carried on 
the drive for the Visiting Nurse Association. 

For the year 1927-1928, the following served asofhicers: 
President, Walter Rothensis; Secretary and Treasurer, 
Henry E. Craley. During this year the Lions Club advo- 
cated the purchase of an automobile for the visiting nurse 
of Red Lion and contributed $100.00 toward the cost. 

During the year 1928-1929, the newly elected ofhcers, 
S. S. Laucks, President; Donald E. Hollway, Secretary and 
Treasurer, served with much credit and success. Besides 
the many activities which had become a mere routine 
work, the Club entered upon a new field. Red Lion was 
without a supervised public playground for her smaller 
children. The Lions Club not only contributed very 
liberally towards the project of such a playground, but 
was instrumental in the securing of the ground, in the 
installation of the equipment, and in the finding of a 
competent instructor. As a further activity of this year 
may be mentioned the contest which was held under the 
auspices of the Lions Club to secure a proper motto 
which would fittingly characterize our town in its en 
tirety. The Lions Club offered a $20.00 gold piece as the 
coveted prize. Mrs. D. Walter Seitz was declared the 
winner, hers being the following slogan: “Red Lion, 
Where Business Thrives and Good Homes Abound.”

BASEBALL 


HIS great national sport has filled a very 
large niche in the social and physical 
life of Red Lion Borough. Forty-one 
years have passed since the organiza- 
tion of the first baseball team, and, from 
the year 1889 up to the present time, 
representative teams have earned en- 
viable records which are in keeping

The first baseball field was located on the present site 

of Peter McGuigan’s residence and garage. On this field 

the first game was played between the Red Lion Baseball 

Team and a group known as “Little Potatoes Hard to 

Peel.” It turned out that the Potatoes were the victors 

and the defeat caused the older team to disband and a 


new organization was perfected, some from the old organ- 
ization and others from the new. The roster of the old 
timers was: catch, F. O. Smith and J. B. Herrman; 
pitch, Pius O. Olp; 1b, James B. Peeling; 2b, George D. 
Burger; 3b, R. T. Smith; ss, Zenith Runkle; rf, John D. 
Spangler; cf, Pius W. Grim; If, Frank Paules. After the 
reorganization, Bert C. Smith replaced Pius Olp as pitcher; 
catch, S. H. Herrman; 1b, P. O. Olp; 2b, F. O. Smith; 
3b, T. E. Brooks; ss, Joe Morningstar; cf, Howard Young. 

Baseball, in the early days, was subject to many differ- 
ent rules and regulations. Five strikes were allowed to a 
batsman, and he also had the preference by requesting 
the kind of a ball he liked, whether a shoulder ball, hip 
ball or knee ball, and, unless it was as desired, it was 
called a ball. The first glove used by the catcher consisted 
of an ordinary kid glove with the fingers cut away. The 
catcher would remain far enough in the rear on all balls 
pitched with the exception of the last strike when he

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would come up under the bat to make the catch. The 
first catcher’s glove was made by John E. Miller who 
fashioned same over a keg stave. Bert C. Smith was one 
of the few curve ball pitchers in this locality and, during 
a game, played later between Windsor and Red Lion, 
four umpires were used before the game was ended. No 
person could determine why the visiting players could 
not hit the ball, and he was finally accused of throwing 
“crooked balls.” At last to prove that the ball. was cap- 
able of curving over the plate, he was ordered to throw 
a ball so as to curve around a nearby tree. After many 
such arguments the game was finally ended. 

The next location of the playing field was the site on 
which the Red Lion Furniture Company plant now 
stands, after which it was located on Fairmount Park 
near South Charles Street. Later it was moved farther 
west on this same tract where the most exciting and 
interesting games of baseball history were played. In 
1901, McSherrystown was the opposing team with 
Eddie Plank as their pitcher. A team composed of H. L. 
Haines, catcher; Bert C. Smith, pitcher; Bert Bush, 1b; 
Sam Bush, 2b; Joe Roberts, ss; “Josh” LaMotte, 3b; 
Chet Shields, rf; Lee Boughter, cf; and C. C. Herrman, rf, 
defeated Plank in this game. The calibre of ball played 
may easily be determined when during the following

year Plank was signed up by the Philadelphia Athletics, 
and other players, such as Sherdel, “Hinkey” Haines, 
Heathcote, Plitt, Zimmerman, Wrightstone, reached the 
Minor and Major Leagues and many of them are still 
there. 

Red Lion can boast of but one player to reach the 
Majors, one Henry L. “Hinkey” Haines. “Hinkey”’ re- 
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ceived his first training under his father, Harry L. Haines, 
who played on Lion teams from early in the 90's to 1918, 
first as a short stop and then as a catcher. His next train- 
ing was on High School teams and later with the regular 
team, he, entering his first game on July 19, 1913, against 
Steelton. After graduation from Red Lion High School, 
he went to Lebanon Valley College and later upon 
entering Penn State, was heralded as one of the greatest 
athletes that ever graduated from that institution, hav- 
ing excelled in Baseball, Football and Basket-Ball. At 
Penn State he was signed up by the New York Yankees 
and later was farmed out to Jersey City of the Interna- 
tional League and to Louisville of the American Asso- 
ciation. While with the Yanks, he participated in the 
World’s Series of 1923, against the New York Giants. 
He later played with Rochester and Reading of the Inter- 
national League and then with York of the New York- 
Pennsylvania League. At the time of this writing he is 
leading the International League as a member of the 
Montreal Club. 

From Fairmount Park the playing field was removed 
to North Main Street where other Lion teams proved 
their superiority. Baseball, at this time, was being spon- 
sored by the Red Lion Athletic Association, consisting 
of the following men, the majority of whom were former 
players: P. C. Flinchbaugh, H. L. Haines, W. J. Neff, 
R.E. Glenn, E. E. Tyson, Samuel Herrman, J. B. Herrman, 
D. Frank Kaltreider, T. L. Kaltreider, and C. C. Herrman. 
To these men practically all the credit for the success of 
Baseball can be given, together with the regular enthu- 
siasts who so nobly supported the teams when assistance 
was needed. Managers who served from the original team 
up to the later years were: Harry Strobeck, Charles 
Dietrich, T. L. Kaltreider, H. L. Haines, P. C. Flinch- 
baugh, C. H. ““Beeze’? Wallick, Arthur H. Thompson, 
W. J. Rothensies, Red Lion Post of the American Legion. 
Pitchers: Bert C. Smith, Robert K. Quigley, C. O. 
LaMotte, Wege, Moore, Roy R. Smith, Clarence E. 
Knaub, Eby, Preston E. Ziegler, Walter H. Kaltreider, 
Brown, Carl R. Raub, Sterling Smith, and John T. Gohn. 

In recent years, the Red Lion Athletic Association 
purchased a tract of approximately five acres of land 
southwest of Red Lion Borough where grand-stand, 
bleachers, club house, running track and diamond were 
constructed at a total cost of $5,000.00. From 1924 to 
1929 the Association maintained these grounds and dur- 
ing 1929 the entire outfit was sold to the Red Lion School 
District for school athletics. 

There are few families in Red Lion Borough that can- 
not boast of having some male member on one or another 
of the various ball teams during this past fifty years of

Red Lion has also produced many independent basket 
ball teams that have accounted for themselves very cred’ 
ibly. The first team having been formed in 1912 by 
Wickersham. The game was then played in the old church 
building in the rear of the First National Bank Building 
on North Main Street; C. O. LaMotte managed the 
next team and later Charles C. Meads and L. Earl Grove 
took the managerial reins. In this game the interest was 
always at fever heat and basket-ball has steadily grown 
until it is considered as great a sport, considering the 






number of players involved, as baseball. At the present 
time Red Lion is represented in the York County League 
by the Roamers Club. Needless to say they have upheld 
the records established by other sports teams and shall 
continue to do so. The only other basket-ball is played 
by High School teams, and they too have lighted the 
way for others. 


FooTBALL 


Football is rapidly gaining attention among the younger 
element and is being sponsored by the local school author- 
ities as a part of their physical and mental training.

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John Dietrich Meyer was born in the city of Olden- 
burg, Germany, and died on his farm in Windsor and 
York Townships, York County, Pa., on September 13, 
1865. He was buried in the Old Union Cemetery at Dallas- 
town, but was later disinterred and brought to Fairmount 
Cemetery, Red Lion, after the latter had been completed 
in 1887. At an early age he lost his parents. However, 
his education had been provided for and he was looked 
upon as a scholarly man. He married Catherine Denker, 
and they set sail for the United States from Bremen, 
arriving at Baltimore, Md., after a voyage of seven 
weeks. Mr. Meyer had been to this country on a previous 
occasion and had selected at that time the city of Baltimore 
in which he intended to commence business. 

He started in the store business a few miles from 
Baltimore at a place which was called “Three Mile 
House.” A year later he moved to a new location within 
a few miles of what is now Red Lion, where he kept a 
store for two years. As we have stated already, on a 
previous occasion, on April 1, 1850, he bought a tract of 
land from William Rhinehart and in 1853 an additional 
farm at a Sheriff's Sale. Upon these two tracts of land, 
partially located in Windsor and York Townships, stands 
today the Borough of Red Lion. There were but a few 
scattered houses in the neighborhood. He renovated his 
own frame residence, improved his land and engaged 
again in mercantile enterprises. When the Peach Bottom 
Railways Company built the narrow gauge railroad, its 
tracts were laid through Mr. Meyer's land. He never 
lived to see this great change. His death was a distinct 
loss to this section. He was regarded as an admirable 
business man, an exemplary citizen and was highly es- 
teemed by all of his acquaintances; although repeatedly 





approached, he refused to hold any political office. He 
was a prominent member of the Lutheran Denomination. 

After the untimely death of John D. Meyer, his widow, 
Mrs. Catherine Meyer, took charge of the administration 
of the land and other business enterprises. Like Mr. 
Meyer, she was a native of Oldenburg, Germany, where 
she was born on December 2, 1828, and attended school 
with her husband. She likewise was of the Lutheran faith. 
Having received a superior educational training and being 
gifted with a bril- 
liant mind, she 
soon displayed her 
exceptional busi- 
ness ability in the 
capable way in 
which she man- 
aged her impor- 
tant business 
affairs. She added 
another thirty- 
two acres to the 
original holdings 
of land. When the 
first home was de- 
stroyed by fire, she built in 1866, a large brick residence 
at the place which is today known as the northwest 
corner of Main and High Streets. This home was looked 
upon in those days as exceptionally handsome and 
pretentious. 

When a post-office was established in Red Lion in 
1874, Mrs. Catherine Meyer was appointed to take 
charge of the office. This position she occupied for four- 
teen years, until 1888. The coming of the railroad to Red

Lion in 1874 was hailed by Mrs. Meyer as an event of 
great importance and significance to the young commu- 
nity. She erected, as previously mentioned, a building on 
the site of the present railroad depot and conducted 
therein a store of general merchandise and a barroom. 
The post-office and railroad depot were likewise housed 
in the same building. April 23, 1875 marked the opening 
day for this building. 

She was deeply interested in the incorporation of Red 
Lion into a borough and proved a leading figure and main- 
stay in this movement in 1880. The organization of the 
Red Lion Cornet Band must be attributed, in no small 
degree, to her initiative and financial support. As far 
back as 1877-1878 she was advocating the organization 
of a volunteer band in this community and promised her 
whole-hearted cooperation and financial assistance to 
that end. She was intimately identified with any and all 
civic movements which aimed at the promotion of the 
growth and welfare of Red Lion Borough. For nearly 
half a century she was one of the leading business spirits 
of the young and thriving community. She was favorably 
known to people throughout York County. Business men 
far and wide recognized her wonderful business ability 
and respected and honored her for her unblemished 
integrity, good common sense and sound, wise judgment 
she displayed in her transactions. Many enterprising 
business men and investors consulted her and sought her 
advice; many a young man she started upon and showed 
to him the way to success. Her charity was well known 
to all, and her benefactions for the promotion of the in- 
terests of church and community are plenty and well 
recorded in the annals of the various institutions. In 
1901, Mrs. Catherine Meyer paid a visit to her native 
home in Oldenburg, Germany. After her return to Red 


Lion, she spent the rest of her life in a retired manner; 
although she maintained that characteristic interest in 
the welfare of her town to the end. She died in 1919 at 
the age of 91, much beloved and respected by the people of 
Red Lion and surrounding country. Her accomplishments 
have been many for the uplift of mankind and the pro- 
motion of community welfare. Her part in the founding, 
organization and development of Red Lion Borough is 
most conspicuous and admirable. Rightly is Mrs. Cath- 
erine Meyer called “The Mother of Red Lion.” 

The children of Mr. and Mrs. John D. Meyer were 
Ada B., wife of E. T. Moul, died in 1881; Charles D., 
died in 1887; Harry B., died in 1906;Bertha Henrietta, wife 
of J. A. Miller, Red Lion, Pa., and Antoinette Catherine, 
wife of Charles W. Moody, died in 1928, leaving a very 
substantial amount of money for the erection and main- 
tenance of a hospital in Red Lion or vicinity. 


SetH MINNICH 


Seth Minnich was born in Springfield Township in 
York County near Winterstown, Pa., September 13, 1849. 
His parents were Daniel B. and Eliza Ann (Miller) Min- 
nich. His grandfather, Joseph Minnich, possessed mili- 
tary honors, bearing the title of Captain. The Minnich 
family emigrated from Germany either just prior to or 
during the Revolutionary period. They were of German- 
Swiss descent. 

Hearing the roar of the cannon and the much excite- 
ment that prevailed in York County during the Battle of 
Gettysburg, Seth was inspired to enlist in the army. This 
was a very patriotic move as, at this stage of the Civil 
War, most drafted men were eagerly searching for sub- 
stitutes. He enlisted on the 14th day of September, 1863, 
in the Army of the U.S. A., Company B, Regiment 209,

Pennsylvania Volunteers, for a period of three years at 
York, Pa. He passed the medical examination under 
Sergeant Wm. Smith. Due to his eagerness to serve his 
country, he was obliged to misrepresent his age, giving 
it as 18 years, 3 months, whereas in reality he was but 14. 
It so happened that he was not called to service and was 
given an honorary discharge January 10, 1865. 

Seth’s parents made Winterstown their home for many 
years until 1866, when they moved to Ohio. At this time, 
Seth was a lad of 17, the oldest of a family of three. His 
brother Jerome, age 76, and his sister Ellen, age 73, still 
live in Ohio. While in Ohio, Seth specialized in com- 
mercial work and, for a number of years, followed book- 
keeping as a vocation. In 1873, when about 24 years of 
age, he came east as bookkeeper and foreman of a con- 
struction gang on the Peach Bottom Railroad, now 
M. & P. Railroad, under Harry Freeland, the civil 
engineer. After completion of the railroad, he clerked in 
the general store for Mrs. Catherine Meyer and helped 
in laying out lots on the Meyer farm. At this time, Seth 
and Dr. J. M. Hyson were room mates in the loft of the 
Peach Bottom Railways depot. 

During 1876, he returned to his parents in Ohio. He 
married Margaret Ann Smith, of Windsor Township, 
Pa., at Lima, Ohio, on April 5, 1877. Thereafter the 
young couple made their home in Maumee, Wood 
County, Ohio. On February 24, 1878, a son, Daniel Bur- 


rett, came into the home. II health of Mrs. Minnich, 
brought on by climatic conditions and her desire to visit 
her folks, caused the return of Seth and his family to 
this locality. Determined to make Red Lion his home, 
Mr. Minnich procured a lot of ground from Mrs. Cath- 
erine Meyer on which he erected a two-room house, what 
is now 256 North Main Street and owned by Quay 
Minnich. This was in 1879. His coming to this locality 
at that time was a very fortunate coincidence, as his ability 
in planning homes and laying out lots proved to be a valu- 
able asset to the town. He was a skilled mechanic, being 
very active as a painter, paper-hanger and carpenter. 

Mr. Minnich took a prominent part in organization 
of the first Sunday School and Church of the town. He 
and Rev. E.G. Williams built the pews for the first public 
place of worship. He was one of the first Sunday School 
Superintendents, and an enthusiastic member of the con- 
gregation and the Building Committee, each of the first 
St. John’s Reformed Church, erected in 1882, and of the 
second one, erected in 1905. He served as Sunday School 
Teacher and on the consistory of the Church for many 
years. 

He took great interest in matters pertaining to educa- 
tion, having served on the School Board for many terms 
at various times. He assisted in surveying, incorporating 
and organizing the Borough of Red Lion in 1880. In the 
same year, he was elected to the ofhce of Justice of the

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Peace. This office he held until 1898, when he resigned 
to accept an appointment of Deputy Revenue Collector 
of the Ninth District under H. L. Hershey, of Lancaster, 
Pa., serving in this capacity until February 26, 1903. In 
1909, he was re-elected Justice of the Peace, holding this 
office until his death. 

Mr. Minnich was well known throughout the south- 
ern part of York County as a skilled wall-paper- hanger. 
In 1886, he established the Bee Hive Wall Paper Store, 
which happened to 
be the first of its 
kind in this section 
of the county. He 
enjoyed a large 
clientele, having 
done interior deco- 
rating in many 
homes,churches and 
other public build- 
ings. 

Seth Minnich be- 
came a member of 
the F. and A. M. 
Lodge, No. 289, in 
1876, at Maumee, 
Ohio. He was the 
first Mason in Red 
Lion and _ assisted 
in organizing the 
Red Lion F. and A. 
M. Lodge, No. 649, 
becoming a charter 
member of this 
organization and serving as its secretary until his death, 
October 25, 1925. 

Besides Daniel Burrett, his first-born, his married life 
was blessed with three other children, Howard Hyson, 
Adie Irene (Meads) and Pansy Cordelia (who died in 
infancy). Daniel Burrett died in 1902 at the age of 24 
years while a letter carrier in York, Pa. His mother 
died two years later (1904). 

Mr. Seth Minnich continued in active service at his 
chosen vocation until within a few months of his death. 
His last illness, due to a general breakdown, confined him 
to the house in the fall of 1925. He died October 25, 1925, 
at the age of 76 years, 1 month and 17 days. 

Seth Minnich was one of the moving spirits of the 
incorporation of Red Lion into a borough. His intense 
interest in civic affairs and the welfare of his community 
have rightly placed his name upon the honor list of de- 
serving citizens in the hearts of his towns-people. His 
work will live and his name endure.

NATHANIEL NEIMAN 


Nathaniel Neiman was one of the foremost citizens of 
Red Lion and played a leading part in the organization 
of the borough, the incorporation of the town, the mak- 
ing of the community. He was a man of influence and 
standing, highly respected by the people with whom he 
came in contact. 

In March, 1873, he moved with his family from York- 
anna toRed Lion, oc- 
cupying a story and 
a half house which 
was situated on 
South Main Street. 
For many years this 
home was a land- 
mark of the bor- 
ough and today is 
remembered by 
many for the reason 
that it extended 
over the sidewalk, 
permitting passage 
under the porch 
which was on the 
second floor. The 
home was a combi- 
nation of brick and 
logs. 

OnrAprile2oe 
1874, Nathaniel 
Neiman purchased 
from Catherine 
Meyer six acres and eight perches of land, making up 
the section of town which is located on the west side of 
South Main Street, extending from the Wallick House to 
Lancaster Street. The home which Mr. Neiman and his 
family occupied was the second private residence in town. 
Later on he remodeled the house to take care of his needs. 
Shortly after his arrival in town, Mr. Neiman opened a 
cigar factory in the basement of his home. This marked 
the first cigar factory in Red Lion Borough. Mrs. Nathan- 
iel Neiman, who was the daughter of Dr. John Hermann, 
of Windsor Township and well versed in the business 
and art of manufacturing cigars, took charge of the cigar 
factory during the absence of Mr. Neiman, who hap- 
pened to be a plaster contractor by trade. 

Indeed, Mrs. Neiman was so efficient in teaching the 
art of cigar making to beginners that her factory became, 
so to speak, a trade school for cigar making. During this 
period she instructed at least thirty apprentices of whom 
some are still residents of Red Lion, viz., Jacob Flinch-

Hyson. Age and youth, men, women,

gratitude in honor of this noble citizen for his unselfish 
services and life’s work in their behalf and that of their 
community. Endowed with a keen and broad vision and 
intelligence, developed and trained in schools of higher 
learning, possessed of a rare knowledge of human nature, 
of a fine sense of wit and humor, duty and responsibility, 
filled with enthusiasm and love for his profession and an 
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unlimited devotion to the people amongst whom he had 
cast his lot, Dr. J. M. Hyson set out upon his wonderful 
mission of life “to do good to all men” and, by word, 
example and deed, to counsel, guide, enthuse, encourage, 
and build. Today he may look back with a wealth of 
satisfaction and happiness upon a long life of public 
service which has written, in indelible letters, upon the 
hearts of his fellowmen a surprisingly impressive story 
of his own true self and accomplishments so that, in a 
unanimous chorus, he is hailed and acclaimed by the 
inhabitants of the community as “The Father of Red 
Lion Borough.”

When he came to Red Lion, there were only about a 
half dozen houses in the hamlet. The calls for his pro- 
fessional services came from a wide and broad territory 
of the surrounding country. Soon he had endeared himself 
to the people who had learned to recognize and respect 
not only his sterling character and unassuming manly 
way, but his professional reputation of learning, efficiency, 
service and medical accomplishments. As stated before, 
Dr. Hyson has played an exceptionally influential and 
important part in the organization, development and 
success of the young town. From the day of his arrival in 
this community until this present day, he has maintained 
and manifested the most unusual and deepest interest in 
all its activities, including the present Golden Jubilee 
Celebration, being an active and valuable member of the 
Souvenir and History Committee. There was hardly any 
movement for the up-building of Red Lion conceived and 
started unless he “was in it some way or other.” 

In the incorporation of the town into a borough, he 
took a leading part and today is the only living citizen in 
Red Lion who signed the application of incorporation. 
He served on the first council of the borough and has been 
the treasurer ever since its existence. He was a member of 
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the School Board which erected, in 1890, the Belfry School 
along Charles Street. He was instrumental in the organi- 
zation of the Red Lion Board of Health and Leo Fire 
Engine Co. No. 1. Of the former he has practically been a 
member from the day of its founding, while of the latter 
he is not only a charter member, but has held the treasurer- 
ship since its beginning in 1894. In addition, he is the 
treasurer of a number of other local organizations. He 1s 
one of the organizers and directors of the First National 
Bank of Red Lion, of the Red Lion Water Co., and the 
Red Lion Opera House Association. In fact, his civic 
activities have been so widespread and many-fold that 
it is impossible to record them all or do proper justice in 
so short and limited an article. 

Despite his ac- 
tive life in affairs 
of the community, 
he did not fail to 
keepoine close 
touch with his 
profession to this 
day through his 
membership in the 
York County 
Medical and State 
Medical Societies, 
and the American 
Medical Associa- 
tion. 

His interest in 
Masonic affairs is 
best evidenced by 
the following rec- 
ord: He is a mem- 
ber of Red Lion 
Lodge No. 649, 
Free and Accepted Masons, since its organization in 1906; 
a member of Howell Chapter No. 199, Royal Arch 
Masons; Gethsemane Commandery No. 75, Knights 
Templar, York, Pa.; Harrisburg Consistory, Ancient 
Accepted Scottish Rite; Zembo Temple, Ancient Arabic 
Order Nobles of the Mystic Shrine; Tall Cedars of 
Lebanon. 

Busy as his life may have been and intimately entwined 
his life's work with his professional labors and the 
activities of his own community, he has found time in 
extensive travel at home and abroad. He has paid visits 
to European countries on four different occasions and 
made a long interesting tour around the world. 

Although we have but superficially, in a general way, 
touched upon the life and accomplishments of Dr. J. M. 
Hyson, we should, nevertheless, be prevailed upon by

S. S. SECHRIST 


S.S. Sechrist was born in Chanceford Township, 1857, 
and educated in the Township schools. Before he was 
eighteen years of age he entered the teaching profession, 
beginning in the school where he had received his educa- 
‘tion. He continued in this vocation for fifteen years, 
teaching in Chanceford and Windsor Townships, Dallas- 
town, Windsor and Red Lion Boroughs. He came to 
Red Lion in 1884 and started out in the cigar business 
during 1890. He was instrumental in the organization of 
the Porto Rico Cigar Co., in 1900, of which firm he was 
the senior member, D. A. Horn, T. E. Brooks, Fred Smith 
being his partners. The factory of this concern was located 
at the Square where it is still to be seen today. When the 
company dissolved in 1912, $.S. Sechrist formed a partner- 
ship with H. L. Haines under H. L. Haines & Co. In 
1924, he retired from this cigar manufacturing concern, 
but he still maintains a deep interest in the cigar industry 
of Red Lion in general. 

S. S. Sechrist served one term in the borough Council, 
was School Director for two terms and was in office when 
the High School was erected corner Henrietta & Charles 
Sts. He assisted in the organization of the first electric 
light plant and served as its secretary; he was one of the 
first subscribers for stock of the First National Bank, 
became a director of this organization and holds today the 
office of Vice-President. He was one of the organizers of 
the Red Lion Water Co., holds at present a directorship 
and treasurership in this company; he likewise serves as 
President and director of the Dallastown-Yoe Water Co. 
since 1925; he was largely responsible for the organization 
of the Red Lion Furniture Company, the Red Lion 
Cabinet Company, the Red Lion Table Company and the 
York County Chair Company. In each and every one of 
these concerns, he holds the office of director and is 
President of the Table Company, Furniture Company 
and Cabinet Company. His activities in life and business 
interests have mostly centered upon industries in Red 
Lion. He is very intimately identified with the beginning 
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of the furniture industry in Red Lion. In church and 
public affairs he has always been a liberal contributor. 
Indeed, the welfare, progress, and growth of Red Lion 
Borough has had in S. S. Sechrist, at all times, a strong and 
loyal supporter. 


J. B. HerRMAN 


J. B. Herrman has played an important part in the 
history of Red Lion. Born in Windsor Township, 1857, 
he moved at first to Lower Windsor Township near 
East Prospect, and in March, 1883, to Red Lion, where he 
worked for Henry Sevis at bricklaying. In 1884, he was 
elected a Justice of the Peace and has been re-elected

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Church in drawing up the plans and helping at brick- 
laying. In 1905, J. B. Herrman took up the surveying 
profession and was appointed borough surveyor of Red 
Lion, Dallastown, Yoe and Windsor for many years. 

He succeeded J. A. Miller as Borough Secretary, which 
office he held until relieved by Arthur McGuigan in 
1926. As Justice of the Peace, he specialized as a con- 
veyancer of Real Estate, executing thousands of deeds. 
In the early days of Red Lion Borough, he was the 
chosen man for the authorities in consulting attorneys, 
for which purpose he would have to go to York. This 
latter work was done gratis. His connection with the 
first print shop in Red Lion is discussed in another article. 

J. B. Herrman was also very active in organization 
work. In 1887, he organized Katandin Lodge, I. O. O. F. 
and occupied the office of first Noble Grand. He was 
secretary of this lodge for 25 years. In 1906 he became a 
charter member of Red Lion Lodge No. 649 F. and A. M. 
and was the fifth worshipful master. J 


C. S. LAMorre 


On September 2, 1895, a sign was placed on the west 
end of the old railroad depot building reading “LaMotte 
and Miller, Dealers in General Merchandise.’’ The senior 
member of this 
firm, €C, S$. La- 
Motte, prior to 
his coming to Red 
Lion, had clerked 
in stores both at 
New Freedom 
and Gladfelter’s 
Station, York 
County, Pa. His 
life previous to 
the age of 21 was 
spent on a farm 
near New Free- 
dom, where a 
widowed mother 
tried to supervise 
and carry out the 
raising and train- 
ing of her nine 
children. 

After his coming to Red Lion, Mr. LaMotte at once 
took an active part in the general activities. He continued 
in the general merchandise business in the above place 
and later on in a store across the street, which is now 
known as Snyder’s Store, until September, 1912. How- 
ever, in the meantime he had shown his ability as a pro- 
gressive leader and promoter, with the result that many 
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ofices of trust in the industrial, civic and commer- 
cial departments of our town were advanced with credit.

He was the leading spirit in the movement of 1897 
which resulted in the organization of the First National 
Bank of Red Lion in April, 1899. At first chosen as Vice- 
President, he was promoted during the second year to 
the office of President which he has filled to this day in a 
most admirable and efficient manner. 

He was one of the founders of the first furniture factory 
in Red Lion and since has impressed his systematic pro- 
motional ideas upon this industry with telling effect. As 
an enthusiastic supporter and booster of Red Lion, he 
stands always ready to encourage industry which will 
open up avenues of employment to our people. He surely 
has helped to make Red Lion what it is today 


WILLIAM LICHTENBERGER 

William Lichtenberger born in Manchester, York Co., 
Pa., Aug. 18, 1862, was a tinner and a plumber by trade, 
which he learned with Henry Birnstock at Wrightsville, 
Pa. In 1884, he went westward and, for two years, 
worked at his trade in Decatur, Illinois, Omaha, 
Nebraska, Ord and Grand Island, Nebraska. He came 
to Red Lion, March 1, 1886, and engaged in business 
at his own trade and selling stoves. This business he 
continued for 34 years. On May 18, 1893, he was 
elected one of the first directors of the Red Lion Water 
Company, served as its first Superintendent, for 5 years 
till 1898, at a salary of $15.00 per year. He was again 
elected to this office in 1922 and serves today in the 
same capacity. 

William Lichtenberger was extremely active in the 
affairs of the borough. He took an intense interest in 
everything that was for the advance, development and 
welfare of the community.

George Washington Dietz is one of the oldest citizens 
of Red Lion. He was born in York on January 2, 1850 and 
came to Red Lion in 1879. He resided in this borough ever 
since, with the 
exception of one 
year, when he 
conducted a hotel 
at Dallastown, Pa. 
For many years, 
he was employed 
as a cigar maker. 
Mr. Dietz claims 
that he opened 
_ the fitst restau- 
rant in Red Lion 
and manufactured 
his own ice cream 
with a hand pad- 
dle. This was 
before freezers 
were known in 
this part of the 
country. He also 
is said to have 
conducted one of 
the first barber 
shops, receiving 
five cents for a shave and ten cents for a haircut. When the 
first brick yard was opened in Red Lion by Charles 
Meyer and John Kissinger, George W. Dietz was hired 
to mold the first bricks. 

He is a charter member of the Leo Independent Fire 
Company No. 1, served as a member of the Borough 
Council and assisted in making the first surveys of the 
borough boundary line. He was a lover of fast horses in 
his younger days and owned a number of fast steppers. 

Although 80 years of age, Mr. Dietz is enjoying 
the best of health and has good sight and hearing. 


James C. NEFF 


James C. Neff was born December 18, 1857 and reared 
near Red Lion. He went to the old Seakstown School 
before the incorporation of Red Lion into a borough. 
He started out in life to work on a farm but shifted over 
to the carpenter trade and later to cigar making, at which 
trade he worked for a period of six years. Thereafter he 
went back to the farm. Between farming and odd jobs of 
carpentering he has spent his life to this day. 

He was one of the organizers of the first electric light 
plant and of the Farmer’s Exchange, now called Red Lion 
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‘Supply Co. He was instrumental in the laying out of

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SAMUEL POET 


Samuel Poet is 
one of the “old- 
timers” of today 
who have wit- 
nessed the incor- 
poration of Red 
Lion in 1880, being 
one of the incor- 
poration’s staunchest supporters. He was born at Manor 
Furnace, June 9, 1856, and moved to Red Lion in the year 
1872. Samuel Poet taught school for five years in the 
neighborhood of Red Lion and assisted in the survey 
of the Peach Bottom Railway Company's narrow 
gauge railroad bed. His time was divided. between 
cigar making and carpentering. He is quiet and unassu- 
ming and possesses a keen mind. Some years ago he 
wrote a book on astronomy. He was an honest follower 
and student of Socialism in this section. 

An interesting story is told in connection with Samuel 
Poet which forcibly and graphically depicts the phe- 
nomenal progress of the town and increase of real estate 
value. About the time of the incorporation of Red Lion, 
he purchased a corner lot for thirty-five dollars and 
erected a house on the lot, paying $15.00 for the house 
and $10.00 for hauling it to the location. The house had 
been bought at the Heisler farm west of the borough. 
A number of families had lived in this house and reared 
their families of growing children. The house was 
occupied for 12 years and then removed to the rear of the 
lot to be used as a barn. The location of this house and 
lot was on the southeast corner of Charles & High Streets.

WILLIAM A. SPANGLER 


W. A. Spangler is one of the familiar figures of Red 
Lion. He belongs to that distinct group of citizens who 
lived in this community at the time of its incorporation. 
Mr. Spangler was born in Springetsbury Township, 
December 5, 1859. On account of the large family, little 
opportunity was given him for schooling; at the age of 
thirteen, he began to do carpenter work. He came to 
Red Lion in the spring of 1876 and started in business 
as a building contractor. He is a man of many trades. 
There is hardly another person who can compare with 
him in this respect. Properly, he has been called “Red 
Lion’s Handy Man.” The York Dispatch, in its edition 
of February 23, 1923, devotes a special article to the many 
activities and business enterprises of W. A. Spangler. 
He is credited therein with having been engaged in 
twenty business enterprises and in, at least, '75 different 
vocations. When accepting to do odd jobs for the people, 
he used to give this customary expression “just to help 
you out.” Many people do still remember his faithful 
horse “Old Harry” which served him for many years. 
William A. Spangler is known to practically every person 
in the borough. To the children of the town he used to be 
known by the familiar name “Uncle Bill.” 
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He took a very deep interest in the incorporation of the 
borough and its future development. He is a charter mem- 
ber of Leo Independent Fire Co. and still takes an active 
part in its work. Many of the homes now standing in the 
borough were erected by him in years gone by. He is 
rejoicing over the wonderful progress which this town 
has made during the past fifty years. Many years ago he 
had predicted a great future for Red Lion. He saw his 
predictions come true. 


J. E. Mirier 


J. E. Miller moved from Hopewell Township in 1891 to 
Red Lion and was the first shoemaker of the town. 
During the first year he occupied the one and one-half 
story dwelling which was standing on the plot of ground 
where the Spangler Building now is found. This dwelling 
was later moved to the rear of the plot and is still occupied 
today. In 1892, Mr. Miller built a home on the opposite 
side of the street, now housing the Klinedinst Millinery 
Store. It is in this place where he had his shoemaker shop 
for many years. It is contended, and the claim supported 
by many, that J. E. Miller was one of the main instigators 
to have a water reservoir built at Seakstown to supply 
water to the people who lived in that section beyond the 
borough limits. Henry Seaks and John E. Miller are said 
to have formed a water company, with a reservoir at 
Seakstown pumping the water from the farm of Titus 
Neff. John E. Miller died at the age of 68 years. He was 
one of the outstanding citizens of Red Lion in his day.

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twenty-two years. Later he bought the old home of Eliza Miller, which 
was one of the landmarks of the town, corner Main Street and First 
Avenue, and remodeled the old house into a modern apartment build- 
ing with his offices on the second floor and storerooms on the first 
floor. His offices in the new building consist of six rooms and are 
equipped with the latest devices which dental science has to offer. 


Dr. R. E. Rice, Dentist, is a graduate of Gettysburg College and 
of the University of Maryland. He came to Red Lion during the fall 
of 1924 and opened his dental offices in the newly erected building of 
the First National Bank, corner West Broadway and Main Street. 


Dr. L. R. Hetster, Dentist, received his training at the University 
of Pittsburgh, of which institution he is a graduate. In the year 1928 
he opened his dental office in the First National Bank Building, Red 
Lion, Pa. 

SamueL §. Laucxs, Attorney-at-Law, was born in Windsor 
Township, October 23, 1885. His early life was spent on the farm. 
His elementary schooling he received in the public schools of Windsor 
Township and Red Lion Borough. He is a graduate of Red Lion High 
School, York Collegiate Institute, and Ursinus College, Class of 1910. 
For two years, he pursued a post-graduate course in Political Science 
and Public Law at Columbia University, New York City. During 
the first year he was awarded Scholarship and during the second year, 
Fellowship, in those respective departments. 


For some time, he became a teacher in the public schools of Windsor 
Township and Red Lion Borough and in 1914-1915 completed an un- 
expired term as Principal of the Red Lion High School. His knowledge 
of History and Political Science secured for him the position of an 
instructor in those courses at Ursinus College during the summer 
session. This was followed by his appointment as an instructor in 
History and Political Science at the Syracuse University, Syracuse, 
N. Y., during the college years of 1912 and 1913. Thereafter, he entered 
the law school of the University of Pennsylvania for one year and 
followed this study course with two years’ service in the office of 
Niles & Neff, Attorneys-at-Law, York, Pa. 


In the year 1916, S. S. Laucks was admitted to the practice of law 
in the Courts of York County and in the Supreme Court of Pennsyl- 
vania. Since that time he has been actively engaged in the law pro- 
fession. He was elected to the Pennsylvania Legislature as a member 
of the General Assembly to serve during the session of 1916 and 1917. 
January, 1930, he was appointed Assistant District Attorney for York 
County. 

During his active life, $. S. Laucks has made many friends, estab- 
lished a large clientele, and served his community with apparent 
distinction. 


Detwiter'’s Druc STorE 


Davin R. Detwuer, the proprietor of the store, is a native of 
Wrightsville, Pa. (1895), a graduate of Wrightsville High School, 
Class of 1912, of Mercersburg Academy, 1915, and of Philadelphia 
College of Pharmacy and Science, 1921. After his graduation from the 
latter institution, he held a position at Zeamer’s Drug Store, Columbia, 
Pa. He came to Red Lion in 1922, taking possession of the drug store, 
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situated in the Moody Building on North Main Street, which is the 
present location of Detwiler’s Drug Store. This store is the oldest drug 
store in town, having been first opened as Moody’s Drug Store by 
Dr. C. W. Moody, in 1895. The Moody Building, also called the 
Meyer Building, was erected by Mrs. Catherine Meyer, mother-in-law 
of Dr. Moody, during the preceding year. 


Orto Strrock & Company, Druccists 


This firm commenced business at Red Lion on July 1, 1911. The 
members of the firm are Otto Strock and H. W. Sheeler. The former 
was born in Dortmund, Germany, coming to America at the age of 
eight years. At first he resided at York. When, at the age of 14, he 
started to work in the store of William Smith & Co., druggists, East 






Market Street, York, Pa., which firm is now known as the Morris 
Drug Co. His first position was that of an errand boy. Gradually he 
was transferred to various departments of the store. After serving 
this firm for a period of 12 years, he took up a course of Pharmacy 
at Temple University of Philadelphia and graduated from said School 
of Pharmacy in the year 1910. Returning to York, Pa., he obtained a 
position with R. William Ziegler, druggist. 

It was during this period that he heard of a new building to be 
erected in Red Lion which happened to be the post-office building. 
He made inquiry of this fact through H. W. Sheeler and arranged for 
an interview with Charles E. Mayes, the owner of the building. An 
agreement was reached and the store opened for business in the year 
1911. 


BIOGRAPHIES OF CIGAR FIRMS 


ARTHUR-PERRY CiGAR CoMPANY 


was organized in July, 1924, by Arthur S. Ziegler and Perry Tschop. 
Perry Tschop was born in Windsor, Pa., in 1888. He attended the 
Borough School at Windsor and the High School of Red Lion, Pa. At 
first, he helped his father in the cigar box business. In 1906, he grad- 
uated from Patrick’s Business College and subsequently taught school 
in Windsor Township (one year) and Windsor Borough (four years). 

His experience in the cigar trade he received with Shearer & Co., 
for two years and for one year, 1914, he tried his luck in the baking 
and grocery business. In 1914, he was employed as bookkeeper by 
Otto Eisenlohr & Bro., Inc., for their factories at Windsor, Red Lion, 
and Dallastown. While in this position, he became a member of the 
Central Cigar Co., in 1922. During the year 1923, he moved with 
his family to Red Lion where he continued in the employ of Otto 
Eisenlohr until the organization of the Arthur-Perry Cigar Co. 

Perry Tschop was postmaster of Windsor Borough from 1912 to 1918. 


T. E. Brooks & CoMpANY 


Tuomas E. Brooxs moved to Red Lion from Chanceford Town- 
ship in 1886. At the age of fourteen he began to learn cigar making. 
The first job, after his graduation as cigar maker, he held for three 
hours. He was discharged by his “boss” who told him that he had 
better learn his trade all over again. This event occurred in the factory 
of Samuel R. Smith which was located where the Red Lion First 
National Bank now stands. 

It was but a few days later that he secured another job of Jacob 
G. Gohn, who operated a cigar factory on North Main Street. It may 
be of interest to know the wages which existed in those days. Mr. 
Brooks was paid 12c per hundred cigars for making them complete 
and preparing his own tobacco. During the summer months, he would 
work at cigar making and attend the public school during the winter 
season. In those days, there was only one school in Red Lion. It was 
the old Gray Sandstone School located on First Avenue. The teacher 
at that time was Mr. T. H. Miller, who died a number of years ago. 

When he became sixteen years of age, he entered as a student of 
the York County Academy for a summer session. Mr. Brooks has the 
distinction of being the first boy of the Borough of Red Lion to become 
enrolled in an institution of higher learning away from his home town. 
At the age of seventeen, he passed the teacher’s examination and was 
given a position in the teaching profession. The first school under his 
supervision was the Bethel School in Chanceford Township. His salary 
was $28.00 per month. Thereafter, he taught three winters in Windsor 
Township and four terms in the Red Lion Borough Schools. 


S f “PIETY YEARS OF PROGRESS 


In 1900, the Porto Rico Cigar Co. was formed for the purpose of 
manufacturing cigars and dealing in leaf tobacco. The company was 
composed of S. S. Sechrist, D. A. Horn, Fred Smith (deceased), and 
T. E. Brooks. The building, now owned by S. S. Sechrist, located at 
the Square and occupied by the Red Lion Water Co., was erected by 
the newly formed organization. Fred Smith remained a partner in said 
firm for only a short time; his interests were purchased by the other 
three members of the company. The business of the Porto Rico Cigar 
Co. was continued for about five years when the existing partnership 
was dissolved. 





Paut Royer—Crier or PoLice 


About six months after the dissolution of the Porto Rico Cigar Co., 
T. E. Brooks acquired by direct purchase the “good-will” and the 
fixtures of a cigar factory operated by H. L. Haines and Fred J. Hol- 
inger. This factory was located on North Main Street, and accommo- 
dated about twenty cigar makers. A short time later, he opened another 
factory on West High Street. During 1906-1907, T. E. Brooks consoli- 
dated the two factories (North Main and High) in a building located 
in the rear of the present Echo Barber Shop on North Main Street. 
He continued this business until 1908, when again he and S. S. Sechrist 
entered into a new copartnership under the name of T. E. Brooks & Co. 
This partnership lasted until August, 1911, at which time T. E. Brooks 
opened his own factory with a working force of six cigar makers. 
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After eighteen years of hard work, consistent application and fair 
dealings, T. E. Brooks & Co. have succeeded in building up a business 
that requires the operation of five factories and the employment of 
six hundred people, with an annual production of about 60,000,000 
cigars which are shipped to all parts of the United States. — 


Undoubtedly, T. E. Brooks must be recognized as one of the out- 
standing figures of Red Lion. His contributions toward the develop- 
ment, upbuilding and progress of this town and its citizenry are most 
noteworthy. In many ways and departments his organizing and direct- 
ing mind may be recognized. Many sided are his activities and en- 
deavors not only in the business world, but in civic fields also. An idea 
of his widespread interests may be gleaned from a partial list of offices 
which he has held or is now invested with: First Secretary of Leo Fire 
Company, 1894-1895; Teacher of Red Lion Borough School, four terms; 
Secretary of Red Lion Council at the beginning of the century; a 
member of Red Lion School Board, elected 1907 for one term; a mem- 
ber of the General Assembly, Pennsylvania State Legislature, sessions 
1919 and 1921; the first President of the Lions Club of Red Lion, 
1924-1925; President of the York County Cigar Manufacturers’ 
Assn. since 1926; President of the Visiting Nurse Assn. of Red Lion 
since its organization, December 3, 1926; Vice-President of the Board 
of Directors of Ursinus College, Collegeville, Pa.; Teacher of the Good 
Fellowship Class (Young Men’s Bible Class), St. John’s Reformed 
Church for many years; Director of the First National Bank, Red 
Lion; Director of Ebert Furniture Co.; Director of Pennsylvania Stamp- 
ing Corp.; Representative of Zion’s Classis in General Synod of 
Reformed Church for past nine years; Representative of St. Jonn’s 
Reformed Church in Potomac Synod for many years; recently he was 
elected Director of York General Hospital. 


Arthur H. Thompson is the junior member of T. E. Brooks & Co., 
cigar manufacturers. He was born in Red Lion in 1891; received his 
education in the Red Lion schools; graduated from Red Lion High 
School and received an advanced business education at Patrick’s Busi- 
ness College, York, Pa. In 1910, he entered the tobacco business with 
C. O. Meads. He continued in this business enterprise for two years, 
when, in 1912, he became connected with T. E. Brooks & Co., as a 
junior member, taking charge of the manufacturing end. He served on 
the town council from 1926 till 1930 and was particularly active on 
the committees of Public Safety and Water Supply. 


Arthur H. Thompson has, for many years, been closely associated 
with athletic sports in this community. His interest in these matters 
was intense and unselfish. He was manager of the Red Lion Baseball 
Team when the sport was at its very height in the borough. Under 
his management the fastest amateur baseball team was developed which 
was ever put upon the field by Red Lion, winning two consecutive 
championships of York County. Arthur is married and the happy 
father of three boys. 


FEDERAL CiGAR Company, INc. 


The phenomenal progress and success of this concern, as is generally 
known, must be attributed, in no small degree, to the long, wide, and 
practical experience of its President, David A. Horn, in the tobacco 
and cigar industry, which dates back to the year 1880. This corporation 
is, without a doubt, the crowning of his work in the industrial life. 
Mr. Horn’s expert knowledge of tobaccos and manufacturing of cigars, 
his art of processing, blending and curing tobaccos have proven of 
immense advantage to this firm. As stated in another part of this book, 
the beginning of this company must be placed in the year 1916. Business 
was then started in the present office building of the company. It was 
a partnership in those days. Sales increased rapidly, the company

reached out to greater fields and more distant markets, the sales organi- 
zation was perfected, additional manufacturing plants acquired and 
put in operation. All these factors contributed to making the company 
a leading firm in this cigar community. Finally, in 1925, the partnership 
was incorporated. At this time, several of the younger, loyal and 
experienced executives were admitted to the membership of the 
company. 

This new corporation showed exceptional vigor and strength. In 
1927 several additional consolidations served to equip the manu- 
facturing facilities of this company more thoroughly. But growing busi- 
ness and constant expansion have necessitated constant enlargements 
and improvements of the various manufacturing units, making for 
efficient as well as more pleasant working conditions. Today the Federal 
Cigar Company operates eight beautiful and well-equipped factories, 
with a capacity of many millions. 

The present officers of this corporation, which likewise constitute 
the Board of Directors, are David A. Horn, President; Charles H. 
Horn, Vice-President; Harry W. McGuigan, First Vice-President; 
Dr. J. M. Hyson, Treasurer; L. Earl Grove, Secretary. 


Davin A. Horn 


David A. Horn was born June 6, 1863, in Windsor Township, 
York County, Pa., one mile south of Red Lion, was reared on a farm, 
attended the country school until fifteen years of age. 


For a few years, he helped his father on the farm. In the year 1880, 
he started to serve his apprenticeship as a cigar maker. During 1883, 
he operated already his own factory at Springvale, Penna., employing 
three cigar makers besides himself. After working hours he would 
prepare the tobaccos for the following day and looked after the other 
work as he was determined to make as many cigars each day as any 
other of his employees. In 1889, he moved into Red Lion to find better 
and larger manufacturing facilities. 


In 1900, he established in conjunction with other manufacturers, 
the Porto Rico Cigar Company, which partnership proved very success- 
ful and prosperous. Approximately eleven years, D. A. Horn was 
connected with this concern. He then withdrew and formed the D. A. 
Horn & Co. as an individual manufacturing proposition. 

Besides the cigar and tobacco business, D. A. Horn followed the 
Real Estate and Insurance business for about ten years. This was made 
possible through the formation of partnerships which did much toward 
the rapid expansion and growth of the town. 

He was largely instrumental in the formation of the Red Lion 
Tobacco Company in the year 1910, which was a partnership of several 
of the leading business men of the town. This proved quite a note- 
worthy undertaking. The first direct carload shipments of leaf tobacco 
from Wisconsin, Connecticut, Ohio and Florida to this locality must 
be credited to his efforts through this company. 


In 1915, he entrusted his individual cigar business to his son and 
nephew and formed, during the following year, another partnership 
to lay the foundation of the Federal Cigar Company of which he is the 
President. Small was the beginning of this last named company. 

Careful guidance and a strict business policy, aiming at quality 
merchandise, brought exceptional results in growth and expansion 
until, in 1925, the business became incorporated under the name 
Federal Cigar Company. 

Mr. Horn is a director of the Farmers & Merchants Bank, a director 
in various other progressive business enterprises. He is looked upon 
as an outstanding figure in the community, a man of unusual energy 
and initiative, an expert judge and knower of tobaccos. 
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C. N. Foreman & Company 


C. N. Foreman, the proprietor of the firm, was born on a farm in 
Springfield Township in 1888 and came to Red Lion in 1898. When 
about 15 years of age, he started to learn cigar making with Albert 
Marks at Seakstown, adjoining the Borough of Red Lion. He had to 
pay ten dollars to learn the trade and, in addition, at the end of his 
apprenticeship, was obliged to make 5,000 cigars free of charge for his 
employer. Thereafter, he worked in succession for Eli Marks, Daniel 
Spangler, Charles Rost and Blockinger & Co. When the latter went 
out of business, he decided to start cigar manufacturing himself. This 
was in 1909. He opened a cigar shop with one cigar maker who hap- 
pened to be his present wife, Miss Bertha Blockinger. Operating very 
economically and working very hard, young Foreman saved some 
money and gradually increased the number of his cigar makers to ten 
then to fifteen at the close of the first year. His first tobacco he bought 
of T. E. Shertzer of Lancaster, Pa., who conducted a warehouse at 
Red Lion where now the Enterprise Tobacco Company is located. 
After two years, business had grown to such an extent that the factory 
proved entirely too small. Subsequently, he moved into the factory 
of Haines & Holtzinger on Church Alley. Louis Blockinger, his father- 
in-law, became his partner in business and continued as such until his 


death in 1914. 


About 1912, the present brick factory was built and a substantial 
addition erected in 1915. Business with this firm had now become of 
vast proportions. Factories at Craley, Yorkana, York and Long Level 
were added. However, the strain of work was affecting the health of 
C. N. Foreman. In order to simplify operation and supervision, 
eliminate overhead expenses as much as possible and bring production 
under one roof, the outside factories were mostly discontinued, the 
main factory remodeled and equipped in the best up-to-date manner, 
increasing production considerably. At the present time, this firm is 
operating two factories, one at Red Lion and the other at Long Level, 
Pa: 


By far the greater bulk of the products of C. N. Foreman & Co. was 
sold, ever since this company started in business, by Joseph Swartz of 
Cleveland, Ohio. Well-known brands manufactured by this concern 
are White House, Portage and the private numbers, Richard Mansfield 
and Little Dan O’Brien. 


A. C. Frey & Sons 


Alvin C. Frey, the owner of this firm, was born in 1873 before Red 
Lion was incorporated, in a home situated along the Peach Bottom Road 
which now is East Broadway. His father, Solomon Frey, was the owner 
of a large farm in Windsor Township adjoining the Borough limits. 


Young Frey worked on the farm until seventeen years of age, when 
he began to learn cigar making. In the year 1892, he entered the cigar 
business himself manufacturing on a small scale at home. Shortly after, 
he rented a little factory across the street, the property of Mrs. Jacob 
Young. He moved into the Red Lion Borough in 1894 and located on 
the west side of East Broadway, diagonally across from his present 
residence. The old house and cigar shop are still standing. About 1879, 
he built his present residence and followed it up with the erection of 
a cigar factory which is of solid brick construction. Here he has been 
manufacturing cigars ever since. 


Mr. A.C. Frey was elected twice a member of the Borough Council; 
he was instrumental in the organization of the Farmers & Merchants 
National Bank; served as its Vice-President from the time of its organi 
zation until 1927, when he was elected President of the Bank; is 
President of the Board of Trustees of St. Paul’s Evangelical Church; 
a Knight Templar, a member of Odd Fellows and Knights of Pythias. 
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The more familiar brands of this concern are Maud Muller, National 
Stars, Te-Be-Ce and Southern Club. 


A. S. Frey & Company 


A. Scott Frey first started out as a cigar maker. In 1889, 41 years 
ago, he entered the cigar manufacturing business upon his own ini- 
tiative. For ten years he occupied and operated a factory where Henry 
G. Barnhart’s Garage and residence now stand. Ever since he entered 
the cigar manufacturing business at the age of 23 years, his firm has 
been known under the name of A. S. Frey & Co. Mr. Frey was born in 
York, Pa., and resided in Lower Chanceford Township before coming 
to Red Lion. His present manufacturing establishment and private 
residence are situated on First Avenue. 


W.C. Fruticer & Co. 


William C. Frutiger, owner of the company, was born in Berne, 
Switzerland, in the year 1881. His mother gave her life on the day of his 
birth. His father signed a contract with a representative of the Steelton 
Iron Works to come to their steel plant at Steelton, Pa. In 1881, Mr. 
Frutiger’s father arrived in New York with three children, the young- 
est, William, two months old. He proceeded at once to Steelton, Pa. 
Finding himself without funds, the father placed the three children in 
the Dauphin County Almshouse. After some time, when he felt that 
he could provide for his children, the father again established a home 
for them. The first sixteen years of his life were spent by William C. 
Frutiger in Steelton, Pa. 


Young William had some very narrow escapes during the terrible 
June flood at Steelton when the waters of the Susquehanna River 
flooded the railroad tracks and the west side of Steelton, washed away 
homes, drowning many a mother, father and child in its rushing waters 
and rising in height to within 6 inches from the second floor of their 
home. Finally boats came to their rescue and brought them to safety. A 
kind hearted person took the Frutiger family into his home and cared 
for them until the waters had receded. 


At the age of 16, William C. came to York County and learned cigar 
making. The fee to learn the trade was to make 10,000 cigars for the 
manufacturer without pay. After he had “‘graduated” in his trade, he 
received 12c per hundred cigars, earning, on the average, 36c per day 
for a number of months. As the wages increased to 15c and 25c per 
hundred, he began to save some money. After twelve years of work asa 
cigar maker, he finally made up his mind to try manufacturing cigars in 
his home alongside the kitchen stove. His wife and himself were the 
only cigar makers. About 1910, he rented a small building where he 
could give employment to five cigar makers. In 1916, he built his own 
factory on Hyson Alley, giving employment to twenty cigar makers. 
His business began to grow bigger and bigger. Soon again his factory 
proved too small. An addition was built in 1919 at which time he 
employed at least fifty hands. Several years ago he purchased the beauti- 
ful Factory of Otto Eisenlohr & Bro. where this firm had been manu- 
facturing cigars for fifteen years. This establishment is one of the finest 
and best equipped in this part of the country and has a tremendous 
production capacity, big enough to give comfortable space to hundreds 
of cigar makers. 


W. C. Frutiger is truly a self-made man. From an humble beginning, 
he has worked himself up to a position of honor and comfort. His new 
family residence on Boundary Avenue, near Fairmount Park, is a 
master piece of architecture and ranks well with the select homes in 
the suburbs of large cities. In civic affairs he has always taken a promi 
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nent part and done much for the welfare, growth and uplift of this 
community. Among the many offices held by him is that of Directorship 
in the Farmers & Merchants National Bank, and in the Merchants 
Cigar Box Company, Dallastown, Pa. He is a trustee and the treasurer 
of St. Paul’s Evangelical Church, was twice elected to the town council 
and during his second term was a strong advocate for the extensive 
road building program of the borough. He is a Mason, Odd Fellow, 
Lion, and United Commercial Traveler. 


H. L. Haines & Company 


Harry L. Haines, Chief Burgess of Red Lion and sole owner of H. L. 
Haines & Co., has the distinction of being born in the Borough of Red 
Lion within a few days of the incorporation of this borough in 1880, in 
the old stone house which was successively known as Shenberger 
Tavern, Caslow House and Wallick House and stood on what is now 
known as Center Square of Red Lion. He attended the public schools 
of the Borough until the eighth grade. 


He set out in the cigar business at the age of 23 as a salesman. Before 
that time he had worked for several manufacturers as helper in their 
cigar plants. In 1912, he entered the cigar manufacturing business 
himself, becoming associated with S. S. Sechrist. The business was 
conducted under the name of H. L. Haines & Co. In 1924 Mr. Sechrist 
retired from the firm, and Harry L. Haines continued the same as its 
sole owner and proprietor. In business, he has always displayed strong 
initiative and foresight -which have been instrumental in his great 
success. Robert Fulton, Red: Arrow and Franchise represent the best 
which the H. L. Haines & Co. have to offer. The firm operates 3 
factories, viz., Spry, Jacobus, and Loganville, Pa. 


In civic affairs H. L. Haines has always manifested an unusual inter- 
est. A number of Red Lion’s civic organizations are the results of his 
efforts. During the World War, he gave almost all of his time to war 
work in southern York County, being identified with almost every 
undertaking and drive for Red Cross, Liberty Loans, War Chest, etc. 
Ever since the war, he has been recognized as the head of the charitable 
organizations in this community. 


In 1921, H. L. Haines was elected Chief Burgess of Red Lion. Re- 
elected in 1925, and is serving now his third term, having been chosen 
again for the office in 1929. 


For two terms, 1921 to 1929, he served without pay. During this 
period, Red Lion experienced one of the most progressive movements 
in its history. The street building program, carried out during these 
years, must be attributed, in no small degree, to the enthusiastic efforts 
of the Chief Burgess, H. L. Haines. For three years, this road building 
program demanded much sacrifice of time and energy. Before his first 
term in office, there was not one single paved street in Red Lion. By 
the end of 1929, every street and most alleys were paved so that there 
is not a better paved town of its size in the United States nor anywhere 
else in the world. 


H. L. Haines is a candidate for Congressman on the Democratic 
ticket, at the coming November Election. Only after long consideration 
and the strongest insistence and urging of his friends did he consent 
to lend his name for that purpose. 


Harry L. Haines is a man of action and deeds. His activities are 
widespread, his influence far reaching. He is the president of the Red 
Lion branch of American Red Cross, Ex-deputy Governor of Penna. 
and Past President of Lions Club, Director of the Keystone Automobile 
Club, York, Pa., Director of Boy Scouts of America, in York County, 
a Director of the Borough’s Association of York County, holder of 
Certificate of Appreciation for services rendered to his country, issued

by President Wilson, teacher of Young Men’s Bible Class of 400 
members, member of Legislative Committee, York County Cigar 
Manufacturers’ Assn., a member of the National League of Masonic 
Clubs and other important organizations. Harry L. Haines is married, 
has five children and has lived all his life in Red Lion. 


M. 8. HEINpDEL 


M. S. Heindel was born in Lower Windsor Township. After his 
marriage to Miss Naomi Burg of Lower Windsor Township, he moved 
to Wrightsville, Pa., where the young couple engaged in the store 
business for several years. In the fall of 1904, M. S. Heindel came to 
Red Lion and leased a store and adjoining home from D. B. Keeports, 
who now resides there, and purchased the stock of general merchandise 
of Charles Detwiler. A successful business was conducted in that 
stand for a period of eight years. 


In 1912, Mr. Heindel sold his stock of general merchandise to M. C. 
Holtzinger and acquired of the trustees of the United Brethren Church 
a property on the site of the present church edifice witha factory located 
on the rear of the lot..It was at this place that he entered the cigar 
business for the first time. 


In 1926, this property was sold back to the trustees of the United 
Brethren Church; the dwelling was razed in order to make room for 
the present imposing building. A factory of much larger proportions 
was bought of W. C. Frutiger which would provide more adequate 
manufacturing facilities for a growing business. It is here that Mr. 
Heindel continues in the cigar business to the present day. 


A desirable building lot along West Broadway Extended was pur- 
chased from Mrs. Dora Craley and H. W. Sheeler. A modern residence 
was erected. Mr. Heindel and his family reside there at the present 
time. Ever since coming to Red Lion, they have been devout members 


of United Brethren Church. 


D. C. KAttreIpErR & Sons 


The beginning of this firm dates back to the year 1899, when D. C. 
Kaltreider, at the age of 23, began manufacturing cigars on the second 
floor of his father’s livery stable. Several years later 1901, he built a 
frame factory on Charles Street where the present factory of W. C. 
Frutiger & Co. is located. At this location business was continued 
until the year 1904. During this year, he erected a more modern factory 
on West Broadway on the present location of W. J. Neff & Co. At the 
same time, Mr. Kaltreider built a substantial brick home in front of the 
factory facing West Broadway. 


In the factory, on West Broadway business was continued until 
1908. During all the years of cigar manufacturing, the policy of highest 
quality was observed. Large quantities of leaf tobacco and stemmed 
tobaccos were shipped. The present factory on Boundary Avenue was 
constructed in 1910. The members of the firm at the present time are 
D. C. Kaltreider and his sons, Daniel W. (Bud), C. Mervin, and James 
Levi. Lucky Lindy and Apollo cigars are the foremost sellers of this 
house. They retail at 5c each. 


Levi Kaltreider was born in 1849 in Windsor Township. He began 
the manufacturing of cigars when 23 years of age. He moved to Red 
Lion in 1875. During all his life he took a deep interest in the doings and 
events of his community, as is evidenced by his activity in the Fire 
Company, School Board and Town Council. He was identified with 
the organization of the People’s State Bank, now the Red Lion Trust 
Co., and served as its president until 1929 and surely must be looked 
upon as one of the “builders” of Red Lion.

James W. Kelly, proprietor of the firm, was born at Wrightsville, Pa., 
1892 and moved to Red Lion in 1908. He graduated from Red Lion 
High School in 1912, taught in public schools one year and wasa 
graduate of Patrick’s Business College, Class 1914. During the same 
year, he accepted a position with the People’s State Bank, Red Lion, Pa., 
as Assistant Cashier and held this position until 1917, when he resigned 
to enter the tobacco manufacturing and leaf tobacco business under the 
name LaMotte and Kelly Tobacco Co. Three years later, in 1920, he 
started upon the cigar manufacturing enterprise, being, in succession, 
General Manager of the factories for Wertheimer Bros. of Baltimore, 
Md., and the P. & H. Cigar Co., Inc., Red Lion, Pa. In 1923, he 
embarked upon the cigar business for himself under the present firm, 
the Kelly Cigar Company. His beginning, like that of almost every 
York County manufacturer, was small. Today this concern has one of 
the best equipped, most modern and sanitary cigar factories in the 
community. It is of brick construction, three stories in height, 100 by 
40 feet dimensions, and has a capacity of 20,000,000 cigars per year. 

James W. Kelly is one of the younger set of manufacturers. He was 
elected a member of the Borough Council in 1928 for a term of four 
years and President of the Council 1930. He is a member of various 
organizations, among them the Masons and Elks. 


Peter McGuican & Sons 
The firm is a partnership consisting of Peter McGuigan and his sons 
Arthur McGuigan and Clayton H. McGuigan. 
Mr. Peter McGuigan was born in 1860 on a farm in Lower Windsor 
Township where he attended the township school. About 1881, he 
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built a little cigar factory approximately one quarter of a mile south of 
Bittersville and started to manufacture cigars. Later he moved along the 
River Road below Bittersville into the former home of Benjamin 
Zarfos, where he continued cigar manufacturing. While still living at 
this place, he erected a building at Red Lion in 1894, which is the same

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building that houses today the Peter McGuigan & Sons offices and 
main manufacturing establishment. In this building he conducted 
carriage works and at the same time ran a blacksmith and painting 
shop across Meyer Avenue in the present Uffelman Building. Thus, 
he was manufacturing cigars, running carriage works and a blacksmith 
and painting shop at one and the same time. In 1898, he built his present 
residence located on Meyer Avenue, now East High Street. 

On the 4th of April, 1900, Peter McGuigan moved to Red Lion with 
his family. He discontinued the cigar manufacturing for the time being, 
keeping, however, his carriage business, blacksmith and painting shop. 
Finally he went back to the cigar manufacturing business again (about 
1904) until, in 1907-1908, he formed a partnership with his two sons. 
Gradually he discontinued the carriage works and the blacksmith and 
paint shop and concentrated upon the cigar manufacturing business 
altogether. Peter McGuigan & Sons are operating a branch factory at 
Felton, Pa., for many years. 

Peter McGuigan is one of the organizers of the People’s State Bank, 
now Red Lion Trust Company and a director from its beginning. He 
served two terms at different times on the Council of the Borough, the 
last term being from 1922 to 1926 inclusive, during the street building 
program. He is a member of the Red Lion Leo Fire Co. No. 1. 


Arthur McGuigan was born in Lower Windsor Township, 1885, 
came to Red Lion in 1900, where he finished his schooling four years 
later. He started as an apprentice in carriage painting and blacksmithing 
in his father’s shop on Meyer Avenue. Later, when his father entered 
the cigar business, he worked for him around the factory at $35.00 per 
month, among other things attending to the business correspondence, 
writing letters in longhand on the cigar packing bench. He became a 
member of the firm of Peter McGuigan & Sons around 1907-1908. 


He was a member of the Borough Council of Red Lion from 1926 to 
1929 inclusive and, during that period, served very efficiently, at the 
same time, as secretary of the Borough, succeeding J. W. Herrman. He 
acted as temporary secretary of the stockholders meeting of the 
People’s State Bank, which meeting was held in the offices of W. M. 
Gemmill & Co. for the purpose of organizing a third bank in Red Lion. 

Clayton Henry McGuigan was born in Lower Windsor Township, 
1887, came to Red Lion with his parents in 1900 and continued his 
education in the Red Lion Borough Schools. After leaving school, he 
worked for the time being in his father’s painting and blacksmith shop. 
Soon he entered the employ of his uncle, George W. McGuigan, cigar 
manufacturer, learning cigar packing and being “the Lackey boy” 
around the place at 25c per day. For several years, he worked in the 
cigar packing department of Daniel Spangler. He became associated 
with his father in the cigar manufacturing business, together with his 
brother Arthur McGuigan, in 1907-1908. 

Peter McGuigan, Arthur McGuigan, Clayton H. McGuigan, Milton 
H. Sevis and Laurie P. Sevis formed, during September, 1929, the 
Meditation Cigar Company, which specializes, as the name rightly 
implies, in the manufacture of Meditation five-cent cigars. This firm has 
quickly risen to prominence in the cigar manufacturing field and today 
commands a substantial business. 


C. D. Myers & Company 


C. D. Myers, the owner of the firm, was born in Windsor Township 
in the year 1885 and came to Red Lion in 1900, when he learned the 
cigar making business. One of his friends, who happened to be in the 
cigar manufacturing business, S. H. Waughtel, advised him to try 
the cigar business himself. Mr. Myers took the advice and started in the 
business in 1903, when he was 18 years old. At first, he operated in the 
private residence at 222 E. Broadway. In 1905, he formed a partnership 


with J. E. Waughtel, under the name of Myers & Waughtel, and built 
a small factory in the rear of Lancaster Street. About two years later, 
he dissolved the partnership and associated himself with H. A. 
Waughtel, changing the name of the firm to C. D. Myers & Co, 
Finally, in 1920, he bought out the interest of H. A. Waughtel and con- 
ducted the business himself. For the past ten years, Mr. Myers has 
established a good steady business and has enlarged his factory con- 
siderably. C. D. Myers & Co. have been doing business at the same 
location for twenty-four years, while the firm under that name is in 
existence for the past twenty-three years. 


W. H. Myers & Company 


William H. Myers was born in Windsor Township, York County, 
Pa., about three miles south of Red Lion along the Yorkand Peach Bottom 
Road at what is known as Myer’s, Blacksmith Shop. It was, while 
living in this section that young Myers learned about tobaccos and the 
cigar making. He eventually entered the cigar business himself and 
operated a small shop for a few years. He discontinued manufacturing 
and moved to Red Lion in the year 1900. He started again to work at 
the trade of cigar making and was first employed by Millard Smith, 
cigar manufacturer. In 1902, he decided to try again cigar manufactur- 
ing himself. He continued in that business until 1914, when once more 
he quit the manufacturing game. In January, 1917, W. H. Myers and 
A. 5S. Frey purchased the LaMotte Stogie Co. and immediately began to 
operate under the name W. H. Myers & Co. Since that time, the firm 
has met with good success, having grown bigger from year to year. 
At present W. H. Myers & Co. are going ahead very encouragingly. 


W. J. Nerr & Company 


“Whorley” J. Neff was born in Red Lion on May 9, 1884, the son 
of Martin and Elizabeth Stanley Neff. He attended the public and high 
school of Red Lion Borough and is a graduate of the Pennsylvania 
Business College at Lancaster, Pa. 


At the age of 23, he entered upon the cigar manufacturing business, 
forming a partnership with D. A. Horn. The firm was known as 
Horn-Neff & Co. In 1908, he purchased the interests of Mr. Horn and 
organized his own company, W. J. Neff & Co. Ever since the beginning 
of this firm, W. J. Neff has been its sole owner and proprietor. The 
leading brands of his product are Royal Princess and Joe Cannon 5c 
cigars. 


Fourteen years ago, he was nominated and elected Commissioner of 
York County for four years. During his membership on the Board of 
County Commissioners, the Era of Good Roads was inaugurated for 
this County. It was during that particular administration that the toll 
roads were taken over and a road loan of $2,000,000.00 favorably voted 
upon by the people of York County. Mr. Neff is a director of the 
Farmers & Merchants National Bank. During the war he served as 
Chairman on several war chest drives. 


Tue P. E. Retcuarp Co. 


Paul E. Reichard, the proprietor, was born at Red Lion, April 16, 
1897. He received his education in the Red Lion Borough Schools, High 
School and Patrick’s Business College, York, Pa. At first, 1916 he kept 
books for Wolf Bros., cigar manufacturers. The cigar making trade he 
learned at the I. Lewis Cigar Co. For a time, he engaged in the tobacco 
business and the cigar brokerage. A. J. Golden was instrumental for 
Paul E. Reichard to enter the cigar manufacturing field. In the year

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1918, he started with one cigar maker. His cigar shop was located in 
Wallick Alley in the L. O. Shellenberger property. Gradually he built 
up an appreciable business employing four bunch breakers and twenty 
rollers and shipping several million cigars annually. A much needed 
new factory was erected in 1926. It is modern and well equipped in 
every way, having about 6,000 square feet of floor space. Despite his 
affliction and crippled condition, having had spinal meningitis when 
5 months old, Paul is known to attend to his business affairs in a most 
eficient manner. White Orchid, Golden’s Blue Ribbon, State Bond and 
Arrow Smith are the brands of five-cent cigars he manufactures. 


SUPERIOR CIGAR COMPANY 


E. Latimer Sechrist, proprietor, born in Chanceford Township, York 
County, Pa., was reared on a farm, received his education in the public 
schools. After a successful business venture on the Meadow-Vale 
Stock Farm from 1906 to March, 1917, he came to Red Lion in April of 
the latter year and centered his interest upon cigar manufacturing. 
Through the efforts of his uncle, S. S. Sechrist, a partnership was 
formed between W. C. 
Frutiger and E. Latimer 
Sechrist, trading under the 
name of the Superior Cigar 
Company. 
started in a small factory 
with a capacity of 5,000 per 
day during the month of 
August, 1917. There was a 
rapid growth, production 
increasing to 20,000 per day 
during the following year. 
In 1920, a large modern 
factory building was erected 
on West Broadway and 
equipped in a most up-to- 
date manner. 

On December 31, 1923, 
the partnership was dis- 
solved, E. Latimer Sechrist 
becoming the sole owner of 
the property, trade name 
and good will of the Su- 
perior Cigar Co. In June, 
1924, a tornado laid low a part of the new factory building which was 
quickly rebuilt, turning out during that year 8,000,000 cigars. 

The best known brands of this concern are Pay Day, Jenny Lind, 
Famous Players. In addition, this company manufactures privately 
owned brands for large distributing houses.

Tue G. A. StroBECK COMPANY 


G. A. Strobeck, popularly known as “Andy”, was born of a poor 
family and reared amidst the cigar industry. Soon he realized the 
necessity of making his own livelihood and sacrificed his school career 
at the age of fourteen to learn cigar making. Being in and around the 
factories almost daily as a young boy, stripping tobacco and later 
practicing the craft of cigar making, he acquired a familiar inside knowl- 
edge of the cigar industry and an unusual skill in cigar making. He was 
employed in various factories in York County, including Eisenlohr’s 
Cinco factory in York, Pa., and Windsor, Pa., at which latter place, in 
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1915, he was elected from among the entire working force and promoted 
to the position of superintendent of a new factory opened by Otto 
Eisenlohr & Bro., Inc., at Red Lion, Pa. He served in that capacity until 
January 1, 1921 when he accepted an offer from several Red Lion 
manufacturers to join them as a partner in the cigar manufacturing 
business. He was a member of the firm Jacob Streavig & Co. until 
January 1, 1923, when Mr. Streavig sold out his interests to “Andy.” 
From that day on, he conducted the business under the name of The 
G. A. Strobeck Company as its sole owner and proprietor. In recent 
years he has enlarged his factory on several occasions so that today he 
has a manufacturing plant, capable ofa very substantial daily production. 


West Enp CicAr CoMPANY 


Harry Clayton Neff, the owner and proprietor of the firm, was born 
in Windsor Township, 1883. His father, Adam F. Neff, born 1836, was 
one of the first cigar manufacturers in this section, entering the business 
on or before 1860. It was there that young Harry learned cigar mak- 
ing and gained knowledge of tobaccos. When fifteen years of age, 1898, 
young Neff came with his parents to Red Lion; his father retired from 
business, while Harry continued his trade, making cigars for George 
McGuigan, Peter McGuigan and others. After five years, about 1903, 
H. C. Neff set out in tobacco business with S. A. Herrman and con- 
ducted a cigar business as a side line, operating under the name of 
Herrman & Neff on North Charles Street near the bridge on the site 
where the Consumers Cigar Box Company is located today. In 1912, 
Harry C. Neff entered the cigar manufacturing business alone at 515 
West Broadway, where he is found holding out today with a much en- 
larged and improved factory. The West End Cigar Company operates 
branch factories at Long Level and Conrad’s Corner, York County, Pa. 


J. C. Winter & Company, Inc. 


J. C. Winter was born on a farm near Hanover Junction, on August 
16, 1888. He received his school education in the grade schools and high 
school of Glen Rock, Pa., and his business training at the Patrick’s 
Business College at York, Pa., whence he graduated on September 7, 
1906. During the year 1905, J. C. Winter moved with his parents to 
Red Lion. 


He entered upon his first job as a bookkeeper with Ness Brothers & 
Co., wheel manufacturers. In 1907 he came to work for William A. 
Lahr, cigar manufacturer, at Red Lion. Here he stayed for several years 
and had charge of the books and the office and looked after many details 
of the business. Thereafter he entered into business with Rufus Spotz, 
cigar manufacturer, and took charge of the sales. However, this union 
did not last long, and young Winter started out upon the cigar jobbing 
business in a very small way. The only capital which he had at his 
disposal was $75.00. 


The first 5,000 cigars, which he bought, was a job lot. He purchased 
them of Fred Smith and gave a 60-day note to the amount of $90.00 in 
payment. 


About 1910-1911, J.C. Winter decided to try the cigar manufacturing 
business himself. He rented the factory of Mrs. Sheeler on Frist Avenue 
and opened business with three hands. Later he moved into Jacob 
Stump’s factory, likewise on First Avenue, forming a partnership with 
the latter for a period of one year. Thereafter, about 1913, J.C. Winter 
bought the factory and house of W. A. Lahr, the man with whom he 
had begun his business career in cigars. He was getting along very 
nicely in business when, one day in 1915, he lost everything he had to 
his name through a bad account, the amount being about $3,800.00.

This loss did not break his will-power and courage. Better luck again 
seemed to come his way; business grew bigger from year to year. 
Greater manufacturing facilities were needed. Hence, he opened a 
factory at Franklintown, Pa., upon a partnership basis with Titus A. 
Smith. After several months of operation, this partnership was ex- 
tended from the Franklintown factory to comprise also the factory of 
J. C. Winter at Red Lion, Pa. 

The new partnership was known as J. C. Winter & Co. 

Business continued to grow and bigger quarters were needed. The 
factory on Broadway proved too small. Consequently, the manu- 
facturing establishment of MillerSmith along Railroad Alley, between 
West Broadway and Henrietta Street, was purchased. This factory 
was operated for years. 

Business still kept moving forward; more factories were opened, so 
that toward the latter part of the war, J. C. Winter & Co. had in 
operation as high as thirty-two factories, large and small, employing 
from seventy-five hands down to one person. This partnership con- 
tinued until January 1, 1925, when J. C. Winter acquired, through 
outright purchase, all the holdings of T. A. Smith, thus becoming the 
sole owner of the firm. In the meantime, however, about 1924, the 
company had bought the factory of the P. & H. Cigar Corporation on 
Pine Street. This plant added greatly to the capacity of the company. 

In 1927, J. C. Winter & Co. and T. E. Brooks & Co. made an ex- 
change of properties. The Winter factory on Railroad Alley was trans- 
ferred to T. E. Brooks & Co., cigar manufacturers, while the Winter 
firm came into possession of land adjoining their factory on Pine Street. 
It was then that J. C. Winter & Co. entered upon a vast building 
program. An imposing building arose on the newly acquired plot of 
ground as an addition to the present factory which was completely 
remodeled to measure up to the modern appearance and appointment of 
the new structure. There was nothing left undone to make this factory 
a model in every respect. The production capacity per day was in- 
creased to 150,000. 

Within the past few years, J. C. Winter & Co. have risen to great 
prominence in the cigar manufacturing field. There was one ambition 
which J. C. Winter was anxious to attain, viz., to own his: own 
tobacco factory. The Laucks Tobacco Co., with its new warehouse and 
tobacco factory, offered the logical answer. Charles F. Laucks, the 
owner, was an experienced tobacco man. Many years he had spent in 
the business. His factory was well equipped. To unite J. C. Winter & 
Co. and the Laucks Tobacco Co. into one firm appeared as a master 
stroke. This idea was realized toward the end of 1929. The firm of 
J. C. Winter & Co. was incorporated during the same year and 
capitalized at $500,000.00. The officers and incorporators are: J. C. 
Winter, President; C. F. Laucks, Vice-President; Clarence E. Zarfos, 
brother-in-law of J. C. Winter, Secretary; Amelia C. Winter, sister of 
J. C. Winter, Treasurer. 

With this tobacco factory at their disposal, J. C. Winter & Co. are 
able to clean, sweat, cure, shred and prepare their tobaccos for the 
cigar maker’s bench and work out their own special blending process of 
tobaccos. 

In addition to their stately factory at Red Lion, J. C. Winter & Co. 
own and operate factories at Windsor and Bittersville and control the 
output of other factories at Martinsville and York, Pa. The actual 
business volume of the Winter factory at the present time, is from 
800,000 to 900,000 cigars per week. We may also mention that this firm 
owns and operates a distributing branch at Greensboro, N. C. 

J. C. Winter is a member of the Board of Governors of the York 
County Cigar Manufacturers’ Association for years, was a member of 
the Town Council during the street building program of the borough; 
is a director of the Farmers & Merchants National Bank, the Vice- 
President and a director of the Merchants Cigar Box Co.

Wotr Broruers & Co. 


The company is a partnership composed of Harry C. and David E. 
Wolf. Originally they came from Bittersville, Pa., and started out at 
Red Lion making cigars for Charles Rost at 16c per hundred for out and 
out work. Somewhat later the Wolf boys worked for another concern 
which failed in business. Being unable to obtain work, H. C. and D. 
E. Wolf decided to try their own good luck in the cigar manufacturing 
business and started out with an investment of $42.50. The first 
tobacco was purchased of D. S. Taylor, Yoe, Pa., who willingly ex- 
tended the credit. Business was started in 1899. They were their own 
cigar makers. Finally, they added one cigar maker and later another one. 
As the business grew in volume, the force of employees was increased 
correspondingly. The first 5,000 cigars shipped by this concern were 
a total loss, the cigars never reaching their point of destination and no 
trace of them ever coming to notice.

After two years in business, Harry C. and David E. Wolf became 
fully disgusted with it and decided to discontinue operation. S. S. 
Sechrist, however, persuaded them to keep on in business. They took 
on another partner by the name of J. C. Neff. This partnership con- 
tinued for three years without showing much appreciable success. At 
last, things began to break their way. Business came in stronger. After 
two years, J. C. Neff sold out his interest to the Wolf Brothers, who 
continued the business until this present day. The firm is favorably 
known among the manufacturers of York County. Its main factory and 
office is located on South Pine Street. 


BENJAMIN FRANKLIN ZAREFOS 


Benjamin Franklin Zarfos was born in Lower Windsor Township, 
York County, in 1858, where he attended school. For some time he was 
a pupil at the York County Academy. In 1880, he began the manu- 
facturing of cigars and continued in this business when he moved to 
Red Lion in 1882. He located at 12 North Main Street, where he 
resides today. At first, he made cigars in his private residence until he 
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had erected a shop in the rear of his home along Railroad Alley, which 
factory stands today. Although he manufactured cigars himself, he 
specialized in buying the cigars of other manufacturers in those days. 
In 1884, he was elected Constable of Red Lion Borough and was a 
member of the Town Council when the electric street lighting system 
was first considered and discussed. In 1903 he was elected Chief 
Burgess of Red Lion and a few years later served as Assessor of the 
Borough. B. F. Zarfos is one of the organizers of the Red Lion Water 
Company and a director of this institution since its birth in 1893. 
Today he is President of this progressive public service corporation. 
B. F. Zarfos has the distinction of being the oldest manufacturer of 
cigars in Red Lion, having been continuously engaged in this busi- 
ness for the past fifty years. 


ARTHUR 8. ZIEGLER 


Arthur S. Ziegler was born at Freysville, Windsor Township, April 
3, 1890 and came to Red Lion in March, 1895. He received his educa- 
tion in the Red Lion Schools and High School and at the Normal School 
which existed at that time in this community. In 1908, he graduated 
from Patrick’s Commercial School. In the evening and morning, while 
going to business school, he learned the cigar making business with 
L. J. Smith & Co. After his graduation from business college, he 
entered the cigar business with Wolf Brothers in a building which 
today still stands on the rear lot of the Red Lion Fire Company along 
Railroad Alley. He continued in this connection for seven years, when, 
in 1916, he decided to go for himself into the cigar and insurance 
business at one and the same time, specializing in the manufacture of 3 
for 5c stogies. His factory was located at the rear of his father’s home, 
who was then serving his second term as postmaster of Red Lion. 

When the business continued to grow, Arthur S. Ziegler opened 
another factory at Cross Roads. The partnership which he had formed 
with C. N. Dellinger for this particular factory lasted but a short while, 
A. S. Ziegler becoming the sole owner. After his father’s term as post- 
master in 1923, he entered into another partnership with Harvey 
Ziegler, his father, under the name of A. S. Ziegler & Company. On 
July 24, 1924, he became associated with Perry Tschop in the Arthur- 
Perry Cigar Co. 

In the insurance field, Arthur S. Ziegler has been exceptionally 
successful. His slogan “Maximum Insurance at- Minimum Cost” has 
surely made a great hit with the public. 
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Arthur S. Ziegler has been quite active in civic affairs. During the 
World War, he served as Chief Clerk and on County Draft Board No. 
22 located at Red Lion, Pa. He served as property assessor of the 
Borough from 1920 to 1924. At present, he is a member of Red Lion 
Borough Council, having been elected in 1927. As Treasurer of the 
York County Cigar Manufacturers’ Association, he has functioned 
continuously since 1922. He is the treasurer of the Bethany United 
Brethren Church, a Director of the Consumers Cigar Box Company, 
Director and Secretary of the People’s Fuel Company, York, Pa. 

- Harvey Ziegler came to Red Lion in 1895 from Windsor Township 
where he was born. He bought out the grocery business of Nathaniel 
Neiman and later went into the cigar business in a small factory. During 
the year 1899, he bought at a private sale a plot of ground at the square 
of Red Lion between Main Street and East Broadway. He built his 
home on East Broadway and sold the balance of the ground which 
comprises today the Rost plot, the Sheeler block, the Desenberg Busi- 
ness Property along South Main Street, and three private residences on 
East Broadway. George McGuigan was the purchaser of the property; 
the sales price was $2,000.00. Mr. Ziegler was Secretary of the School 
Board in 1909 and 1910 when the twelve-room high-school building on 
the hill was erected and completed. He was the first school director to 
be elected to a term of six years in 1910. 


A. A. Younc & Company 


Adam A. Young is the sole owner and proprietor of this concern 
which was established in 1895. Prior to his entrance upon the cigar 
manufacturing, he was a carpenter by trade and in the employ of H. W. 
Welty. At one time, he was interested in the leaf tobacco business, 
being in partnership with J. W. Blouse and J. S. Streavig and trading 
under the name Red Lion Tobacco Company. 


We ty-Younc & Co. 


This firm is a partnership composed of E. P. Welty, A. A. Young, 
and C. P. Young and started upon business on June 1, 1926, after having 
erected a new modern factory on Taylor Avenue. Both E. P. Welty and 
C. P. Young were employed in local banks before they entered the 
cigar manufacturing business.

ConsuMERS CiGAR Box CoMPANY 


The first meeting of cigar manufacturers and other interested parties, 
to discuss the organization of a cigar box company, was held on July 1, 
1921. Ata subsequent meeting August 1, 1921, a committee, consisting 
of C. S. LaMotte, W. M. Gemmill and Jacob Streavig, was appointed 
to find a suitable location for the intended box factory. 

At a meeting September 19, 1921, it was decided to purchase the 
property of the San Telmo Cigar Company on North Charles Street at 
a price of $8,500.00 The following Board of Directors was elected: 
J. Frank Strayer, B. N. Hannigan, D. A. Horn, W. A. Gemmill, A. S. 
Ziegler, L. E. Sentz, Jacob Streavig, A. H. Thompson, C. 5. LaMotte, 
B. S. Sentz and David Wolf. The capital stock was fixed at $75,000.00. 

On the following day, September 20th, the directors organized as 
follows: C. S. LaMotte, President; J. F. Strayer, Vice-President; W. M. 
Gemmill, Treasurer; B. F. Sentz, Secretary and Superintendent. Con- 
sumers Cigar Box Company was the title chosen for the company. The 
Building Committee consisted of C. $. LaMotte, Jacob Streavig and 
B. F. Sentz. On October 2, 1921, building operations were started. On 
March 24, 1922, the first cigar boxes were made and shipped out. The 
original capacity of the factory was 7,500 boxes per day. 

Growing business demanded a larger production capacity. Addi- 
tional land was purchased and the factory enlarged to twice its original 
size, doubling the capacity. During the summer of 1926, it was decided 
to add a Boite Nature department to the existing equipment. 

The present Board of Directors lines up as follows: C. S. LaMotte, 
B. F. Sentz, L. E. Sentz, C. F. Roseman, J. Frank Strayer, E. L. Sechrist, 
A. H. Thompson, Jacob Streavig, D. E. Wolf, D. A. Horn and A. S. 
Ziegler. 

B. S. Sentz, the manager and superintendent of the Consumers Cigar 
Box Company, was born in Hopewell Township. He entered cigar 
manufacturing in 1889. In 1890 he began to manufacture his own cigar 
boxes and eventually began to supply boxes for other firms. The 
original boxes were made entirely by hand. Gradually he installed 
machinery, such as a horizontal nailing machine, a foot-power printing 
press, an upright nailing machine, a Grammes power nailing machine 
and introduced, from time to time, other improvements in the cigar box 
manufacturing industry. He continued cigar and cigar box manu- 
facturing at Felton, Pa., until 1921, when he moved to Red Lion to take 
charge of the Consumers Cigar Box Company. 


KALTREIDER CicGAR Box CoMPANY 


D. Frank Kaltreider, the owner of the concern, was born in Windsor 
Township, October 18, 1887, the son of Levi and Emma A. Kaltreider. 
In 1889 he came to Red Lion. He worked for his father on farms, in the 
livery stable and the cigar factory until 1898 when, at the age of twenty, 
he entered the employment of Daniel Spangler as a cigar packer. 

In the year 1900, he started upon the cigar business himself, operat- 
ing a factory corner Charles Street and Broadway. In 1902, he married 
V. Idella Olewiler. 

During the year 1912, he started out upon the leaf tobacco business 
in the building which he erected and is now owned and operated by the 
Consolidated Leaf Tobacco Company. He sold out his tobacco business 
to Meads & Pomraning in 1916. At the incorporation of the Red Lion 
Cigar Box & Lumber Co., April 1, 1917, he assumed the office of 
Treasurer and General Manager. 


On January 1, 1919, he acquired all the holdings of the Red Lion 
Cigar Box & Lumber Company and changed the name to Kaltreider 
Cigar Box Co. This plant has a manufacturing capacity of 10,000 cigar 
boxes and 10,000 feet of box lumber per day. 


D. Frank Kaltreider 
has been active in the 
life and the affairs of 
Red Lion Borough. 
He was appointed to 
Borough Council in 
1899 and elected to 
the same body in 1900, 
and served as Presi- 
dent for four years. He 
was a member of the 
Red Lion School Board 
from 1923 to 1929 and 
served as its President 
for four years. It was 
during this adminis- 
eekerKoya lice “elewe 
Junior - Senior High 
School was organized 
and the present beau- 
tiful High School build- 
ing erected.

One of the leading tobacco concerns of Red Lion, was organized and 
commenced business in 1923. The present members of this concern are 
J. F. Strayer, H. A. Waughtel, Jacob Streavig and W. Russell Strayer. 

J. Frank Strayer was born in North Hopewell Township in the year 
1878. His father, J. W. Strayer, was in the cigar manufacturing business. 
When, in 1894, the family moved to Red Lion, Mr. Strayer continued 
in the cigar business, establishing a factory on Henrietta Street. Young 
Frank, at first, helped his father in the business and received his training 
in the trade. Finally, he ran the business for his father until he bought 
him out about 1910 and conducted a cigar manufacturing business 
under the name of J. F. Strayer & Co. until 1920. During this year he 
formed a partnership with H. A. Waughtel, known as Strayer & 
Waughtel. This cigar manufacturing firm continued until 1927, when 
the business was discontinued simply because the tobacco business of 
the Consolidated Tobacco Co. was growning so rapidly and assuming 
such vast proportions that it required the entire attention of its owners. 

J. Frank Strayer is a director and the Vice-President of the Con- 
sumers Cigar Box Co.; a director of the People’s Fuel Co., York Pa.; an 
executive member of the United Brethren Sunday School. He was 
President of Leo Fire Engine Company No. 1 for a period of four years 
1908 to 1912 and an Auditor of Red Lion Borough for one term.

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H. A. Waughtel was born in Chanceford Township, 1879. He came 
to Red Lion at the same time as J. F. Strayer, one of his present business 
partners, during the year 1895. He entered at once Red Lion High 
School and was a member of the Class of 1901 which was the first group 
to be officially graduated from this local institution of learning. There- 
after, he entered the Central Normal School at Lock Haven, where he 
received his diploma of graduation in 1902. He taught school in the Red 
Lion Borough and surrounding country for eight years. Before, how- 
ever, retiring from the teaching profession he formed a partnership with 
C. D. Myers in 1907 to manufacture cigars. This business association 
was continued until 1920, when H. A. Waughtel sold out his interest 
in the company and entered a cigar manufacturing business with J. 
Frank Strayer under the name of Strayer & Waughtel for seven years. 
Subsequently, he devoted all his time to his duties in the Consolidated 
Tobacco Company. He was a school director for one full term, about 
1912 to 1918. He is the Treasurer of the People’s Fuel Company, York, 
Pa., a teacher of Men’s Bible Class of United Brethren Church for the 
past ten years and is serving at present on the Council of Red Lion 
Borough, having been elected in 1929 for a term of four years. 

Jacob Streavig was born in North Codorus Township in 1872. When 
he was eight years old, he moved with his parents to York Township 
where he completed his education in the Township schools. After 
working three years for the Pennsylvania Railroad he came to Red Lion 
in 1895. Here he assisted his brother in the butcher business for three 
years, the latter having a butcher shop on First Avenue where Jacob 
Kopp’s butcher stand is located today. On Thanksgiving Day, 1898 he 
purchased the stage route between Red Lion and York and drove the 
stage himself for four years, until 1902. During this year, he owned and 
operated the former livery stable of T. L. Kaltreider and sold this 
business in 1903 to D. J. Mash. He entered into a partnership with 
W. M. Gemmill in 1903 under the name Streavig & Gemmill, cigar 
manufacturers. In 1907, this Association became terminated and Jacob 
Streavig formed a new cigar manufacturing company with Samuel 
Herrman until, in 1909 he took over the holdings of Samuel Herrman and 
continued in business by himself until 1922. During this year, he took 
G. A. Strobeck into partnership under the firm Streavig & Co. and sold 
out to Mr. Strobeck on January 1, 1923. 

Besides his interest in the cigar business, Jacob Streavig had large 
holdings in the tobacco game. From 1911 to 1925, he was associated 
with Charles Laucks in the National Tobacco Company. When, in 
1925 the National Tobacco Company was dissolved and ended opera- 
tion, Jacob Streavig became a member of the Consolidated and Charles 
Laucks started out in business for himself as the Laucks Tobacco 
Company. 

Jacob Streavig was Chief Burgess of Red Lion from 1906 to 1910. In 
1921 he was elected a member of Council and during the street building 
program he served as a member of the Highway Committee. He is 
President of the Red Lion Trust Company, having been a charter 
member and director since its organization; a charter member of Leo 
Independent Fire Co. No. 1 and a trustee of the same organization; 
a Director of the Consumers Cigar Box Company, of the Ebert Furnt- 
ture Company, President of the People’s Fuel Company and President 
of the Church Council of Grace Lutheran Church. 


ENTERPRISE TOBACCO COMPANY 


William H. Toomey, owner of the firm, was born at Strinestowr, 
York County, Pa., in 1874; later he moved with his parents to Dover, 
Pa., and Hanover, Pa. At the latter place he sold newspapersand worked 
around the cigar factory, especially in the tobacco division, learn- 
ing the fundamentals of the Tobacco business. In 1895, Mr. 
Toomey came to Red Lion in the interest of Charles Malehorn, 
Hanover, Pa., establishing a leaf tobacco business. He continued in this 
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position until 1904, when he accepted an offer of T. D. Shertzer of 
Lancaster as manager of the T. D. Shertzer’s tobacco factory, which 
was located on North Charles Street, where the Enterprise Tobacco 
Company has its modern warehouse and plant. 

In 1910, James Adair and W. H. Toomey took over the business of 
T. D. Shertzer and called their firm the Enterprise Tobacco Company. 
Six months later, Mr. Adair retired from the company and H. W. 
McGuigan became associated with Mr. Toomey. This partnership 
continued for two years, when W. H. Toomey became the sole owner 
and proprietor. 

Due to increased business, the firm was forced to erect a modern 
up-to-date tobacco factory and warehouse which is located at the 
bridge on North Charles Street. 


W. M. Gemnitt & Company 


In 1900, Wallace M. Gemmill came to Red Lion from Winterstown, 
Pa., to enter the cigar and tobacco business. At first he worked for his 
brother, J. Thomas Gemmill, cigar manufacturer, for three years. 
During that time, he learned a great deal about cigars and tobacco. 
In 1903, he and Jacob Streavig formed a partnership, known as Streavig 
€? Gemmill, cigar manufacturers. After three and one-half years, this 
firm was dissolved by mutual agreement. 

W. M. Gemmill, ‘ 
thereafter, formed the 
W. M. Gemmill & Co. 
in June, 1907, which 
firm has been continu- 
ed under that name 
unto this day. He took 
into partnership in 
1908, J. A. Gillan. 
A new factory and 
warehouse on a larger 





scale was erected on | 
corner of Hyson and 
Railroad Alleys. In 
TOMO Cihanlesm Es 
Roseman, who at that 
time was connected 
with the American 
Tobacco Co., bought 
out the interests of J. 
A. Gillan. Growing 
business necessitated : ms 
another addition to the W. M. GemMiLt 
plant in 1912. In 1918, George S. Roseman ,son of Charles F. Roseman, 
joined the company as the third member. In 1921, another substantial 
addition was built to the warehouse and a sprinkler system installed. 
The plant of the company has a floor space of 21,000 square feet, a 
storage capacity of 5,000 cases of leaf tobacco, and a yearly capacity of 
1,800,000 pounds of leaf tobacco. The business of this firm is buying, 
packing, and curing all grades of leaf tobacco for cigar manufacturers’ 
purposes. In 1929, Russell A. Gemmill, son of W. M. Gemmill, 
became the fourth member of the company. 

W. M. Gemmill was born in North Hopewell Township, December 
17, 1878, educated in public schools. At first he worked on the farm and 
at the age of 21 years moved to Red Lion, entering upon his business 
career. In 1904, he was elected to the Town Council, 1905 president 
of the Council. In 1921, he became a member of the School Board, filling 
the unexpired term of H. H. Minnich, and was re-elected to the School 
Board for a term of six years in 1922. During the latter term he served 
as vice-president of the board. 
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C. F. RosEMAN 


C. F. Roseman was born,in Chanceford Township November 19, 
1869 and received his education in the public schools. At first he worked 
on the farm, later on the York Southern Railroad, where he helped to 
change the track from the narrow to the standard gauge. Thereafter, 
he became employed in the general store of Grove & Uffelman at 
Brogueville, Pa. In 1903 (March 18), he moved to Red Lion and 
entered the cigar and tobacco business. He became connected with 
the American Tobacco Company as their buyer and receiver of to- 
baccos in this district. In 1910 he became a partner of W. M. Gemmill 
& Co. 

He was elected to two terms in the Town Council; in 1910 and in 
1920, serving four years each time. In 1916, he was chosen for one term 
on the School Board of Red Lion. 





GerorGE S. RosEMAN 
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Russe, A. GEMMILL 


George S. Roseman was born in Chanceford Township, York 
County, Pa., April 24, 1895. He spent two years in country schools and 
from March 18, 1903 in the Borough Schools of Red Lion. After 
graduating from the Red Lion schools, he entered in the cigar and 
tobacco business in 1911 at the age of sixteen years becoming success 
ively interested in the Banner Tobacco Co., Roseman Tobacco Co., 
and Universal Cigar Co. In 1918, he became affiliated with W. M. 
Gemmill & Co. George S$. Roseman is one of Red Lion’s progressive 
young business men. At present he is serving in the Town Council. 

Russell A. Gemmill was born September 24, 1909, in Red Lion 
Borough, attended the public schools of Red Lion, graduating from a 
four year Commercial High School Course. Thereafter, he had a two 
term Academical course at Staunton Military College of Virginia.

The history of this concern is one of a very small beginning, a 
‘story of a few samples of Wrapper and Binder tobacco in a rubber 
blanket. Mr. C. O. Meads, the senior member, started as a tobacco 
broker, upon the principle of quality and service to build up a good 
clientele. Soon Shredded Filler was added to his sample pack, the 
demand for this latter product became so extensive that the manu- 
facturing of Shredded Filler tobacco was started, first in a small 
building, gradually advancing to larger quarters. In 1914 the two 
sons, Charles C. Meads, and A. M. Meads, joined the firm. 

Extensive experiments were carried on to perfect a uniform blend 
of Shredded Filler tobacco, resulting in the creation of the present 






famous Key West Shorts, known to be of uniform and excellent quality. 


a composite blend of seven different grades of domestic and imported 
tobaccos. This Shredded Filler tobacco is prepared in a most modern 
and up-to-date factory covering over four and one-half acres of floor 
space, being the World's Largest Manufacturers of Shredded Filler 
tobacco. 

In addition to manufacturing tobacco for the cigar trade, the 
exportation of leaf tobacco to foreign countries was started about 1914 
which has developed into quite a factor of the business of this concern. 
Millions of pounds of Lancaster and York County tobaccos are exported 
each year to the Eastern Continent. 


FURNITURE MANUFACTURERS 


Rep Lion FurNITURE COMPANY 


The company was organized in 1907 by the following business men 
of Red Lion: S. S. Sechrist, Harry E. Craley, J. B. Sechrist, T. E. Brooks, 
and D. A. Horn. Of these men Harry E. Craley was a former contractor 
and had built many homes in Red Lion and surrounding country, thus 
acquiring important knowledge about lumber and wood work. He died 
on September 16, 1923. 

The Red Lion Furniture Company has the distinction of being the 
first and original furniture company to become organized in Red Lion 
and, undoubtedly, served as an encouragement for the organization of 
subsequent companies of that character in the community. The Red 
Lion Furniture Company, at its outset, had at its command two build- 
ings with a floor space of nineteen thousand square feet. The firm 
proved so successful in the new enterprise that the plant had to be 
enlarged on two different occasions, first in 1919 and secondly in 1926, 
thus affording its owner ample facilities to take proper care of his 
extensive and flourishing business. 

The Red Lion Furniture Company specializes in the manufacture of 
high grade bedroom furniture. Its reputation among the furniture trade, 
especially throughout the East, is well established and stands eminently 
for fine construction, craftsmanship, and beauty of designs. The com- 
pany maintains show rooms in New York, Philadelphia, San Francisco, 
and Los Angeles. The present organization of the Red Lion Furniture 
Company is listed as follows: President, S. S. Sechrist; Vice-President, 
C. S. LaMotte; Secretary, J. B. Sechrist; Treasurer, Henry E. Craley; 
General Manager, N. Neiman Craley. 


Rep Lion CaBIneT COMPANY 


The Red Lion Cabinet Company was organized in 1917 by S. S. 
Sechrist, Harry E. Craley and J. B. Sechrist. At its beginning a modern 
concrete manufacturing establishment was erected, which, in those 
days was considered a most modern and up-to-date plant for furniture 
production. With the increasing popularity of radio, the firm entered 
upon the manufacture of radio cabinets. Indeed, during the succeeding 
five years, the Red Lion Cabinet Company grew to such proportions 
that a new and much larger plant was made necessary to take proper 
care of its steadily growing volume of business. Consequently a 
plant was erected which in efficiency, and design, represents the very 
latest ideas and conceptions of modern manufacturing establishments. 
In fact, the new building is looked upon, with its latest equipment, as a 
model unit in every respect, eminently suited for the particular kind of 
work it is given to do. 


FIFTY YEARS 


The main structure of this plant is 1,050 feet long by 125 feet wide. 
The dry kilns have a daily drying capacity of 40,000 feet of lumber. 
The boiler room is equipped with automatic wood stockers. It is a one- 
story plant, arranged for straight line continuous production and equip- 
ped with the most modern and efficient electric-driven machinery. The 
floor space available reaches the commanding figure of 131,250 square 
feet; the daily production capacity is conservatively given at 3,000 
cabinets. When running full, the company will employ one thousand 
men. 

It may be of interest to the readers to note, for the sake of com- 
parison, that when the Red Lion Furniture Company was equipped in 
1907 the total cost of all the machinery in that plant did not exceed 
$5,500.00. The cost of one single machine of the latest type, of which 
there were batteries installed in the new cabinet plant, exceeds the 
total cost of the entire equipment of the original Red Lion Furniture 
Company in 1907. 

The present officers and directors of the company are as follows: 
S. S. Sechrist, President; J. B. Sechrist, Secretary; N. Neiman Craley, 
Treasurer and Henry E. Craley. 


Tue Esert FurNITURE Co. 


Away back in 1854, John A. Ebert, born near Stuttgart, Wurttem- 
berg, Germany, came to America and established himself in the furni- 
ture business in Philadelphia. 

Beginning in a small way, but, bringing to his business policy and 
products those inherently successful factors of thrift, quality and hard 
work, the business was immediately productive. 


With the growing demands for more and more of the Ebert quality 
products, the business grew and prospered. Soon it became apparent 
that the plant would have to be enlarged to care for the ever increas- 
ing business. In view of the prospect of still further growth, it was 
considered good business to move into a less congested community. 
In 1916, after giving consideration to the claims of many meritorious 
localities, Red Lion, Pennsylvania, was selected as the site offering the 
most advantageous facilities. Accordingly, a site was purchased and 
a modern brick factory building erected. 

In this model plant, covering three acres of floor space was installed 
the most modern machinery obtainable for the making of quality 
furniture. 

After the death of the founder, the business and management passed 
into the hands of the three sons, John G., Frederick J., and Herman A. 
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Ebert—all trained, through long years of apprenticeship, by the 
founder to take over the duties of management. 

Upon the reorganization of the company on October 30, 1916, the 
following were elected officers and directors: C. S. LaMotte, Presi 
dent; H. A. Ebert, Vice-President; F. J. Ebert, Secretary and Treas- 
urer; T. E. Brooks, W. H. Andrews, W. H. Boeckel, H. W. Sheeler, 
John G. Ebert, Jacob Streavig, D. D. Miller, E. E. Tyson, Directors.

This company was organized on February 17, 1913, with a capital 
stock of $140,000.00. The Board of Directors consists of B. S. Taylor, 
Isaac Kohler, William Taylor, Grant Raub, Moses Holtzinger, H. W. 
McGuigan, S. S. Sechrist, C. F. Zarfos, Edwill B. Miller, and C. 5. 
LaMotte, while the offices are filled by the following men: President, 
S. S. Sechrist; Vice-President, C. F. Zarfos; Secretary and Treasurer, 
C. $. LaMotte; General Superintendent, Edwill B. Miller. The com- 
pany makes bed-room and dining-room suites of exquisite design, expert 
craftsmanship and admirable quality. Tu-Way tables are an attrac- 


tive specialty. From seventy-five to one hundred men find steady 
employment all year around in the company’s plant. The product is 
shipped to all parts of the United States, Canada, Cuba, and Mexico. 


York County Cuair Company 


On March 10, 1924, a general meeting of the furniture. manufac 
turers of York County was held in the First National Bank Building 
of Red Lion, Pa., for the purpose of organizing a cooperative company 
which would manufacture a large enough amount of chairs to meet the 
requirements of the York County furniture manufacturing establish- 
ments. After a thorough discussion of their problem a temporary 
organization was effected with C. $8. LaMotte, Chairman and J. B. 
Sechrist, Secretary. ; 

A second meeting was arranged for April 22, 1924. An organization 
was formed and the following Board of Directors elected: B. F. W. 
McClung, Stewartstown, Pa.; I. P. Wogan, York Pa.; F. B. Neff, 
Dallastown, Pa.; D. W. Gerber, York, Pa.; G. M. Harlacker, York, Pa.; 
S. S. Sechrist, J. B. Sechrist, C. 8. LaMotte, F. J. Ebert, Red Lion, Pa. 
The Board organized and elected these officers: President, C. 5S. 
LaMotte; Vice-President, D. W. Gerber; Treasurer, S. 5. Sechrist; 
Secretary, W. H. Andrews. 

A suitable site was chosen on the outskirts of Red Lion along the 
M. & P. Railroad between this town and the adjoining Borough of 
Dallastown. A large, representative looking brick structure was 
erected and equipped with all the modern devices and machinery that 
is known to furniture manufacturing in these days. On July 15, 1925, 
W.H. Andrews was appointed general manager. Actual manufacturing 
of chairs soon began. On October 1, 1925, the first shipment of chairs 
left the factory. From that date to the present day, approximately one 
quarter million chairs have gone out to the trade from this modern 
plant. 

The commanding growth of the business of this firm may be grasped 
if we consider that, in the beginning, the York County Chair Company 
made chairs to match the bedroom and dining-room suites of nine 
different factories. Today twenty-two furniture factories are depend- 
ing upon this manufacturing establishment for supply. This number 
of factories includes furniture plants in the central and southern sec- 
tion of Pennsylvania as well as in the State of Maryland. On several 
occasions the York County Chair Company has been called upon to 
furnish chairs for hotels and several exclusive private clubs. The actual 
volume of a year’s business approximates $250,000.00 and more. An 
average number of sixty men find steady employment at this factory 
all year around. Since its opening day, the York County Chair Com- 
pany has been running at full time, viz., 55 hours per week. 

The present Board of Directors is composed of B. F. W. McClung 
Stewartstown; W.O. Knaub, Mt. Wolf; D.W. Gerber, York, Pa.; H.G. 
Sieling, Railroad; E. W. Sieling Glen Rock; C. S. Sieling, Dallastown; 
G. M. Harlacker, York, Pa.; C.S.LaMotte, S.S.Sechrist, J. B.Sechrist, 
F. J. Ebert, Red Lion, Pa. The original officers of the concern have 
served every year in their respective capacity since the organization 
of the company and have been re-elected for the current term. In like 
manner, W. H. Andrews is continuing to fill, in a most creditable 
manner, the office of General Manager. 
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MISCELLANEOUS MANUFACTURING 


Rep Lion Iczk Company 


In the fall of 1922, R. H. Barteaux, the proprietor of the Red Lion 
Ice Company, secured an option on a tract of land which was then a 
part of the Wise estate. When in a few weeks a good stream of water 
was located, the land was purchased, and an immediate start made to 
erect an up-to-the-minute twenty ton raw water ice plant. The build- 
ing was ready for the installation of the ice making machinery on 
January 1, 1923. The necessary equipment was furnished by the York 
Ice Machinery Corp., York, Pa. 


On April 4, 1923, the first block of ice was pulled from the tank. 
Conclusive evidence was secured that the water and the plant came 


up to all requirements as to the quality and quantity of the ice. 

At first, the ice was sold to dealers, but after two years, it was 
deemed advisable to have the ice company distribute its own product. 
In the spring of 1925, two Ford trucks were put into service; two 
more were added during the following year, and from year to year the 
service fleet had to be increased. 


In 1927, additional ice machinery was purchased, and the capacity 
of the plant increased to twenty-five tons per day. During the same 
year, an ice storage plant was erected with an additional capacity of 
four hundred tons of ice, thus assuring adequate supply of ice to the 
consumers over an extreme hot spell. An ice scoring machine was in- 
stalled in 1927, whereby a whole block of three hundred pounds of 
ice is mechanically scored into twenty-five and fifty pound pieces. 

The Red Lion Ice 


Company supplies ice 
to Red Lion, Windsor, 
Stewartstown, Bitters- 
ville, and the sur- 
rounding territory. 
Good service at a rea- 
sonable price and fair 
dealing have been 
largely accountable for 
the evident success of 
this company. Its em- 
ployees, during the 
past year, received 
$11,000.00 in wages. 
During the summer 
season, the Red Lion 
Ice Company employs 
a force of at least 
twelve men. 

Robert H. Barteaux 
was born in Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., where he 
received his education 
in the public schools 
Later he entered the Kiskiminetas Spring School (Kiski). In 1909, he 
became enrolled in the Pennsylvania Military College and graduated 
in 1913, as a First Lieutenant in the Battalion. At that time, he received 
the degree of B. S., majoring in Chemistry. From 1913 to 1922, he was 
employed as a chemist and chemical engineer by various chemical 
manufacturing concerns. In 1922, he located in Red Lion, organized, 
and built the Red Lion Ice Company’s plant.

Rep Lion MANUFACTURING COMPANY 


George J. Miller, proprietor of this firm, was born in Baltimore. For 
35 years he was connected with Wise Brothers, Inc., manufacturers 
of all kinds of wearing apparel. In 1923, when the firm liquidated and 
went out of business, Mr. Miller entered into a contract with Wm. H. 
Noggle & Sons, Manheim, Pa., for a period of two years. During his 
second year with this firm, he decided to enter into the manufacturing 
business himself. Of all the towns visited, Red Lion impressed him 
most favorably as being the proper location for a manufacturing plant 
as he desired. After several conferences with C. $. LaMotte, H. L. 
Haines and R. E. Glenn, of Red Lion, he decided to locate here. 
Although the company formed by George J. Miller is known as the 
Red Lion Manufacturing Co., he is the sole owner and proprietor. 

The Red Lion Manufacturing Co., garment makers, specialize in 
making pajamas, athletic shorts, and night-robes. In July, 1926, twenty 
machines were installed, and on July 27, 1926, manufacturing was 
started with four operators. More machines were added from time to 
time as business assumed larger proportions. At present, 71 machines 
have been installed; employment is given about 65 persons, producing 
on the average of 700 dozen garments per week. During the last year, 
the Red Lion Manufacturing Co. manufactured almost exclusively the 
Faultless No-Belt Pajamas and Shorts of a high grade. Mr. Miller is 
rightly much enthused over the progress and growth of his business 
and especially pleased with the kind and courteous treatment accorded 
to him by the citizens of Red Lion. 


Rep Lion Miturnc Company 

This company was organized during the year 1920. A charter was 
granted on the 12th day of January, 1920. The original stockholders 
consisted of Simon A. Barshinger, Samuel A. Roseman, Clarence F. 
Barshinger, Charles E. Barshinger, and Samuel S. Laucks. 

The organization of this enterprise is principally due to the efforts 
of Simon A. Barshinger and his two sons, Clarence F. Barshinger and 
Charles E. Barshinger. 

Simon A. Barshinger has been actively engaged in the milling busi- 
ness for a period of thirty-eight years; viz., twenty-eight years as 
owner of a mill in York Township and ten years as an employee of his 
father in the mill known as “Anstine’s Mill in Windsor Township, 
about one and one-half miles east of the Borough of Windsor. The 
two sons of Simon A. Barshinger had been employed in the mill in 
York Township since childhood. 

The mill, which Simon A. Barshinger previously operated in York 
Township, was equipped with three stands of rolls with a capacity of 
forty barrels per day. These were later increased to five stands, with a 
capacity of one hundred barrels per day. In 1920, this equipment was 
moved to Red Lion and an additional stand of rolls added which raised 
the output to one hundred and fifty barrels per day. 

The original plant as erected in 1920, consisted of a stone building 
in which the flour mill equipment was placed, a frame building used 
as a feed mill and warehouse, and a frame grain elevator of 50,000 
bushels capacity. This storage capacity has since been increased by the 
erection of six tile grain bins or elevators, making the present storage 
capacity approximately 100,000 bushels. 

The first feed mill consisted of a 22-inch Bauer attrition mill with 
a capacity of two tons per hour. In a short time, a new feed mill of the 
same type was installed with 30-inch grinding plates and a capacity 
of five tons per hour. Two electric motors of forty horse-power each 
furnish the power. The feed mill is also equipped with a corn cutter 
for making cracked grains, having a capacity of five tons per hour, and 
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a feed mixer of one ton capacity. In 1929, one of the latest improved 
Miracle Ace Cold Process Molasses Mixers of five tons per hour capac- 
ity was installed. 

The Red Lion Milling Company has become an institution of real 
benefit, especially to the surrounding farming community. Prior to 
this time there was no place in this section where grain could be sold 
when the producer was ready to market it. At present, any farmer 
having grain to sell can dispose of it at a price usually five cents higher 
than the regular market price, and, if he so desires can have part of 
his grain ground and mixed into a high quality feed, without being 
called upon to pay the high cost of freight and advertising. This is, 
in the truest sense, a local concern. Its worth to the community has 
been demonstrated time and again. 

Owing to the death of Samuel A. Roseman, one of the original 
stockholders, the only four persons interested in the business at this 
time are Simon A. Barshinger, President; Clarence F. Barshinger, 
Vice-President; Charles E. Barshinger, Sales Manager, and Samuel S. 
Laucks, Secretary, Treasurer, and Attorney for the company. 


Rep Lion Woop Propucts Works 


William H. Gemmill, the proprietor of this firm, was born Novem- 
ber 20, 1879, at Keys Post-Office, along the Peach Bottom Road. His 
parents moved to Windsor, Pa., in 1891, where he attended public 
schools. During vacation and the evenings he worked at the cigar 
factory, and being handy with tools, was called upon to do odd jobs 
about the factories, building cigar-containing cabinets, presses and 
repairing molds. In 1910, during spare times and dull seasons, he 
began collecting fancy figured walnut stock planks for eastern gun 
factories, keeping the best ones for his own use. In 1916, he started 
a small shop and carved gun stocks for his acquaintances around home. 
Slowly, but surely his business increased until, in 1920, he built in 
Red Lion a home with a workshop in the rear, which he equipped, 
during the year 1928, with modern wood-working machinery for cabi- 
net building, gun stock making and the manufacture of cigar manu- 
facturer’s supplies. Since 1916, he has made hundreds of gun stocks for 
sportsmen and trap shooters of the cheapest and highest grades to 
suit the wishes of the customers. Beautiful fancy gun stocks are his 
great hobby. 
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ARNOLD LuMBER COMPANY 
In 1890, William H. Miller opened a lumber yard on Church Alley. 


When his health failed him, he sold his business on October 17, 1896, © 


to Horace W. Welty and retired from business. Mr. Welty originally 
lived at Holtz, Pa., and engaged in the contracting business. A 
large portion of the homes in Red Lion, prior to 1913, were built by 
him. During that year, he discontinued the contracting business and 
devoted his time to the development of the lumber yard along modern 
ways and ideas, building large sheds and laying a railroad siding into 
the yard. A branch yard was established at Dallastown, a small planing 
mill installed in the Red Lion yards. He died, however, on April 21, 
1919, before realizing his ambition and plans. His son, Emory P.

Welty, sold the business to Samuel Arnold and H. T. Gohn, of Wind- 
sor, Pa., who traded under the name of Arnold & Gohn. Later in 1923, 
H. T. Gohn retired from the partnership. 


This left Samuel Arnold the sole owner and proprietor of the con- 
cern. Accordingly, he changed the name to Arnold Lumber Com- 
pany. During the six years of existence, this firm has developed its

Clerk of the Courts, York County, Pa. 

Robert E. Glenn, born at Belair, Md., July 10, 1871, attended the 
grade schools and the academy of said town. After his graduation from 
the High School at Delta, Pa., in 1886, he came to Red Lion on Octo- 
ber 15th of the same year. Having made a special study of Business 
Law and the Laws of Real Estate and Insurance, he engaged in this

profession in 1901 and continues in this work to the present day. He 
became instrumental in the development of large tracts of real estate 
which have now been made a part of Red Lion, notable among them 
being a large section of South Main Street and a part in the western 
end of town known as Linden Terrace. Presently Mr. Glenn is devel- 
oping a building section between Red Lion and Dallastown, “Glenn 
Merracem 

Mr. Glenn has been elected on several occasions a delegate to County 
and State Democratic conventions; he was President of the Red Lion 
Band Association from 1894 to 1898 and, for many years, President of 
the Red Lion Athletic Association. He was a Chairman of District 
No. 4, War Savings Committee in 1918, Windsor being the second 
one of the thirteen districts to complete the quota. He was elected a 
member of the Board of Education of Red Lion Borough February 17, 
1913, during which period the old high school building was erected. 
He became a member of Red Lion Council and President of that body 
November 3, 1922, at the time when the borough’s street building 
program was initiated. He was re-elected in 1923 and again chosen 
President of the Council. He is a member of the Lions Club of Red 
Lion, of the Historical Society of York County, of Red Lion’s Cem- 
etery Association, Red Lion Lodge No. 649, F. and A. M., Yorktowne 
Royal Arch Chapter No. 304, Gethsemane Commandery No. 75, 
Knights Templar, York Forest No. 30, Tall Cedars of Lebanon, 
Zembo Temple (Shrine) No. 4707, and Katahdin Lodge No. 560, 
I. O. O. F. of Red Lion. 

At present, Mr. Glenn is Clerk of the Courts of York County, 
having been elected to that office November 8. 1927. 


L. NorMAN ZARFOS 


In November, 1923, L. Norman Zarfos bought out the good-will 
of the Howard H. Minnich Insurance and Real Estate Office in the 
Farmers & Merchants National Bank Building, Red Lion Pa. Since 
then he has conducted a general insurance business. In real estate he 
has been the instigator of a number of important business deals. Since 
1925, he has held the commission of a Notary Public. 

He was born in the Borough of Red Lion in the year 1883 and grad- 
uated from Red Lion High School in 1889. He taught in the borough 
schools for four years. For some time he worked in his father’s cigar 
factory and brick yard. His grandfather’s house was one of the oldest 
buildings in the borough and stood on the ground where now the 
Red Lion Trust Company Building is seen.

C. P. Stabley came to Red Lion in 1906. At first, he worked at the 
cigar trade. Thereafter he learned the electrical and printing business. 
In the year 1919, he became associated with S. S. Laucks Attorney- 
at-Law, in the real estate and insurance profession, with offices located

Red Lion, Pa. Since its organization, this firm has been very active 
and has done a large amount of business in real estate and insurance. 
Moreover, this firm entered upon the construction field and erected 
a number of home dwellings for the purpose of selling them to home 
seekers. 

In the year 1926, Laucks & Stabley purchased the farms of James 
Neff and Henry Neff. These tracts contained seventy-seven acres of 
land which were properly surveyed, laid out in building lots and 
eventually annexed to the Borough of Red Lion. 

In 1922, C. P. Stabley was appointed by the Governor as a Notary 
Public, which office he has held ever since.

Frey BrorHers BAKERY 


This bakery dates back to the year 1895 when it was opened by 
Moses Olewiler, who sold it to S. W. Kise about 1899. C. O. Meads 
succeeded and later transferred the property to D. D. Miller, who still 
is owner of the buildings, but sold the business to Sherwood Ritz 
in 1928. 

The present owners, Vernon D. and C. Benarr Frey, purchased the 
business in 1929. They are the sons of A. C. Frey, cigar manufacturer. 

Frey Bros. Bakery is claimed to be the oldest baking stand in town. 


ProressoR CHARLES N. GATES 


Professor Charles N. Gates located in the Borough of Red Lion 
eight years ago as a music instructor and band organizer. He was elected 
to develop the Red Lion High School Orchestra, which position he 
held for a period of five years. The 
Red Lion Boys’ Band of sixty-five 
young musicians and sponsored by 
the Red Lion Firemen’s Associa- 
tion, and the Student Orchestra of 
fifty musicians, ranging in ages from 
seven to seventeen years, are some 
of his outstanding musical achieve- 
ments. The latter organization is 
made up of talent selected from 
the Gates Music Studios. 

In recent years, Mr. Gates 
opened the only music store in Red 
Lion. A complete line of musical 
instruments, music supplies, etc., 





is carried in stock. Mr. Gates is 
connected with the St. John’s Re- 
formed Sunday School Orchestra, York Hospital Student Orchestra, 
Spring Garden Band, York, Pa., Red Lion Saxophone Band, in addition 
to the organizations previously mentioned as being under his own 
jurisdiction. Moreover, he is band organizer for the H. N. White Band 
Instrument Company. 


Cuartes N. GATES 


GEBHARD &@ McKezz’s STorE 


This store is located at 119 East Broadway. It is claimed to be the 
only store in the borough which has carried on a continuous business 
for a period of over thirty years at one and the same place. John 
Gebhard opened the store in a room 20 by 22 feet, about 1900. Dur- 
ing the year 1908 he formed a partnership with Edward McKee, his 
son-in-law. Since that time, the business has been known under the 
name of Gebhard & McKee. An up-to-date line of shoes, men’s, 
ladies’ and children’s ready-to-wear articles is carried in stock. 

John Gebhard was born in Windsor Township. He came to Red 
Lion in 1879 at the age of 16 years. At first, he assisted his father in 
the cigar manufacturing business, keeping books and carrying on the 
correspondence and similar work. After his father’s death in 1891 
young Gebhard continued the cigar business until 1901. 

In 1884, he built a residence at 264 East Broadway which he still 
occupies. In the spring of 1900, he opened a men’s clothing and fur- 
nishing store; during the fall of the same year, he bought out the entire 
stock of Frank Leiberknight’s Shoe Store and enlarged his own store to 
double its size. In 1901, another extension of 26 feet was added to the 
store increasing the floor space to 2,300 square feet. 


John Gebhard was President of the Town Council during 1901 and 
1902, at the time when the York Railways Company was entering 
Red Lion. He is a charter member of the Leo Fire Company No. 1. 

Edward McKee, a brother of Rev. McKee, former pastor of St. 
John’s Reformed Church, came to Red Lion from Perry County in 
1904. He married the daughter of John Gebhard and became his 
partner in business. 


Hotrzincer’s BAKERY 


Holtzinger’s Bakery is located at 43 North Main Street. This 
retail stand is claimed to be one of the oldest in Red Lion. The house 
was built in 1876 by Samuel Sprenkle. It was sold to Cyrus Stabley 
in 1890 and was used for residential purposes only until, in 1893, 
the property passed into the possession of Ephrain Roser, one of Red 
Lion’s foremost citizens in his day. 

Mr. E. Roser has the distinction of being the first ice manufacturer 
in Red Lion. He was a plumber, tinsmith, and butcher and is said to 
have conducted one of the first restaurants. In 1895, he built a bakery 
with oven attached on the plot of ground now occupied by the Purina 
Feed Company. The bakery store was in the present residence of 
Thomas S. Holtzinger. Mr. Roser built a section to the house, now 
Holtzinger’s Bakery 
and Delicatessen Store. 
The greater part of the 
main floor of this new 
addition was occupied 
by a clothing store, 
Charles Bailey, Prop., 
and Bert Flinchbaugh, 
Clerk, while the 
smaller section con’ 
tained a meat market 
with W. C. “Coony” 
Eisensmith as the 
owner. At the same 
time, a restaurant was 
found in the basement 
of the store property. 
On the second floor of 
the new building 
Roser and Olewiler 
had their tinsmith 
shop. When E. Roser 
decided to move his 
own meat market from 
First Avenue (now 
Kopp’s) to the North 
Main Street property, the restaurant was discontinued. An ice plant 
was installed and operated in connection with the bakery and meat 
market. In 1911, the property was purchased by Purd Neff who, 
shortly after, sold it to George Reachard who, in turn, conducted 
the bakery only under the name of Emporium Bakery. Many changes 
took place in the property during his possession. A new bake shop 
was erected in 1912 directly to the rear of the store, and a pretzel 
bakery installed which was under the management of James Leber, 
one of the best known pretzel bakers in York County. We may men-

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tion at this point that a pretzel bakery was previously operated and 
owned by Charles Detwiler in a building located in the rear of North 
Main Street. 


In 1917, the property was purchased by M. C. Holtzinger. The 
baking business was then the only enterprise carried on in this build- 
ing. During the World War, the grocery business was opened. The 
old bake shop built in 1895 and the pretzel oven installed in 1912 were 
razed and a modern Peterson oven installed. The smaller part of the 
the store property was used for a fruit store by these proprietors: 
Edgar Small, Walter Kilgore, Walter Briggs, and Pius Cooper. In 
1927, the building was remodeled, making room for an office, now 
occupied by Justice of the Peace, Charles L. Fishel, and an apartment. 
In 1925, Thomas S. Holtzinger became manager of the bakery and 
purchased the business in 1928, which has grown to be one of the 
largest in the southeastern section of York County. 


M. C. Ho tzincEer 


M. C. Holtzinger was born in Windsor Township, York County, 
Pa., August 15, 1874, left the farm in 1894 to clerk in father’s store. 
The late George W. 
Holtzinger, was ap- 
pointed, 1898, post- 
master of Holtz under 
the McKinley admin 
istration and served 
that office for twelve 
years, purchased his 
father’s store in 1912, 
moved to Red Lion 
and bought the gen- 
eral merchandise store 
of Mr. M. S. Heindel 
and finally acquired 
Holtzinger’s Bakery in 
1917 of George Reach- 
ard.

M. C. Hortzincer 


S. S. Hotrzincer ELtectric COMPANY 


This firm was founded by S. S. Holtzinger in 1923. Mr. Holtzinger 
is a graduate of the Bliss Electrical School. At its beginning, the 
company had a place of business on South Pine Street, off Broadway. 
The main business was home and factory illumination. Growing busi- 
ness required larger quarters with the result that a show room and 
shop were opened at 535 West Broadway. The company now branched 
out into the fields of radio and major electric appliances. $. S. Holtzinger 
Electric Company features Crosley and Amrad radios, Kelvinator 
electric refrigerators and Standard electric ranges, etc. 
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D. B. Keeports &” Son—Kezrorts Auto Co. 


Daniel Bair Keeports was born in Chanceford Township, York 
County, Pa., in the year 1870. In the spring of 1891, he opened a 
blacksmith shop in a small building to the rear of his residence on East 
Broadway where the M. & P. Railroad crosses. In 1893, Mr. Keeports 
purchased a tract of land on West Broadway from Henry Wallick and 
began the erection of the building which houses the Keeports firm 
today. At first, his residence and blacksmith shop were located there. 
In 1898, however, he opened a grocery store in the one-half of his 
dwelling, but sold out again the grocery line and started in the hard- 
ware business which he continued, in connection with his blacksmith 
shop and general wagon building until 1903. 

In 1903, he sold his hardware business to H. W. Sheeler, leased the 
blacksmith shop to Alvin Fauth and moved to Lucky in Chanceford 
Township, where he conducted a general merchandise store. At the 
same time, he operated the Lucky Roller Mills, supplying flour to the 
grocery stores of Red Lion until 1916, when he moved back to this 
town. Here again he entered into the general merchandising business 
forming a partnership with his sons, W. Raymond, Luther L. and 
Arthur J. Keeports. Those partnerships today control D. B. Keeports 
&? Son Department Store and the Keeports Auto Company. 


Nae) KELLY 


Beginning in the spring of 1892, Arthur J. Kelly has guided the 
stage wagon from Long Level to Red Lion for a number of years. In 
those days the stage served as a means of transporting mail, freight and 
passengers between Long Level and Red Lion. He was a trusted mes- 
senger of his patrons, doing the banking for them, such as paying their 
notes and depositing their money. In like manner, he used to buy the 
revenue cigar stamps at the Internal Revenue office at York for the 
cigar manufacturers along his route of travel. During all the years of 
his travels, he claims, he was never molested nor ever lost a cent of 
the entrusted money. When street car service and the automobile 
took the place of the once famous stage, A. J. Kelly entered the store 
business at Craley, Pa., and later at Wrightsville, Pa. He came to 
Red Lion in 1912 and purchased his present store at 153 North Main 
Street, from James Ilgenfritz. 


CuHaARLEs E, LANpis ELECTRIC COMPANY 


Charles E. Landis, the proprietor, was born and reared about one 
mile to the north of Red Lion and educated in the Freysville school. 
In 1908, he entered the electrical field as an apprentice with John E. 
Graybill & Co., York, Pa., and became employed by the Western Elec- 
tric Co., in 1910 as a power man. In 1912, we find him with the North 
State HydroElectric Co., Raleigh, N. C., installing high tension 
power distributing stations and substations and in 1913 with the 
Certain-Teed Products Corp., of York, Pa., looking after factory 
maintenance and motor repairing and, for several months in 1919, 
with George F. Motter’s Sons, York, Pa. 

On March 1, 1919, he purchased the electrical contracting business 
of C. W. Detwiler, specializing in factory power and commercial 
building wiring. He has installed electrical work in many prominent 
manufacturing plants and commercial buildings in Red Lion and 
vicinity. 


Furnace B. OLewILer 


Furnace B. Olewiler is one of the youngest funeral directors and 
graduate embalmers in this section. He is a graduate of Echels College 
of Embalming, Philadelphia (year 1922). After his graduation, he was 
employed for three years with C. A. Strack & Sons, York, Pa. In 
1925, he started in business for himself at his present location, 145-147 
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East Broadway. Mr. Olewiler was the first undertaker in York County 
to use a limousine hearse or funeral coach in his business and to estab- 
lish the first ambulance service in Red Lion. He employs a lady assist- 
ant and conducts an up-to-date funeral home and morgue. 


PomrRANING Moror ComMpaANy 


Samuel G. Pomraning was born in Chanceford Township, 1869. 
After his schooling, he worked on the farm until he was twenty years 
of age; then he learned the blacksmith trade at the Brogue with George 
Snyder. In 1893, he started in the business himself at Conrad’s Corner 
until, -in 1903, he bought the Hotel Jack in Lower Chanceford Town- 
ship. He sold this place in 1907 and lived retired until, in 1909, he 
came to Red Lion, but stayed only a short while, going back to Chance- 
ford Township where he had acquired several farms. Finally, in 1912, 
he located permanently at Red Lion. In the beginning, he worked at 
the table factory. After two years, he found himself in the tobacco 
business in which he continued until 1926, when he formed a part- 
nership with his son, Spurgeon L. Pomraning, and organized the 
Pomraning Motor Company. The stately building, headquarters of 
the company, corner Broadway and First Avenue, was erected dur- 
ing that year, with a floor space of 10,800 square feet. The Pomraning 
Motor Company operates one of the finest and foremost “one-stop” 
service stations in York County. 





Sritz’s DEPARTMENT STORE 


This business had its beginning nineteen years ago (1911), when 
Seitz’s Grocery was opened in a little storeroom which was at that 
time a part of the present building occupied by Sheeler’s Hardware 
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Store. After five years, the store was moved to the adjoining property 
now occupied by Saylor’s Furniture Co. During this period, dry goods 
were added to the grocery line. In 1925, the first floor of the new 
Sheeler Building was secured. At this time, the grocery line was 
closed out and a complete stock of ladies’ and men’s wearing apparel 


added. 


H. W. SHEELER 


H. W. Sheeler, Red Lion’s hardware merchant, started upon the 
hardware business on March 3, 1903, at 33 West Broadway in the 
building of D. B. Keeports. His stock at that time was valued at less 
than $2,000.00. He continued there in business for about three years, 
when he purchased the unfinished building of Millard Smith at 25 
South Main Street. For the following six years his business showed

a marked increase so that his business quarters proved entirely inade- 
quate. Hence, in 1912, he erected the building in which the store is 
located at the present time. Again, in a few years the business had 
outgrown this business place. Another addition of 57 feet was con- 
structed, making the outside dimensions of the building 42 by 100 
feet. Moreover, a warehouse, 30 by 80 feet, was built in the rear. 

At the present time, Howard W. Sheeler has under construction 
a new building at 15 South Main Street which is to be the new home 
of the store. The outside dimensions are 28 by 125 feet. It will be 
modern in every respect and the last word in present day hardware 
stores. This building will extend from Main Street to Broadway, 
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with entrances on both streets. It will be equipped with show windows 
on each street and will be three stories high on South Main Street and 
four stories on East Broadway. The elevators, toilet rooms and private

carry the most complete line, but will prove to be the most up-to-date 
stoze of its kind in the state. 


FPIETY YEARS OF PROGRESS alt 
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H. W. Sheeler was born on a farm in Windsor Township. He came 
to Red Lion in the year 1887. When fifteen years old, he learned the 
painting trade; thereafter he worked at the drug business at York, 
Pa. During the years 1892 to 1894, he taught school at Cedar Hill 
(Holtzinger’s Corner) and at Fairview (Holtz). In 1894, he reentered 
the painting business at Red Lion with George Knaub as the partner. 
The firm was known as Knaub & Sheeler. He continued in this enter- 
prise until 1903, when he embarked upon the hardware business as 
stated above. 


Mr. Sheeler is a Director of the First National Bank, a Director of 
the Ebert Furniture Co., President of the Red Lion Opera House 
Association, and President of the Red Lion Leo Fire Company No. 1, 
since 1913. He is a member of many civic, fraternal and patriotic 
organizations and has held and is still holding with them many posi- 
tions of trust. 


L. C. Srem 


L. C. Stein was born in Windsor Township and received a prelim- 
inary school education in the country school and the borough school 
of Red Lion. At the age of 17 he learned the trade of woodworking. 
When 21 years old, he obtained a job as locomotive fireman on the 
Pennsylvania Railroad’s main line between Altoona and Pittsburgh. 
After two years, he returned to York, Pa., where we find him back at 
his trade of machine woodworking at the A. B. Farquhar Company 
during the next seven years. Thereafter, he tried his luck at farming 
on what was then known as Plaster Hill, south of Red Lion Borough 
along the Winterstown road, better known today as Pleasant View. 

After one year’s trial, he came to Red Lion in 1912 and opened a 
grocery store on South Main Street, the present business location. 
During the year 1927, he conceived the idea of entering the florist 
game. He built a green house on the southern outskirts of Red Lion. 
This business has been growing to such an extent that several addi- 
tions had to be built. 


R. E. Srroseck €& Sons 


R. E. Strobeck learned the paper-hanging trade at the age of twelve, 
in 1902, with Seth Minnich during vacation time. He continued in 
this work until 1912, when he added interior painting and decorating 
to his line of business. Two years ago, he extended his business by 
carrying a line of paints with the line of wall paper and giving close 
attention to public building and church decorating as well as house 
painting. He conducts the only exclusive paint and wall paper store 
in southern York County. At the present time, he employs a very 
large force of men. His two sons, Hal L. and Joseph, are associated 
with him in business which is carried on under the name of R. E. 


Strobeck & Sons. 


W. A. THompson 


W. A. Thompson came to Red Lion in March, 1900, and began to 
work for Harry E. Craley until 1907, when he took over Mr. Craley’s 
business of general contracting, the latter entering upon the furniture 
manufacturing field. 

In 1920, he formed a partnership with E. Fordyce Thompson, his 
son, who had worked for his father ever since he had started in busi- 
ness. The firm is now known as W. A. Thompson & Son. Among the 
buildings erected by this firm are: The Red Lion High School Build- 
ing, basement and first story, 1910; second story, 1914; United Breth- 
ren Sunday School Building, First National Bank Building, Lion 
Theatre, Ebert Furniture Company, H. W. Sheeler apartment house 
and store building, J. C. Winter residence, Bethany United Brethren 
Church, N. Neiman Craley residence, and H. W. Sheeler’s Hardware 
Store. 
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W.B. WarneER 


Wallace B. Warner was brought up on a farm near Dallastown and 
followed this occupation until 1903, when he started to deliver milk 
with a horse and wagon, selling about 20 quarts per day at 5c a quart. 
The equipment used was one, two, three, and five-cent measures which 
were filled from a spigot-can and emptied into buckets or jars supplied 
by the customer. This method was used for approximately ten years, 
when the milk bottles were introduced. 

On March 1, 1922, W. B. Warner located corner First Avenue and 
Franklin Street and installed into his plant the most modern and finest 
dairy equipment available, together with a twelve ton refrigeration 
plant and a testing laboratory. 

The milk is from 26 local dairy farms, having tubercular tested herds. 
All milk goes through the most rigid process of testing, pasteurization 
and filtration before it is made ready for the market. An ice-cream plant 
of 200 gallons capacity is operated in connection with the milk business. 

Earl D. and Jesse B. Warner, the two sons, have been assisting 
their father in his business since boyhood days. Earl took a course at 
Penn State College as a dairyman and chemist and followed it with a 
one-year refrigeration course at the Y. M. C. A. night school in York, 
Pa.. while Jesse has made equipment and latest methods of service his 
closest study. A group of six additional employees afford prompt 
service. The plant is open for inspection at all times. 


ZARFos & BurG 


In the year 1907, Earl B. Burg and Charles F. Zarfos purchased 
the furniture business of C. W. Detwiler which had been established 
in 1897. 


Earl B. Burg, born in Lower Windsor Township, December 24, 
1878, attended the Lower Windsor Township School and that of 
Hellam Borough. In 1899, he came to Red Lion. Before entering upon 
business himself, he worked first in the office of Miller Bros., cigar box 
manufacturers, and thereafter in the furniture store and undertaking 
establishment of C. W. Detwiler, whom he later succeeded as funeral 
director. After taking a course in embalming, he passed the examina- 
tion of undertaker before the State Board at Philadelphia, and received 
his license March 18, 1908. 

Charles F, Zarfos was born March 28, 1883, at Red Lion and edu- 
cated in the public schools of that town. In 1901, he graduated from 
Patrick’s Commercial School at York, Pa. During the subsequent 
years he was connected with-his father, B. F. Zarfos, in the wholesale 
cigar manufacturing business, until January 1, when he and Earl B. 
Burg formed a partnership and bought the furniture establishment of 
C. W. Detwiler. 

For a third consecutive year, Zarfos & Burg have recently been 
selected to represent in this community the Order of the Golden 
Rule, an internationally known organization of funeral directors. 
Membership in this Order requires as an essential qualification the 
ability to render fine and modern service at very reasonable cost, 
placing it within reach of all people regardless of financial consideration. 

In July, 1923, Zarfos & Burg began the erection of a new, modern 
furniture store at a cost of $100,000.00. This new building measures 
70 by 189 feet, is three stories high and contains a basement under 
the entire building. Fifty thousand square feet of floor space are avail- 
able. The most complete line of furniture is carried in stock. It is un- 
questionably the leading furniture store of this part of the country. 
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ODDS AND ENDS 


John Diamond was elected first Chief of Police, March 5, 1885. 
* * * 

It took Council from June, 1881, to October, 1886, to decide on the 
location of a lock-up, and then the building of same was left to Chief 
Burgess, E. E. Roser. 

* * *k 

It was agreed by Council, in 1883, to allow the tax collector two 
cents on the dollar. 

* * * 

The first building code in Red Lion was formed by Council on 
March 1, 1884, John Burger, Chief Burgess. 

* * * 


Court proceedings were required to settle the disputes regarding 
building lines and street surveys on East Broadway between property 
owners and Borough Council in 1885 (October 3rd). 

* * * 


Tax collections were good in those days. The tax collector reports 
February 25, 1886, forty-four cents outstanding of tax from previous 
year. 

* * * 

During the early history of Red Lion Borough, the Council, not 
having a regular meeting place, would meet at the homes of the various 
members. Not so bad after all. 


* * * 
William Spangler was made Chief of Police on October 4, 1890. 
* * * 


On June 4, 1906, Council issued an order for the arrest of any 

merchant selling fireworks and explosives before July 4th. 
* * * 

On April 6, 1906, the borough tax was raised to eight mills, one 
mill to apply toward the sinking fund. 
* * * 

The first Highway Committee appointed, June 4, 1906, in Red Lion 
Borough consisted of S. A. Barshinger, D. A. Horn and D. Frank 
Kaltreider. 

* * * 

Speed limits for street cars, trains and automobiles within the 
borough limits were eight miles per hour, by order of Council, May 4, 
1906. There was more than one reason for this ruling. 

* * * 

The first known owner of the old tavern, which used to stand in 
the present Square of Red Lion, was a certain Shenberger. Later it 
was conducted by a John Gevost and John Caslow. Gallatin, and Peeling 
are mentioned as subsequent proprietors until it came into the pos- 
session of Henry Wallick. There was an old pump back of this tavern 
and a road in front and in the rear of the place. 

* * * 


The present Wallick House was built in 1886. 


June 1, 1906, Council granted the sexton of Bethany U. B. Church 
two dollars per year for winding clock on said church. 
* * * 


Dr. J. M. Hyson erected his residence in 1878. 


* * * 


The Meyer Hall, later (1888) the Red Lion Hotel and Baublitz 
House, was built about 1870. 


* * * 


A part of the Red Lion station burned down in 1895. 


* * * 


The first automobile in Red Lion, a steamer, was owned by Jake 
Saylor; C. E. Mayes was the chauffeur. The first gasoline automobile 
was had by Charles E. Mayes (19017). 


* * * 


A real live band of Indians was encamped in Red Lion in 1888. 
* * * 

Mose Olewiler’s high-wheeled bicycle and “the safety bicycles” of 

Frank Stiles and Francis Grimm caused much comment in their time. 
* * * 

Dill’s Tavern was located at what is today West Broadway and 
Franklin Avenue. It was later operated by Messersmith, Jacob House- 
holder, John Bishop and Frank Hutton. It was then known as Rising 
Sun Hotel. 

* * * 

The political parades in days of yore and the Christmas Day parades 
at Red Lion used to be big attractions. People from the surrounding 
country would come in large crowds, many on horseback. At times 
special trains were run from York to Delta. 

* * * 

The first lot of ground for the school buildings on Charles Street 
and Broadway was sold by Mrs. Catherine Meyer, for three hundred 
dollars, to the borough. 

* * * 

The first laundry in Red Lion was started by C. E. Mayes in 1898, 
and located in the frame building on lot opposite the railroad station. 
Finally, it was moved to rear of post-office and operated for ten years. 
The machinery was later on sold to Karl Ohlrogge, who erected a new 
building at the east end of High Street; it was destroyed by fire, and 
the laundry ceased to exist (1922?). 

* * * 

The pretzel factory of Charles Detwiler was a well known estab- 
lishment in Red Lion Borough in its time. It belongs to the class of 
past industries of Red Lion, like some others. 

* * * 

Many homes in Red Lion are built of bricks manufactured in the 

brickyard of Moses Olewiler, once located on South Main Street.
